LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—Brit- 
ish planes making their first day- 


light raid on Berlin twice crashed 
Hitler’s gloomy tenth anniversary 
party today and their bombs upset 
the broadcast explanations of! 
Reichsmarshal Hermann Goering 
and Propaganda Minister Joseph 
Goebbels as to why the German 
armies are meeting reverses in 
Russia. 

Hitler was reported off some- 
where “with his soldiers” when the 
R. A. F.’s Mosquito bombers 
struck precisely at 11 a. m., Berlin 
time, just as the bemedalled Goer- 
ing was ready to talk at the Air 
Ministry in the heart of Berlin. 

Explosions could be heard over 
the Berlin radio here in London. 
There were shouts, too, indicating 
turmoil within the ministry as the 
plump Goering and his audience 
scrambled for shelter. 

The Berlin radio remained on 
the air to tell listeners from time 
to time that “there will be a few 
more minutes’ delay in Marshal 
Goering’s speech.” 

The delay lasted until noon. 

Hitler Away. 

Then at 4 p. m., the Mosquitoes 
struck again, this time as Goebbels 
was beginning to talk in the 
Sportspalast. The Propaganda Min- 
ister had been delegated by Hitler 
to read a proclamation on one of 
the rare occasions when Hitler has 
not personally spoken to his people 
on the anniversary of his rise to 
power in 1933. 

Unlike Goering, Goebbels went 
ahead with his speech on schedule 
and British listeners heard nothing 
to compare with the confusion 
caused by the first raid. 

No planes were lost in the first 
raid, and only one was missing 
after the second attack. 

The R. A. F. pilots roared over 
Berlin at a high level instead of 
usual rooftop height employed by 
these wooden bombers, that can 
carry four 500-pound bombs and 
attain speeds up to 400 miles an 
hour. 

Goering Spreads Gloom. 

Goering, one underway, talked 
for 90 minutes on Russia’s strength 
—‘‘the most gigantice armament a 
mation ever created”—on Russia’s 
great deception in using obsolete 
equipment against Finland in 1939- 
40, which he called “the most in- 
genious and greatest camouflage in 
world history,” and of Stalingrad, 
where he — the Germans’ re- 
sistance had held up 60 to 80 Rus- 
gian divisions and had given the

Hitler’s Intuition Warned Him 
To Attack Russia, Goering Says 


HE top ranking Nazis—Hitler, 
their say to the German people in swift succession today. 
The gist of their utterances follow: 


LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP). 
Goering and Goebbels—had 


know that when the sun is high- 
er in the sky German troops 
will again attack, just as they 
did last year.” 


Goebbels: “The word capitu- 
late has never existed in our 
vocabulary and it never will 

. Attempts to sabotage the 
German war effort will be sup- 
pressed by the severest ‘/penal- 
ties. Defense regulations we 
shall make binding on everyone. 

. National Socialism will 
fight on fanatically.” 


A wholly unscheduled German 
pronouncement was that of a 
radio announcer, after the first 
daytime bombing of Berlin had 
delayed Goering’s speech an 
hour. He said: 

“Three British planes pene- 
trated into Germany under the 
cover of thick clouds today. 
This operation was carried out 
for propaganda purposes only.” 


U-BOAT WOLt PACK 
ORIGINATOR NEW 
NAZI NAVY Ghitt 


Doenitz Suc- 
ceeds Grand Admiral 
Raeder With Whom He. 
Had Dispute. 


LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—Ad- 
miral Karl Doenitz, commander of 
the Nazi U-boat fleet, has been 
promoted to Commander-in-Chief 
of the German Navy, succeeding 


Grand Admiral Erich Raeder, the 
German radio said tonight quoting 
a DNB news agency dispatch. 

The Berlin account said Doenitz 
was elevated to the rank of Grand 
Admiral. Raeder, it added, will 
become Admiral Inspector of the 
Navy. 

Doenitz and Raeder had been 
reported at loggerheads over sub- 
marine warfare tactics for some 
months. 

Doenitz’ rise had been swift. He 
was a Commodore when the war 
started and attained the rank of 
Rear Admiral only on Nov. 17, 1939. 

Sixteen days ago, the German 
radio announced that he had made 
a 19-day voyage—undoubtedly by 
submarine—to visit Japanese Ad- 
miral Nagano. 

Exhorts Crews to “KIL Kill.” 

The 50-year-old Doenitz, gaunt 
and stern faced, is said to exhort 
his crews to “kill, kill kill!” 

“Have no humanity in your la- 
bors. Humanity means weak- 
ness,” a British source quoted 
Doenitz as telling his men. 

Transocean, German news agen- 
cy, said in a broadcast recorded 
by the Associated Press that ap- 
pointment of the former submarine 
chief to head the entire navy is of 
great importance because “the 
submarine has proved to be the 
sharpest weapon of German naval 


~| warfare.” 


“Even if Admiral Doenitz did not 
create the German submarine 
weapon, he has extended it to the 
extent that the tremendous suc- 
cess of the submarine warfare in 
the past is linked up firmly with

U. S. DECORATES 
EX-SAVAGE, A HERO 
OF GUADALCANAL 


Native Endured Torture by 
Japanese Rather Than 
Betray Marines. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 


A six-foot native of Guadalcanal 
whose English is of the pidgin 
variety but whose courage is that 
of a hero has been awarded a 
Silver Star by the United States 
for withstanding terrible tortures 
rather than give the Japanese in- 
formation about Marine positions 
in Guadalcanal. 

A former member of a savage 
tribe in the island, Sergeant Major 
Vouza of the British Constabulary 
previously had been awarded a 
British decoration for valor by 
King George VI. 

Vouza was on a mission for the 
Marines to locate suspected enemy 
lookout stations Aug. 27 when he 
went beyond Japanese lines and 
was captured. 

The citation said that he was 
“lashed to a tree, where, rather 
than break his faith or betray his 
trust, he submitted to brutal and 
fiendish torture.” 

“Severely bayonetted about the 
chest and throat and left for dead,” 
the citation continued, “Sergeant 
Major Vouze with great strength 
and almost superhuman endurance, 
extricated himself from his bonds 
and made his way back to our lines 
with valuable information concern- 
ing the enemy Japanese.” 


HELD AS NAZI SABOTEURS’ 
ASSOCIATE AND ENEMY ALIEN 


Man Said to Have Navigated Yacht 
in Which Two, Later Executed, 
Tried to Reach Germany. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The arrest as an enemy alien of 
an associate of two of the eight 
Nazi saboteurs who came to this 
country by submarine last June, 
was announced by the Federal Bu- 

reau of Investigation today. 

Thomas J. Donegan, special 
agent in charge of the New York 
F. B. I. said that the saboteurs’ 
associate was navigator on the 
yacht Lakela on which Edward 
Kerling and Hermann Neubauer, 
who were executed as saboteurs, 
tried to return to Germany in Oc- 
tober, 1939. 

The man, who was not identified 
further, was taken, with 26 other 
enemy aliens arrested during the 
week, to Ellis Island for intern- 
ment proceedings. Five had been 
working as ‘skilled mechanics in 
war plants.

Berlin today and furnished thun- 
derous sound effects for Reichs- 
marshal Hermann Goering’s expla- 
nation of why Germany hasn't won 
the war. 

The R. A. F. arrived over Berlin 
at 11 a. m. sharp and again at 12 
noon. 

Goering was scheduled to begin 
his address at 11. 

The great audience heard the 
noise of the raid before it heard 
Goering. ‘One explosion—either a 
bomb or gun—went off so close to 
the Air Ministry where the Nazi 
chiefs were gathered that the 


sound was plainly audible not only 
to German listeners but to the peo- 
ple in Britain as well. 

It was the R. A. F.’s first day- 
light raid on Berlin and the first 
time the British listeners sitting 
at home heard the effects of their 
own bombers over Germany at the 
very moment of the raid. 

They heard more than the explo- 
sions. 

Over the air waves came the 
sounds of scuffling and running 
and shouts, indicating Goering’s 
audience, and probably Goering 
himself, were scampering to shel- 
ters.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
Senator McKellar (Dem., Tenn.) 
announced his opposition tonight 
to President Roosevelt’s nomina- 
tion of Edward J. Flynn as minis- 
ter to Australia, a development 
generally regarded as foreshadow- 
ing Senate rejection of the ap- 
pointment if it is not withdrawn 
before consideration begins Mon- 
day. . 

McKellar, long an administration 
supporter, told reporters that after 
reading the record of testimony 
taken by the Foreign Relations 
Committee in its investigation of 
Flynn’s qualifications, he found 
himself unable to vote to confirm 
the former Democratic national 
chairman for the diplomatic post. 

Previously, Democratic Leader 
Barkley had said that confirmation 
or rejection might depend on the 
turn of a single vote. The admin- 
istration was known to have been 
depending heavily on McKellar’s 
vote and that of his colleague, 
Senator Stewart (Dem., Tenn.). 


Steward Likely to Follow Leader. 

While McKellar said he did not 
know how Stewart would vote, 
most observers felt that he would 
follow the leadership of his senior 
colleague, especially since Ed 
Crump, Democratic national com- 
mitteeman from ‘Tennessee, was 
reported to be opposed to con- 


' firmation. 


McKellar expressed in a state- 
ment the hope that “Mr. Flynn or 
our great President will reconsider 
the matter and withdraw the nom- 
ination.” He said he felt that the 
choice of Flynn constituted “an 
unfortunate appointment at a time 
like this.” 

“As intense a Democrat as I 
am,” McKellar said, “I greatly re- 
gret to find myself unable to vote 
to confirm the nomination of Mr. 
Flynn as United States Minister to 
Australia, 

“The facts contained in the rec- 
ord and the many differences of 
opinion which must of necessity 
arise thereon would, in my judg- 
ment, make it impossible for Mr. 
Flynn to achieve success as min- 
ister to Australia at this critical 
moment in our Australian and 
Southwest Pacific relations.” 

‘Good Chance’ Says Barkley. 

Before McKellar’s announcement 
Barkley had said he thought there 
was a good chance for Flynn’s con- 
firmation but that the issue would 
be “very close.” 

“It’s likely to go either way by 
the margin of one vote,” he said. 

Barkley said that so far as he 
knew the nomination would be 
brought before the Senate Mon- 
day, although there have been 
some reports that if the adminis- 
tration found it could not muster 
sufficient strength for approval, 
Flynn might ask President Roose- 
velt to withdraw his name. 


Roosevelt Keeping Out. 


Flynn supporters said that while 
the President had been advised of 
developments he had not taken 
any hand in the bitter Senate 
controversy, which finds seven vet- 
eran Democrats publicly opposing 
the nomination and another half- 
dozen listed as opponents on pri- 
vate polls. If they join with 37 
Republicans who are expected to

LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—The 
Red Army has captured the oil 
center of Maikop in the western 
Caucasus and also Tikhoretsk, key 
rail junction 95 miles southeast of 
Rostov, a special Russian com- 
munique recorded here by the 


Soviet monitor said tonight. 
Tikhoretsk is the junction of the 
Stalingrad-Novorossisk line and 
one running to Rostov from the 
lower Caucasus. Its seizure in- 
creases the possibility of trapping 
huge Nazi forces between the 
Black Sea and the Rostov-Baku 
railway, and accelerates the Rus- 
sian drive to capture the Cauca- 
sian gateway city of Rostov.

MOSCOW, Jan. °0 (AP).—Huge 
Russian tanks, crushing lighter 
German armor and pillboxes, led 
a sustained Red Army onslaught 
steadily westward into striking dis- 
tance of Kursk, the fortified link 
between the Nazi Central and 
Southern fronts, dispatches report- 
ed tonight. 

(As the menace to the Nazi de- 
fenses thus mounted on the Kursk- 
Kharkov line, the Germans an- 
nounced that another powerful 
Russian offensive had _. been 
launched on a broad front south of 
Lake Ladoga near Leningrad, A 
German communique said the at- 
tack was “bloodily repulsed,” but 
said that the battle was continu- 
ing. It reported the Russians had 
hurled massed artillery and waves 
of tanks into the violent assault, 
and reported bitter fighting, some- 
times hand-to-hand.) 

German Forces Encircled. 

Besides their continued gains in 
the 44-mile-wide breakthrough 
west of Voronezh: into Orel Prov- 
ince, the Russians announced the 
steady disintegration of the last 
Nazi forces trapped at Stalingrad 
and of the remnants of nine enemy 
divisions encircled west and south- 
west of Voronezh. 

West of Voronezh the tank-led 
Russian force which swept .hrough 
Gremyachye was reported less than 
60 miles from Kursk, and still ad- 
vancing. Southwest of Voronezh 
the force which pushed through 
Novy Oskol was less than 55 miles 
from Belgorod, on the railway 
south from Kursk to Kharkov. 

Battlefront dispatches said the 
Russians were in close pursuit of 
enemy forces, and Russian planes 
roared overhead, raking the enemy 
columns with bombs and machine- 
gun fire. 

The battle was developing over 
a ravine-cut steppe land dotted 
with German strongpoints and ar- 
tillery emplacements as the Red 
Army drive fanned out along the 
spur rail lines north and south of

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Jan, 30 (AP).— 
Advance units of Gen. Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery’s Eighth Army 
have made their first thrusts 
across the Tunisian border in pur- 
suit of German Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel, a British com- 
munique disclosed today as Allied 
aerial attacks stabbed at com- 
munications and supply lines of 
the retreating Afrika Korps, 

With these forward elements 
penetrating the central sector of 
the Tunisian front, it was expected 
that it would not be long until 
the main body of the Eighth Army 
swings into action. 

In an apparent effort to cut off 
Rommel’s supply lines as well as 
further avenues of escape, Ameri- 
can and British planes rained ex- 
plosives on Northern Tunisia, ac- 
counting for 13 Axis planes in the 
process. 

A Middle East communique re- 
ported bad weather had hampered 
their activities, but Twelfth Air 
Force bombers, striking from the 
west, set fires and damaged a 
ship in the Bizerte dock area and 
left two ships in a big Tunisian- 
bound convoy in flames. 

Penetration in Center. 

The British communique spoke 
only of a penetration in the cen- 
tral sector of the front, indicating 
that Montgomery's patrols crossed 
the border some 15 to 25 miles 
from the coast. 

There was no indication of how 
close the patrols approached to 
the Mareth line, 65 miles inside 
Tunisia, where part of Rommel’s 
forces is believed to be already es- 
tablished. These fortifications 
were built. by the French before 
the war to protect Tunisia against 
attack from the east. 

Nor did the brief Cairo com- 
munique mention other British 
forces closing in on Zuara, last 
Axis port in Tripolitania. How- 
ever, a Cairo dispatch said the 
British had engaged the retreat- 
ing Germans along the coast road

LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—Brit- 
ish planes making their first day- 
light raid on Berlin twice crashed 
Hitler's gloomy tenth anniversary 
party today and their bombs upset 
the broadcast explanations of 
Reichsmarshal Hermann Goering 
and Propaganda Minister Joseph 
Goebbels as to why the German 
armies are meeting reverses in 
Russia.

Explosions could be heard over 
the Berlin radio here in London. 
There were shouts, too, indicating 
turmoil within the ministry as the 
plump Goering and hig audience 
scrambled for shelter. 

The Berlin radio remained on 


thé air to tell listeners from time 
to time that “there will be a few 
more minutes’ delay in Marshal 
Goering’s speech.” 
The delay lasted until noon. 
Hitler Away. 

Then at 4 p. m., the Mosquitoes 
struck again, this time as Goebbels 
was beginning to talk in the 
Sportspalast. The Propaganda Min- 
ister had been delegated by Hitler 
to read a proclamation on one of 
the rare occasions when Hitler has 
not personally spoken to his people 
on the anniversary of his rise to 
power in 1933. 

Unlike Goering, Goebbels went 
ahead with his speech on schedule 
and British listeners heard nothing 
to compare with the confusion 
caused by the first raid. 

No planes were lost in the first 
raid, and only one was missing 
after the second attack. 

The R. A. F. pilots roared over 
Berlin at a high level instead of 
usual rooftop height employed by 
these wooden bombers, that can 
earry four 500-pound bombs and 
attain speeds up to 400 miles an 
hour. 

Goering Spreads Gloom. 

Goering, once underway, talked 
for 90 minutes on Russia’s strength

By LEWIS HAWKINS 
LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—Admi- 
ral Karl Doenitz, commander of 
Germany’s submarine fleet, was 


elevated to supreme command of 
the German navy today, lending 
strength to the belief that the 
Nazis are relying on the U-boat as 
their main hope of winning the 
war. 

The gaunt, stern-faced 50-year- 
old Doenitz, originator of wolfpack 
submarine tactics, succeeds Grand 
Admiral Erich Raeder, who be- 
comes admiral inspector of the 
navy. Doenitz also will remain in 
charge of German submarine war- 
fare. 

Known as an able, ruthless com- 
mander, Doenitz is reported to 
exhort his crews when they leave 
port: “Kill, kill, kill! That is your 
duty to the Fatherland and the 
Fuehrer. Have no hunmanity in 
your labors. Humanity means 
weakness.” 

(The Berlin radio, in a broadcast 
to the German people, commented 
that military circles in Berlin are 
saying that Doenitz will make the 
German navy the symbol of the 
German determination for victory 
in the war.) 

Hitler’s Hand Seen in Change.

LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—Brit- 
ish planes making their first day- 
light raid on Berlin twice crashed 
Hitler’s gloomy tenth anniversary 
party today and their bombs upset 
the broadcast explanations of 
Reichsmarshal Hermann Goering 
and Propaganda Minister Joseph 
Goebbels as to why the German 
armies are meeting reverses in 
Russia. 

Hitler was reported off some-

Explosions could be heard over 
the Berlin radio here in London. 
There were shouts, too, indicating 
turmoil within the ministry as the 
plump Goering and his audience 
scrambled for shelter. 

The Berlin radio remained on 
the air to tell] listeners from time 
to time that “there will be a few 
more minutes’ delay in Marshal 
Goering’s speech.” 

The delay lasted until noon. 

Hitler Away. 

Then at 4 p. m., the Mosquitoes 
struck again, this time as Goebbels 
was beginning to talk in the 
Sportspalast. The Propaganda Min- 
ister had been delegated by Hitler 
to read a proclamation on one of 
the rare occasions when Hitler has 
not personally spoken to his people 
on the anniversary of his rise to 
power in 1933. 

Unlike Goering, Goebbels went 
ahead with his speech on schedule 
and British listeners heard nothing 
to compare with the confusion 
caused by the first raid. 

No planes were lost in the first 
raid, and only one was missing 
after the second attack. 

The R. A. F. pilots r@ated over 
Berlin at a high level instead of 
usual rooftop height employed by 
these wooden bombers, that can 
carry four 500-pound bombs and 
attain speeds up to 400 miles an 
hour. 

Goering Spreads Gloom. 

Goering, once underway, talked

J. A. Whyte, 25-year-old third 
officer on a British ship sunk by 
a submarine early in November off 
the west coast of Africa, and Mrs. 
Margaret Gordon, 35, of Melbourne, 
Australia, sailed almost all of the 
way across the South Atlantic in 
their tiny craft. 

Whyte, 30 pounds lighter but al- 
most fully recovered from his 
ordeal, told the story here on his 
arrival by airplane from South 
America, where Mrs. Gordon re- 
mained to complete her recupera- 


tion. ‘Mrs. Gordon’s husband lost 
his life when one of the six life- 
boats launched after the torpedo 
attack turned over. 


Crowded into Whyte’s frail craft 
were 10 Indian Lascars, six Euro- 
peans and Mrs. Gordon. 


All the lifeboats stayed together 
for eight days while officers tried 
to find an island, but Whyte final- 
ly altered his course and struck 
out for South America. 

Whyte set a water allowance of 
two ounces, three times a day. All 
of the Lascars and two of the 
white men died after drinking sea 
water. 

The weary crew sailed before 
the wind, but the rudder fell to 
pieces, the tiller was lost and, 
finally, the sails blew away.

LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—Admi- 
ral Karl Doenitz, commander of 
Germany’s submarine fleet, was 
elevated to supreme command of 
the German navy today, lending 
strength to the belief that the 


Nazis are relying on the U-boat as 
their main hope of winning the 
war. 

The gaunt, stern-faced 50-year- 
old Doenitz, originator of wolfpack 
submarine tactics, succeeds Grand 
Admiral Erich Raeder, who be- 
comes admiral inspector of the 
navy. Doenitz also will remain in 
charge of German submarine war- 
fare. 

Known as an able, ruthless com- 
mander, Doenitz is reported to 
exhort his crews when they leave 
port: “Kill, kill, kill! That is your 
duty to the Fatherland and the 
Fuehrer. Have no hunmanity in 
your labors. Humanity means 
weakness.” 

(The Berlin radio, in a broadcast 
to the German people, commented 
that military circles in Berlin are 
saying that Doenitz will make the 
German navy the symbol of the 
German determination for victory 
in the war.) 

Hitler’s Hand Seen in Change. 

Sources here were inclined to ac- 
cept German explanations that 
Raeder’s age and health were the 
reasons for his retirement, but they 
said the elevation of Doenitz, who

Bursting in Reich

LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—Un- 
invited but punctual to the minute, 
British Mosquito bombers attend- 
ed the Nazi anniversary party in 
Berlin today and furnished thun- 
derous sound effects for Reichs- 
marshal Hermann Goering’s expla- 
nation of why Germany hasn’t won 
the war. 

The R. A. F. arrived over Berlin 
at 11 a. m. sharp and again at 4 
p. m. 

Goering was scheduled to begin 
his address at 11. 

The great audience heard the 
noise of the raid before it heard 
Goering. One explosion—either a 
bomb or gun—went off so close to 
the Air Ministry where the Nazi 


chiefs were gathered that the 


sound was plainly audible not only 
to German listeners but to the peo- 
ple in Britain as well. 

It was the R. A. F.’s first day- 
light raid on Berlin and the first 
time the British listeners sitting 
at home heard the effects of their 
own bombers over Germany at the 
very moment of the raid. 

They heard more than the explo- 
sions, 

Over the air waves came the 
sounds of scuffling and running 
and shouts, indicating Goering’s 
audience, and probably Goering 
himself, were scampering to shel- 
ters.

Previously, Democratic Leader 
Barkley had said that confirmation 
or rejection might depend on the 
turn of a single vote. The admin- 
istration was known to have been 
depending heavily on McKellar’s 
vote and that of his colleague, 
Senator Stewart (Dem., Tenn.). 
Stewart Likely to Follow Leader. 

While McKellar said he did not 
know how Stewart would — vote, 
most observers felt that he would 
follow the leadership of his senior 
colleague, especially since Ed 
Crump, Democratic national com- 
mitteeman from Tefmnessee, was 
reported to be opposed to con- 
firmationi. 

McKellar expressed in a state 
ment the hope that “Mr. Flynn or 
our great President will reconsider 
the matter and withdraw the nom- 
ination.” He said he felt that the 
choice of Flynn constituted “an 
unfortunate appointment at a time 
like this.” 

“As intense a Democrat as I 
am,” McKellar said, “I greatly re- 
gret to find«fhyself unable to vote 
to confirm the nomination of Mr. 
Flynn as United States Minister to 
Australia, 

“The facts contained in the rec- 
ord and the many differences of 
opinion which must of necessity 
arise thereon would, in my judg- 
ment, make it impossible for Mr. 
Flynn to achieve success as min- 
ister to Australia at this critical 
moment in our Australian and 
Southwest Pacific relations.” 

‘Good Chance’ Says Barkley. 

Before McKellar’s announcement 
Barkley had said he thought there 
was a good chance for Flynn’s con- 
firmation but that the issue would 
be “very close.” 

“It’s likely to go either way by 
the margin of one vote,” he said.

One is a hurried 
retreat northward from Krasnodar 
along a spur railway parallelling 
the Tikhortesk-Rostov line. Kras- 
nodar itself is 60 miles northwest 
of Maikop and about 80 miles 
southwest of Tikhoretsk. 

The other chance of retreat for 
the Nazi armies is by sea to the 
Crimea across the Kerch Straits 
west of Krasnodar.

Price Violation Charge. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (AP). — 


Cash settlement of the first treble- 


damage suit brought by the OPA 
against a manufacturer for charg- 
ing in excess of lawful ceiling 
prices was announced today by 
Sylvan L. Joseph, Regional OPA 
Administrator. 

A. D. Juillard & Co., Inc., one of 
the largest fabric manufacturers in 
the world, agreed to pay $410,219.31 
to the Government, at the same 
time signing a consent decree un- 
der which the company agreed not 
to violate provisions of Maximum 
Price Regulation 163, covering 
woolen and worsted civilian fab- 
rics, Joseph said. 

The settlement was termed by 
Joseph “a significant legal victory.”

HELD AS NAZI SABOTEURS’ 
ASSOCIATE AND ENEMY ALIEN 


Man Said to Have Navigated Yacht 
in Which Two, Later Executed, 
Tried to Reach Germany. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (AP)— 
The arrest as an enemy alien of 
an associate of two of the eight 
Nazi saboteurs who came to this 
country by submarine last June, 
was announced by the Federal Bu- 

reau of Investigation today. 

Thomas J. Donegan, special 
agent in charge of the New York 
F. B. I. said that the saboteurs’ 
associate was navigator on the 
yacht Lakela on which Edward 
Kerling and Hermann Neubauer, 
who were executed ag saboteurs, 
tried to return to Germany in Oc- 
tober, 1939. 

The man, who was not identified 
further, was taken, with 26 other 
enemy aliens arrested during the 
week, to Ellis Island for intern- 
ment proceedings. Five had been 
working as skilled mechanics in 
war plants.

Eighth Army Patrols

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
Advance units of Gen. Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery’s Eighth Army 
have made their first thrusts 
across the Tunisian border in pur- 
suit of German Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel, a British com- 
munique disclosed today as Allied 
aerial attacks stabbed at com- 
munications and supply lines of 
the retreating Afrika Korps. 

With these forward elements 
penetrating the central] sector of 
the Tunisian front, it was expected 
that it would not be long until 
the main body of the Eighth Army 
swings into action. 

In an apparent effort to cut off 
Rommel’s supply lines as well as 
further avenues of escape, Ameri- 
can and British planes rained ex- 
plosives on Northern Tunisia, ac- 
counting for 13 Axis planes in the 
process. 

A Middle East communique re- 
ported bad weather had hampered 
their activities, but Twelfth Air 
Force bombers, striking from the 
west, set fires and damaged a 
ship in the Bizerte dock area and 
left two ships in a big Tunisian- 
bound convoy in flames. 

Penetration in Center. 

The British communique spoke 
only of a penetration in the cen- 
tral sector of the front, indicating 
that Montgomery’s patrols crossed

=| Why Civilians Will Get 13 Pounds 
Of Butter This Year Instead of 17 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
Civilians will have an average of 
13 pounds of butter this year, com- 
pared with 16 pounds last year 
and a normal average of 17 
pounds, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment estimated today. 

A summary of the butter short- 
age by the Office of War Informa- 
tion said the principal causes 
were: 

1. Men in the armed forces eat 
about double the amount they ate 
as civilians, 

2. The armed forces are put- 
ting away reserves to make sure 


they will have supplies when and 
where they need them. 

3. Production at present is at 
the low point of the year. 

4. Last year an unusual amount 
of milk that formerly went into 
butter was used for other dairy 
products, 

5. Many civilians earning more 
money now want to buy more but- 
ter than formerly. 

OWI said that less than 1 per 
cent of the country’s butter was 
shipped to foreigners under lend- 
lease, most of which went to the 
Russian Army.

NOT A PROPOSAL 
TO ‘SOAK THE RICH’ 


Philip Murray Says CIO 
Opposes Rum! Plan as 
Favoring High Brack- 
ets in Future. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
Well informed congressional quar- 
ters said today that the Treasury 
looked with favor on a compro- 
mise for the Rum] pay-as-you-go 
plan proposed by Representative 
Robertson (Dem.), Virginia, which 
would erase 1942 personal income- 
tax obligationg in the lower brack- 
ets and impose a 20 per cent with- 
holding levy on net taxable income 
for current collection purposes. 

Treasury officials will unfold 
their suggestions formally Tuesday, 
when the House Ways and Means 
Committee opens public hearings 
on pay-as-you-go propdsals which 
might affect 40,000,000 taxpayers. 


The plan, advanced by Beardsley 
Ruml, chairman of the New York 
Federal Reserve Bank, and em- 
braced in a bill by Representative 
Carison (Rep.), Kansas, proposes 
to skip all 1942 personal income 
Obligations in moving the tax 
clock one year forward—that is, 
1943 taxes would be paid currently 
through weekly, bi-weekly or 
monthly deductions from earnings, 
instead of falling due March 15, 
1944. 

Return Must Be Filed. 


Both Robertson and Carlson, 
members of the Ways and Means 
Committee, emphasized that adop- 
tion of either the Ruml, the com- 
promise or any other current pay- 
ment plan would not remove the 
requirement for the millions of in- 
come-tax payers to file their 1942 
returns by March 15. A falling 
off of returns thus far this year 
as compared with last January, 
apparently traceable to discussions 
of possible excusing of 1942 taxes, 
has caused serious concern at the 
Treasury. 

Entirely separate from the with- 
holding levy, Robertson has sug- 
gested a 10 per cent compulsory 
savings tax against net incomes, 
also understood to be regarded fa- 
vorably by the Treasury. 

Not Another Tax. 

The 20 per cent withholding 
from income after allowable de- 
ductions would not be additional 
tax, but a collection at the source 
from wages, salaries, interest and 
dividends, for accumulation against 
actual taxes as determined when 
each individual files his return 
after the year’s end. The separate 
10 per cent compulsory savings 
would go into war bonds, payable 
to the savers. 

Robertson's compromise would 
forgive both small and large tax- 
payers the normal 6 per cent and 
the first bracket surtax of 13 per 
cent on 1942 obligations. He said 
it was not a “soak the rich” prop- 
osition, adding: 

“If that amount of the 1942 lia- 
bility (19 per cent) be eliminated, 
all taxpayers would be treated 
alike.” 

The large income groups would 
be required to pay 1942 taxes levied 
for the higher brackets of income 
after having the first 19 per cent 
excused. 

He emphasized that if his plan 
is adopted, any payments already 
made on 1942 personal income 
taxes for the normal and lower 
bracket assessments would be 
credited to the 1943 obligation. 

Murray Against Rumi Plan. 

President Philip Murray ex- 
pressed the opposition of the CIO 
to the Rum! Plan in a letter to 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the Ways and Means 
Committee, saying that it “would 
mean in future years heavy gains 
for the highest income bracket— 
particularly those which have berm 
efited most from the swollen war 
profits of 1942.” 

He wrote that “the millions of 
new taxpayers in the ranks of 
labor will welcome a program that 
lightens their burden of tax pay- 
ments by spreading the obligation 
out over the entire year. They will 
oppose any program which couples 
with this a series of windfalls to 
large incomes at the expense of 
the national treasury.” 
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Hitler Text: Victory or Slavery for Germany 


LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP). 


OLLOWING is the tezt of 
F Adolf Hitler’s proclamation on 

the tenth anniversary of his 
rise to power, as read today on the 
German radio: 

Today is the tenth annfversary 
of the day on which Reich Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg handed over 
to me the responsibility for the 
leadership of the Reich. 

The i14-year long struggle for 
power of the National Socialist 
movement, which from the smallest 
beginnings became by far the 
strongest party of the Reich and 
then proclaimed itself a legal gov- 
ernment, thereby reached a suc- 
cessful conclusion, 

Assumption of responsibility only 
took place after all other parties 
had proved their inability to lead 
Germany. The Reich was suffer- 
ing from the consequences of de- 
feat after a war which she did not 
want and for which she was in no 
way prepared. 

After a historic resistance which 
could not be broken by any enemy 
throughout four years of struggle, 
defeatist elements both from within 
and without forced her into open 
revolution. 

Alludes to Wilson. 

The American President Wilson 
with his 14 points conjured up a 
vision of future peace which was 
eagerly seized upon by the German 
people—more so, as there had been 
no positive war aims either among 
the great masses or among leading 
personalities. 

The nation was fighting for its 
mere existence and some sections 
of the population were therefore 
almost grateful to have a peace of 
conciliation and understanding of- 
fered it. 

Immediately after the German 
people had thus been induced to 
give up their arms there came an 
historic swindle, a breach of prom- 
ise such as world history had never 
known before. 

Instead of a peace of concilia- 
tion and understanding came the 
dictate of Versailles which de- 
based the German nation and the 
nations allied to her to the level of 
slaves, made them militarily de- 
fenseless, deprived them of their 
political rights and in the eco- 
nomic sphere destroyed them for 
an incalculable period. All that 
was done to the German people 
from 1919 to 1933 in the way of 
wrong suppression, economic ex- 
ploitation and political discrimina- 
tion hit not the National Socialist 
but the democratic-Marxist Ger- 
many. Every attempt by the dem- 
ocratic, Catholic and Marxist par- 
ties to appease the world by ap- 
peal to a similar mentality which 
they presumed to be in existence 
or to make the world realize the 
senselessness of this dictatorship 
of force failed. 

Blames Jews. 
With toughness and persistence 
international Jewry first attempt- 
ed to plunder the nation by cap- 
italistic means in order to make 
her economy right for Jewish Bol- 
shevism. 
The madness of the so-called 
Versailles peace treaty, however, 
not only led to the destruction of 
German economy but equally laid 
waste the economic life in other 
countries too, including the - so- 
called victor states. 
Toward the end of 1932 the 
world found itself in the throes 
of a steadily growing economic 
crisis. 
Unemployment oppressed not 
only the German people but also 
the rich countries of the west and 
especially the United States. Dur- 
ing the winters of 1932-33 the num- 
ber of unemployed in Germany 
had risen to 7,000,000 and  part- 
time workers to a similar figure. 
The British mother country 
which ruled one quarter of the 
earth had 2,500,000 unemployed. 

The United States with gigantic 
natural resources and unlimited 
fertility had some 13 million un- 
employed. 

In Germany wo conditions of 
everyday life corréS’ponded to the 
economic crisis, 

“Innumerable Parties.” 

Split up into innumerable parties 
and impeded by the selfish short- 
sightedness of representatives of 
individual German states as well 
as by the. interest of various pro- 
fessions and parties, it appeared 
hopeless for any German govern- 
ment by old methods and with 
the forces at their disposal to deal 
successfully with the most urgent 
tasks, even the mere preservation 
of life for our people. 

The internal decay of the nation 
made such progress that transition 
to chaos appeared to be the only 
possible solution. 

While the Jewish party leaders 
and business hyenas on one side 
destroyed the political and  eco- 
nomic basis of life to an ever 
growing extent, the same Jewish 
agitators were faced with the need 
of a Bolshevik revolution. 

Faced Destruction, He Says. 

It was clear that if 14 years of 
Marxism, democracy and parlia- 
mentism had managed to ruin 
Germany, one year of Bolshevism 
would have sufficed to destroy 
Germany completely. 

The German people were dis- 
united, rotten internally, over- 
burdened and disrupted by debts 
of the rich and the states facing 
complete bankruptcy. 

Some 14,000,000 working people 
had either not enough or no work 
at all. Economic life collapsed. 
Commerce ceased, shipping and 
transport continued to shrink. 

The farmer lost his farm home. 
Joy of life began to wane and a 
declining birth rate made the even- 
tual end of the nation a mathe- 
matical certainty. 


handed over to me on Jan. 30, 
1933, and for which I took respon- 
sibility. 
Recalls First Proclamation. 

In my first proclamation to the 
German people as German Chan- 
cellor I announced in the name of 
the then Government of the Reich 
my decision to unite the nation as 


a prerequisite to any new uprising,

to look after its rights to the best 
of my knowledge and according to 
my conscience against lunatic pas- 
sions within our frontiers as well 
as against blackmail of the outer 
world, 

I promised to liquidate unem- 
ployment and to prevent the Ger- 
man peasant from being evicted. 

I asked the German people for 
four years to repair the destruc- 
tion and decay of 14 years. 

Before four years were over the 
last unemployed man was back on 
the job. 

The Jewish assault on the soil 
of the peasant was repulsed. Se- 
curity of tenure on the land was 
obtained. 

Construction Program. 

Industry and the economic sys- 
tem began to prosper again, Fi- 
nances of the central and local gov- 
ernments were put in order. We 
revived the transport, improved 
roads and railways, built canals 
and began the construction of 
highways. 

Revival of the cultural life went 
hand in hand with the revival of 
economic life. Architectural, drama, 
music, the cinema and broadcast- 
ing had an unprecedented boom, 

All was dominated by one aim— 
let the mass of the people partici- 
pate in the material and cultural 
riches of the nation. 

Without regard to birth, class or 
occupation of parents, every gifted 
child of our nation should have 
the chance of education at the ex- 
pense of the nation and thus be 
given the chance of rising socially. 

at Democracies. 
All that hag been done since 1933 
in Germany under new leadership 
in economy, culture and social de- 
velopment is so unique that noth- 
ing in a democratic country can 
be compared with it, 
Only Fascist Italy has done any- 
thing comparable in its internal 
construction, thanks to the Duce. 
All this could only be accom- 
plished by concentrating all forces 
of the nation, directing them unit- 
edly towards goals which were rec- 
ognized as necessary. 
Thus countless symptoms of our 
internal decay were removed with- 
in a few years. 
A Germany of concentrated 
strength replaced the Weimar 
Reich torn between concessions, 
parties and classes and vegetating 
in impotence. 


“System of Mischief” Banished. 
A single popular movement re- 
placed the general party system 
of mischief. 
Parliaments of state were re- 
placed by one common representa- 
tion of the German people in the 
Reichstag. Employers and em- 
ployes were merged in the Ger- 
man labor front. 
The film and radio ceased to be 
elements of decomposition of our 
body politic and were put to the 
service of national unity. 
The tremendous work of legis- 
lation created the basis of the 
new German Reich the like of 
which never existed in history. 
Thanks to the inner strength of 
our people thus gained, the possi- 
bility of a solution of external prob- 
lems was achieved. 

Tells of Peace Efforts. ° 

During these long years I time 
and again made to the world prac- 
tical propositions for sensible limi- 
tation of armaments and for loyal 
collaboration. 

Historians will one day establish 
that never before were the peace- 
ful propositions of a man met with 
more hatred than mine. When 
Germany became the example of a 
peaceful solution of social prob- 
lems and economic difficulties, 
capitalist Bolsheviks interested in 
the exploitation of nations began 
to hate the new Germany. 

International Jewry in particu- 
lar increased its agitation against 
the new Germany which was 
nefther willing to bow to the Na- 
tional Stock BWxchange interests 
nor to be intimidated by Bolshevik 
threats. 

Only after all my suggestions 
for general limitation ‘of arma- 
ments had been turned down, did 
I order the creation of the new 
German Wehrmacht. 

Hand of Fate. 


Only today do we realize fully 
what would have become of Ger- 
many and Europe if fate had not 
handed powér to National Social- 
ism on Jan. 30, 1933. 

Germany of the old system would 
not have remained, as its political 
and economic misery and military 
helplessness would have produced 
ever increasing impotence in rela- 
tion to the outside world, 

During the same period Bol- 
shevism for 10 years carried on 
planned rearmament of truly gi- 
gantic proportions for a surprise 
attack on Europe. 

“Shielding Continent.” 

What would have become of the 
German people and Europe if on 
June 22, 1941, the German Wehr- 
macht had not shielded the con- 
tinent at the last moment? 

Who is going to believe that the 
ridiculous guarantee by Anglo- 
Saxon statesmen would have saved 
the world from the surprise attack 
by a power which knew only one 
goal for 20 years? 

This goal was to hurl herself on 
Europe and annihilate its culture 
but above all to exterminate its 
men in order to gain slave labor 
for Siberia. 


What state besides Germany 
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would have been able to stand up 
to that danger? 

The major part of Europe has 
rallied round Germany since 1941 
in the fight against the menace 
from the east. 

Today there are only two alter- 
natives; either Germany and her 
allies win or the Central Asiatic 
flood from the East will surge 
over the oldest civilized conti- 
nent. 

All other events pale before the 
grandeur of this gigantic struggle. 
If the new onslaught of Central 
Asia against Europe is successful 
the world today would break up 
just as the ancient world once was 
broken up by the onslaught of the 
Huns. 

Threat of Barbarism. 


Human labor of several thousand 
years would have been in vain. 
Chaos would take place on the 
most flourishing continent of Eu- 
rope and unimaginable barbarism 
would take the place of culture. 
When France and Britain in 1939 
declared war on Germany without 
any reason, they accomplished un- 
consciously a good thing. 

They started the biggest conflict 
in history just at the moment when 
the Reich was at the summit of 
its strength. Everything accom- 
plished since 1933 recedes in com- 
parison with the task which faces 
us today. 

We believe in victory because we 
are convinced that provided this 
nation has the right leadership it 
can overcome all danger and all 
burdens, We beleve in victory be- 
cause we fought it out with the 
same enemies before. 

It depends on us alone to under- 
stand the meaning of this war and 
to carry on the struggle with such 
determination as long as neces- 
sary, until this continent can final- 
ly be regarded as safe. Such in- 
dividual blows of fate as may fall 
on us in this struggle are nothing 
compared to what we would suffer 
if the barbaric force from the Hast 
rolled across our continent. 


Every single life lost in this 
struggle will insure the life of 
future generations, .In this tre- 
mendous struggle we must not 
expect providence to give vic- 
tory without cost. Every indi- 
vidual and every nation will be 
weighed in the balance and who- 
ever is found wanting must fall. 


That is why I said on Sept. 1, 
1939, that whatever might come, 
neither time nor armed force could 
overcome the German nation. 


There has been nothing in his- 
tory to match the victories of 
Germans and their allies gained 
in this war. 


In this war there will be no 
such thing as victors and van- 
quished, but only those who sur- 
vive and those who are destroyed. 


The National Socialist state will 
continue the struggle with the 
fanaticism which our movement 
had from its birth. 

On June 30, 1942, I said that any 


strong men can take the blows of 
fate. 


Last winter the Jews in the 
plutocracies thought they saw 
the collapse of the German 
Army. That did not happen. 


This winter they hope for the 
same thing. But they will see 
the strength of the National So- 
clalist idea is greater than their 
desire. 

The longer the war goes on, 
the more people will be united 
and allied with the faith. Each 
one will be spurred on to fulfill 
his duty. Each one who at- 
tempts to evade his duty will be 
destroyed. 

People will go on waging this 
war until a new Jan. 30 emerges 
with a clear 
equivocal victory. 

I am filled with the deepest 
gratitude to all those who have 
shared in my work. But I must 
thank no less the millions of un- 
known German men and women

No National Divergences 
in Advice From Murphy 
and British Civil Ad- 


visers, He Says. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
Lieut. Gen. Dwight D, Eisenhower 
today set at rest rumors from 
London and Washington that Rob- 
ert Murphy, United States Minister 
in North Africa; Harold Mac- 
Millan, British Resident Minister, 
or William Mack, British Civil 
Liaison Officer, had been at log- 
gerheads over political or military 
matters. 

“So far as I have been able to 
detect I have never had any dif- 
ference of advice from the British 
or American staff, whether civil, 
political or military, based on na- 
tionalism,” the Allied commander 
in chief said in a statement. 

While Gen, Bisenhower did not 
say there had been no differences, 
it was noted he stressed that there 
had been no purely’ national di- 
vergences. 

“The British naturally approach 
a problem differently from what I 
would—it is our professional train- 
ing—but the solution reached was 
approved by the whole works,” he 
said. 

It was believed that Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s statement was meant to 
apply to such matters as the ap- 
pointment of Marcel Peyrouton, 
Governor General of Algeria. 

Murphy, MacMillan and Mack 
are Gen. Eisenhower's advisers. 


New Setup with British ‘Specialists’ 

Under Eisenhower , Forecast. 
« LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—A new 
Allied command setup in North 
Africa, which would leave Lieut. 
Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower as su- 
preme commander with a group of 
British “specialists” working under 
him, was forecast today by the 
News-Chronicle’s North African 
correspondent. 

Under the arrangement Gen, Sir 
Harold Alexander, commander of 
British forces in the Near East, 
would be in charge of land opera- 
tions, Admiral Sir Andrew Browne 
Cunningham would remain at the 
head of Allied naval operations 
and Chief Air Marshal Sir William 
Tedder would command all aerial 
activities. 

Gen, Alexander conceived the 
strategy of the campaign in which 
the British Eighth Army drove 
Marshal Rommel across Libya into 
Tunisia, while Tedder directed the 
supporting aerial assault.

SINK 6 JAPANESE 
SHIPS IN PACIFIC 


Seventh Vessel Damaged 


—Destroyer One of 
Enemy Vessels Sent 
Down, Navy Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The Navy reported today that 
American submarines in the Pa- 
cific had sunk six Japanese ships, 
including a destroyer, and damaged 
a seventh. 

The Navy communique said:

Kahili is on the southeastern end 
of ‘Bougainville Island near the 
enemy base of Buin and quite close 
to the strongly-held Shortland 
Island sector of the Northwestern 
Solomons. It is an airfield and has 
been frequently attacked by Amert- 
can bombers for several months. 

Today’s report on submarine op- 
erations was the first since Jan.

BACK-TO-SOIL PLAN 
OFFERED BY BECKER 


Mayor Proposes Drawing 
on Remaining Labor 
Reservoirs for War In- 
dustries. 


The unregulated inflow of labor 
from farm areas is unsound be- 
cause of the present acute short- 
age of farm hands and because 
suc. an immigration to the cities 
raises serious problems of housing 
and causes dislocation of family 
life and other social-economic 
problems, it is stated in an analyti- 
cal report on the subject made pub- 
lic by the War Manpower and 
Wage Stabilization Committee of 
the CIO St. Louis Industrial Un- 
ion Council. 

Mayor William Dee Becker, in a 
recent speech before a meeting of 
the Producers’ Livestock Commis- 
sion Association, asserted tha. the 
farmers among the 45,000 workers 
who came to the St. Louis war pro- 
duction area to take war jobs 
could: easily. be “repatriated” to 
their farms without inter~ering 
with defense production, 

This could be dane, .he Mayor 
said, if industry would call on re- 
maining reservoirs of labor, includ- 
ing unemployed ~ skilled labor 
groups and Negroes, and if a great- 
er conversion of the regular citi- 
zenry to war work was effected. 

Put Before Mayors of U. 8S. 
The Mayor’s comments evoked 

a flow of commeéndatory letters 
and telephone calls, prompting 
him to announce yesterday that he 
will place the problem before the 
executive committee of the United 
States Conference of Mayors, of 
which he is a member, by writing 
at once to Harry R. Betters, act- 
ing executive director of the Con- 
ference. 

While the situation manifestly 
is one with which the War Man- 
power Commission must cope, the 
Mayor told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he strongly feels that 
it would be well if mayors 
throughout the nation got behind 
the movem€nt to send “expend- 
able’ farmer-production workers 
back to their farms, in proportion 
to the number . of replacements 
available from the ranks of regu- 
lar city dwellers. 

He also pointed out that if the 
war should end unexpectedly, 
cities like St. Louis would find 
themselves confronted with a re- 
lief crisis of major proportions 
due to the influx of the workers 
and their families. 

Report of CIO Committee. 
The Mayor’s remarks and the 

response it drew, not only from 
St. Louisans but from all parts of 
the State, gave a timely interest 
to the- labor report of the CIO 
committee. 

The report declares that any 
regulation of farm labor will re- 
quire the stabilization of the entire 
farm. economy, including the es- 
tablishment of sound wage and 
working conditions for farm labor. 

War plants, it was said, should 
grant leaves of absence for agpri- 
cultural workers now in plants 
here so that they may return to 
farm work without loss of seniority 
or any rights and privileges, pro- 
viding war production needs will 
permit such a step and the Gov- 
ernment finds it desirable, 

Main sources of a new supply of 
labor, in the event of a return of 
farmers to the soil, are given as 
follows: 

The 20,000 to 30,000 unemployed 
women and Negroes.

Formula for Using Supply. 
The full utilization of our em- 
ployed labor and the labor reser- 
voir requires, according to the re- 
port, the following steps: 

Centralization of all recruiting 
of labor in the United States Em- 
ployment Service. 

Abolition of ‘tvicious job freeze 
gentlemen’s agreements” entered 
into by St. Louis employers who 
refuse to hire any worker with- 
out a release from his previous 
employer. 

Upgrading of workers and es- 
tablishment of training programs 
to develop needed skills among 
now unskilled labor, under the 
direction of labor-management 
committees.

MME. CAILLAUX, ONCE FREED 
IN KILLING EDITOR, DIES 


LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP). — The 
Paris radio today reported the 
death of Mme. Joseph Caillaux, 
wife of the former French Premier, 
who figured in a national sensation 
in 1914 when she killed the edi- 
tor of the newspaper Le Figaro 
which was campaigning against 
her husband. Mme. Caillaux died 
in Sarthe Department, the radio 
said. 

She created a four-month sensa- 
tion when she killed Gaston Cal- 
mette March 16, 1914, for publish- 
ing certain letters in his newspa- 
per campaign against Caillaux. 
The shooting precipitated a po- 
litical crisis, and Mme. Caillaux 
became a popular heroine of Paris. 
Other women in St. Lazare prison 
were once reported threatening 
to mutiny in protest against spe- 
cial favors alleged to have been 
shown Mme. Caillaux in prison. 

By the time her case came to 
trial in July, 1914, almost every 
conceivable element of a movie 
courtroom melodrama had entered 
into it, including hints of diplo- 
matic repercussions, death threats 
against jurors, mysterious women 
and mysterious letters, and a chal- 
lenge to a duel. Mme. Caillaux 
was acquitted July 28 by a jury 
that deliberated 50 minutes, and 
the defendant added the last dra- 
matic fillip by kissing her lawyer.

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CHARGES IN CANNON 
CASE 10: BE REVISED 


Prosecuting Attorney Plans to 
File Information Concern- 
ing Title to Gun. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 30. — 
Further revision of the charges 
against three St. Louis men in the 
case of the almost-abducted Capitol 
cannon, involving an. unfulfilled 
plan to remove a rusty war relic 
from the Capitol grounds to a 
scrap metal heap, for war pur- 
poses, are planned by Prosecuting 
Attorney Curtis J. Quimby of Cole 
County, it was learned today. 
Quimby said today he planned to 
file un additional information, in 
several counts, designed to estab- 
lish the issue, previously in some 
doubt, as to who actually held title 
to the cannon in question. This 
followed ‘discovery by the State 
that the cannon was one of five 
the State had agreed last Septent- 
ber to sell to a local junk dealer. 
The cannon in question had not 
been actually delivered to the 
buyer. 
At present three defendants are 
scheduled to go to trial in Cole 
County Circuit Court next Thurs- 
day on a charge of conspiracy to 
commit larceny of the cannon, 
which still stands on the Capitol 
grounds. This charge involves a 
misdemeanor, The defendants are 
Ralph Coghlan, editor of the edi- 
torial page of the Post-Dispatch, 
and Sidney W. Stearns and Wil- 
liam Ross Riley, tree surgeons. 
The three men earlier were 
charged with grand larceny, a fel- 
ony, but the charge was dismissed 
by Quimby last Jan. 21, for lack of 
supporting proof. Gov. Donnell, 
who had urged prosecution, direct- 
ed the Attorney General’s Depart- 
ment to aid in the prosecution. 
Riley and Sterns came to Jef- 
ferson City last Dec. 10, in a truck, 
with the object of removing the 
cannon to a local scrap pile. They 
did not move it but were arrested. 
The cannon previously had been 
identified as a Mexican war can- 
non, to which title had not been 
established, and donation of which 
to the scrap pile had been de- 
layed through lack of information 
as to the title. 
The matter of contribution by 


the State of several cannon in the 
Capitol grounds, for scrap metal 
purposes, was held up last fall 
after Gov. Donnell asked that the 
question of title first be deter- 
mined. The Attorney General 
later reported the State had title 
to five of the guns involved, but 
said it could not be established 
as to three others, from available 
records. 

Quimby’s announcement of his 
plan to further revise the charges 
followed a conference yesterday, 
at Quimby’s request, in the Gov- 
ernor’s office, to discuss records on 
the cannon in question. Among 
those attending were Quimby, 
Richard Arens, legal secretary to 
the Governor; Assistant Attorney 
General Van ©. Thurlo, State Pur- 
chasing Agent Ted Ferguson, and 
A. C. Burrill, curator of the Cap- 
itol Museum. .

‘Happy’ Birthday Thanks to Nation 


She Gives Brief Message From Absent Chief 
Executive as Country Celebrates Occasion 
as Feature of War on Infantile Paralysis. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, 61 years old 
today and absent from the capital 
on a trip which has taken him to 
Allied war councils, sent his thanks 
for the nationwide series of birth- 
day parties to raise funds for the 
war against infantile paralysis. 

“Tonight we are waging two 
wars, both in the service of hu- 
manity and both of them headed 
for victory,” the Chief Executive 


said in a message read to the na- 
tion by his wife. 

-~He asked Mrs. Roosevelt to 
“please tell all of those who are 
helping so much in the great fight 
against infantile paralysis that, 
even though the visits I have been 
making in certain distant parts 
prevent my return to the capital 
today, they are giving me once 
again a truly happy birthday.” 
“Prayer Like Mighty Hymn.” 
This brief message was read by 
Mrs. Roosevelt on a nationwide 
radio program on which Basil 
O’Connor, president of the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, said: 

“On this night, in our land and 
in all lands, wherever the love of 
liberty burns with unquenchable 
flame, a prayer is rising like a 
mighty hymn for the man who 
leads the American people in the 
war to preserve that liberty—the 
man whose birthday has become a 
promise to every boy and girl in 
the nation that they shall walk 
the earth as God meant them to, 
head high, body stalwart and 
straight, feet firmly on the 
ground.” 

This is the tenth time the Presi- 

dent’s birthday has been the oc- 
casion for a series of birthday 
balls, march-of-dimes campaigns 
and similar drives to raise funds 
for combatting the malady with 
which Roosevelt himself was 
stricken two decades ago. 
The capital celebrations tonight 
brought a parade of big names in 
the entertainment world to attend 
parties and balls. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who had said she 
would walk wherever possible to 
the birthday balls, was forced by 
bad weather to use an automo- 
bile in order to appear at the 
functions held at eight different 
hotels. 

Pleasure Ride Bar Lifted. 

A modification by OPA of its bar 
on pleasure driving apparently 
helped. The OPA originally held 
that driving to a ball was “pleas- 


ure driving,” and against rules in 
the East. Subsequently, however, 
the bar was modified to allow per~ 
sons appearing on programs in 
connection with the balls to ride in 
private passenger cars.

A USO ball is scheduled for 
Sunday afternoon in the Willard 
Hotel as the final affair. Wash- 
ington began its birthday parties 
with a $10-a-plate banquet at the 
Mayflower Hotel last night. 


Greetings Sent to Roosevelt by 
U. S. Leaders in Britain. 


LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—In @ 
broadcast of greetings to President 
Roosevelt on his sixty-first birth- 
day today, Maj. Gen. Russell P. 
Hartle, in temporary command of 
the United States Army forces in 
Europe, reiterated the President's 
own promise that the enemy 
“asked for it, and is going to 
get it.” 

Maj. Gen. Ira C. Eaker, second 
in command to Maj. Gen. Cari C. 
Spaatz of the United States Army

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NEW ROUTE PLAN 
TO EASE JAM EAST 
OF 21H OFFERED 


City Street Director Sug- 
gests Change in 6 Bus, 
Street Car Lines to Aid 
Traffic. 


Changes in the downtown routes 
of five bus lines and one street car 
line were suggested yesterday by 
Director of Streets and Sewers Ar- 
thur C. Meyers as a means of re- 
lieving traffic congestion east of 
Twelfth boulevard. 

He made his proposals in a re- 
port to Milton M. Kinsey, chief en- 
gineer of the Public Service Com- 
mission and chairman of the tech- 
nical committee of the St. Louis 
Citizens’ Mass Transportation Com- 
mittee. 

New downtown routes were sug- 
gested for the Hodiamont street 
ear and for the Lindell, Linden- 
wood, Gravois, Walnut Park and 
Natural Bridge busses. 

All but One Shortened. 

In each instance, except on the 
Natural Bridge line, the downtown 
route would be: somewhat short- 
ened. Meyers computed the saving 
in street car mileage each day at 
161, and in bus miles at 473. 

The Hodiamont street car, which 
now turns right at Twelfth boule- 
vard and Franklin avenue, to pro- 
ceed downtown over Twelfth and 
Locust, would, under Meyers’ plan, 
continue straight down Franklin 
avenue to Third street. 

To provide service on Locust 
street, the Lindell bus line, which 
now turns left at Twelfth and 
Locust, proceeding downtown over 
Twelfth and Washington avenue, 
would continue straight down Lo- 
cust street to Third street. 

Half Mile Saved. 

The Lindenwood and Gravois bus 
lines, which now turn north on 
Seventh street off Market street, 
looping over Delmar boulevard and 
Sixth street, would, under Meyers’ 
plan, proceed down Market street 
through the cut-off to Fourth and 
Walnut streets, and then turn back 
to go west on Market from Fourth. 
There would be a saving here of 
nearly a half mile in the length of 
these routes.

Two full-time dog catchers have 
been employed by Kirkwood to 
meet the threat of a recent out- 
break of rabies among dogs in 
the city, Deputy Health Commis- 
sioner Joseph L. Kruegel told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday.

the Russians now have compressed 
the German armies into the north- 
western corner of the Caucasus be- 
low Rostov. It is an area approxi- 
mately 200 miles in depth and 
width. 

If the Germans try to escape 
across the Kerch Straits they will 
run the risk of Soviet air and sur- 
face attacks from the Soviet Black 
Sea Navy. 

As for Rostov, the capture of 
Tikhoretsk means that that gate- 
way city which is the pivot for all 
German armies in the Caucasus 
now is exposed to attack from still 
another direction. 

At least five Russian columns 
are converging ‘on Rostov. Seventy 
miles to the north the Red Army 
still is fighting on its approaches 
after crossing the Donets River. 
On the north bank of the Don an- 
other column is 56 miles east of 
Rostov. Other Russian units are 
60 miles from Rostov on the south 
bank, while another group is the 
same distance to the southeast on 
the railway leading from Salsk. At 
Tikhoretsk is the fifth Soviet 
column, 

The Red air force, which recent 
front dispatches have credited with 
having achieved superiority over 
the Luftwaffe, sank four German 
transports Friday, the Soviet mid- 
night communique said.

New successes in the reduction 
of Axis forces trapped at Stalin- 
grad and west of Voronezh were 
reported in these words:

“North of Stalingrad our troops 
sought out remnants of encircled 
ehemy units. During the day on 
all sectors many prisoners were 
taken, among whom were 206 Ger- 
man officers. One prisoner, set 
free to return to his unit, came 
back the same day and brought 
with him 120 German soldiers who 
surrendered. On another sector two 
other German prisoners who were 
set free brought back 300 German 
soldiers. 

“West of Voronezh our troops 
occupied a number of populated 
places. At the Dolgaya station two 
ammunition trains and large quan- 
tities of war material were cap- 
tured. In the area of Uritskoye, 30 
depots of war material were cap- 
tured. The German command is 
striving at all costs to save the 
encircled divisions. 

“Commanders of the German 
units received orders to break the 
encirclement in smal] detachments 
and leave Hungarians as a rear 
guard. Our units, drawing the ring 
tighter around the encircled troops, 
captured large numbers of pris- 
oners.” 


OPA AGAIN CUTS FUEL OIL 
RATION IN 6 EASTERN STATES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
cut fuel oil rations in six north- 
‘eastern states today for the second 
time. . 

The cut applied to Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York except for the Adirondack 
region, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania. 

In these states, number four oil 
coupons will be worth eight gal- 
lons each to householders and 80 
gallons to commercial users and 
Institutions. For the last few 
weeks, these coupons were worth 
nine and 90 gallons respectively 
after they had been cut from an 
early season value of ten and 100 
gallons. 

The cut is effective at midnight 
tonight, which is the same time 
when it becomes legal to use num- 
ber four coupons. The action did 
not affect the other eleven states 
in the eastern region, where the 
oil coupons are worth nine and ‘90 
gallons,

NEW BUTADIENE PLANT 
~-PLAUEDIN OPERATION 


Standard Oil of Louisiana 
Unit Now Turning Raw Ma- 
terials for Synthetic Rubber. 


BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 30 
(AP).—The first petroleum buta- 
diene plant for the Government’s 
synthetic rubber program—a unit 
capable of turning out raw mate- 
rials for rubber enough for 1,800,- 
000 tires annually—has begun 
operations here, the Standard Oil 
Co. of Louisiana announced today. 

The plant here has a rated ca- 


pacity of 6600 to 9000 tons of 
butadiene per year depending on 
the qualities of the petroleum frac- 
tions used, the announcement 
said. Butadiene is a principal in- 
gredient for making synthetic rub- 
ber. 

Standard’s new plant is the 
largest yet put in operation for 
making synthetic rubber raw mate- 
rials, Major construction work 
was finished by. the contractor 
three weeks ago. The entire plant 
is now in full operation and the 
finished butadiene is being deliv- 
ered, it was announced. 

Experience in operating this type 
of plant had already been ‘ob- 
tained through successful opera- 
tion for a year of a smaller unit 
of the same design at Standard’s 
huge oil refinery here. 

Standard of Louisiana has been 
producing Buna-N rubber in Baton 
Rouge for the past two years. This 
original plant is now turning out 


synthetic rubber at the rate of 
20,000 pounds per day or 3650 tons 
a year, it was announced. 


Ship Molly Pitcher Launched. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 30 (AP). — 
The Liberty ship Molly Pitcher was 
launched at the Bethlehem-Fair- 
field shipyards today, 49 days after 


the keel was laid. The vessel was 
named in honor of Mary Ludwig 
Hays who was called Molly Pitch- 
er by the soldiers in the battle of 
Monmouth, June 28, 1778, when 
she used a pitcher to carry water 
from a well to the soldiers. Later, 
legend has it she ably filled her 
husband’s place at a cannon.

U. S. DECORATES 
EX-SAVAGE, A HERO 
OF GUADALCANAL 


Native Endured Torture by 
Japanese Rather Than 
Betray Marines. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
A six-foot native of Guadalcanal 
whose English is of the pidgin 
variety but whose courage is that 
of a hero has been awarded a 
Silver Star by the United States 
for withstanding terrible tortures 
rather than give the Japanese in- 
formation about Marine positions 
in Guadalcanal. 

A former member of a savage 
tribe in the island, Sergeant Major 
Vouza of the British Constabulary 
previously had been awarded a 
British decoration for valor by 
King George VI. 

Vouza was on a mission for the 
Marines to locate suspected enemy 
lookout stations Aug. 27, when he 
went beyond Japanese lines and 
was captured. . 

The citation said that he was 
“lashed to a tree, where, rather 
than break his faith or betray his 
trust, he submitted to brutal and 
fiendish torture.” . 

“Severely bayonetted about the 
chest and throat and left for dead,” 
the citation continued, “Sergeant 
Major Vouze with great strength 
and almost superhuman endurance, 
extricated himself from his bonds 
and made his way back to our lines 
with valuable information concern-

Nor did the brief Cairo com- 
munique mention other British 
forces closing in on Zuara, last 
Axis port in Tripolitania.

French Take Position. 


A French high command com- 
munique reported that the French 
captured a position in the moun- 
tainous area west of the Kairouan 
and killed 30 of the German de- 
fenders. 


While Flying Fortresses were at- 
tacking Bizerte yesterday, other 
United States flyers swept across 
the Tunis airdrome and destroyed 
many of 50 planes which were on 
the ground. 

A Twelfth Air Force spokesman 
said P-38 Lightnings escorted the 
Fortresses to Bizerte and protected 
the Martin Marauder 
which blasted the convoy in the 
narrows, 


Among members of the B-26 Ma- 
rander crews which scored hits on 
the convoy was Engineer Sergt. 
George D. Holton of East St. Louis, 
Ill. Holton also was credited with 
shooting down a Messerschmitt 109. 


Observers watched large build- 
ings on the Bizerte waterfront ex- 
plode and saw hits on oil tanks, 


The spokesman said the convoy 
included six freighters, four de- 
stroyers and several other vessels, 
in addition to the two cargo liners. 


“Two direct hits were made on 
one cargo liner, blowing away its 
super-structure,” he said. “The hits 
on the second liner started fires 
from which smoke rose 300 to 400 
feet. Direct hits were made on an- 
other vessel of 100 to 150 feet, 
causing it to explode.” 


Axis Version. 


Meanwhile, an Italian communi- 
que said that Axis troops had con- 
solidated positions recently gained 
in Tunisia and that there were 
only limited actions by “exploring 
units” in western Tripolitania. 


The communique admitted that 
eight enemy bombers did consider- 
able damage in a raid on Messina 
in Sicily, but claimed that Axis 
planes sank three destroyers and 
five merchantment in attacks on 
an Allied convoy between Algiers 
and Bone. 


The Royal Air Force, releasing 
details of some of the work ac- 
complished by Beaufighters dur- 
ing the past few nights, revealed 
that one Beaufighter crew on its 
first sortie shot down three Hein- 
kel 111 bomberg in less than half 
an hour. 


The’ squadron’s top scorer, Fly- 
ing Officer D, H, Greaves, who 
has destroyed five enemy aircraft, 
nearly went down with his latest 
victim, He opened fire at 70 feet 
and the German plane exploded, 
dazzling Greaves by the glare and 
spinning his plane. 


One of the planeg shot down in 
the battle over the convoy yester- 
day was a Messerschmitt 210, new 
version of the now obsolete Mes- 
serschmitt 110. Although used fre- 
quently over the Russian front, 
this was its first appearance on 
this front.

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LESS SMOKE This 
WINTER DESPITE 
JANUARY LAPSE 


60 Hours of Moderate 
Palls in Last 3 Months, 
111 for Similar Period 
Last Season. 


In spite of the smoke palls of 
the last four days, the city’s smoke 
reourd thus far this winter is much 
better than a year ago. 

For the winter months of No- 
vember, December and January 
this season, the Weather Bureau 
reports 60 hours and 20 minutes of 
moderate smoke and seven hours 
and 45 minutes of thick smoke. A 
year ago the record was 111 hours 
and 15 minutes of moderate smoke, 
14 hours of thick. 

The improvement under the 
smoke ordinance is shown by com- 


parison with the last winter sea- 
s0n preceding enactment of the 
ordinance, that of 1939-40, when 
for the three months of November, 
December and January there were 
313 ‘hours aad 15 minutes of mod- 
erate smoke, and 102 hours and 
15 minutes of thick. 

For thick smoke the record this 
January was only slightly worse 
than a year ago, with one hour and 
45. minutes, against one hour and 
10 minutes. This month’s record for 
moderate smoke, however, largely 
due to the unusual conditions of 
the last four days, surpassed that 
of a year ago, the record being 34 
hours and 50 minutes, against 13 
hours and 30 minutes. 

The reduction of moderate smoke 
this winter as compared with the 
last winter preceding adoption of 
the ordinance is 80 per: cent; re- 
duction of thick smoke is 92 per 
cent. 

Yesterday’s smoke pall was the 
twelfth this month. Only two were 
recorded as thick, each less than 
one hour in duration. So light were 
some of the moderate palls that 
the Weather Bureau recorded sun- 
shine throughout their duration,

Twenty freight car loads and 
nearly 300 truck loads of tools and 
other equipment have been sent'‘to 
varions Army, Navy and public 
building depots. More WPA prop- 
erty is coming into St. Louis daily 
from hundreds of projects in East- 
ern Missouri and is consigned to 
various war activities. 

“Nothing is being destroyed in 
this district,” Gray said.

Stoves Sent to Canada. 


Cast iron stoves, once used in 
warming houses’ for out-of-doors 
workers, are being prepared for 
shipment to Edmonton, Alta. They 
will be distributed to various 
points along the Alcan Highway 
to warm laborers and engineers 
working on the new road to 
Alaska. p 

One carload of lumber alréady 
has been shipped to Edmonton and 
a crew was busy yesterday re- 
claiming lumber from _ portable 
buildings and preparing to make a 
second shipment. Even WPA proj- 
ect signs are reclaimed. The lum- 
ber frame work is taken apart and 
designated for some new use. The 
sheet metal facings are consigned 
to places where they are to be used 
as siding for temporary buildings. 

Two dentists’ chairs and a full 
assortment of instruments are in 
readiness for shipment to Edmon- 
ton or some Alaskan depot, 

The WPA warehouse at 4501 Fy- 
ler avenue and its large yard are 
filled with materials that are be- 
ing converted to war uses. Several 
hundred wheelbarrows are stacked 
in one section of the yard. Their 
pneumatic rubber tires have been 
removed and are kept in the ware- 
house. 

Dozens of large steel pipes, suit- 
able for use as ‘culverts at low 
points along the Alcan Highway, 
have accumulated. A number of 
heavy manhole castings are nearby. 

Surveyors’ instruments and three 
complete blacksmith shops have 
been labeled for shipment to Ed- 
monton. Pipe-cutting tools and 
safety goggles for welders have 
been assembled for inclusion in the 


Scrap For Steel Mills. 

Broken tools, cracked stoves and 
other damaged equipment have 
been tossed into a scrap pile. Metal 
scrap is destined for steel mills. 

Worn rubber boots are to be sent 
to rubber reclaiming plants. Here- 
tofore discarded rubber boots were 
slashed across the sides and soles 
so that scrap dealers would not 
turn them back into channels of 
commerce. But that practice has 
been discontinued and rubber boots 
that are considered to be too worn 
to be werth shipping to the mil- 
tary services are tossed onto the 
pile svithout being further dam- 
aged. 

A truck load of typewriters, add- 
ing machines and other office ma- 
chinery was sent to the Kansas 


City Procurement Office of the 
Treasury Department last week. 
Warehouse Superintendent Dale 
Johnson told the driver: “Be 
mighty careful of this load. It is 
probably the most valuable load 
you have ever handled.” 

Junk Man Gets WPA Shovels, 

At Independence, Mo., near Kan- 
sas City, it was reporetd that many 
of those shovel handles that work- 
men were accused of leaning on in 


lush WPA days were sawed off 
and burned, and the shovels now 
repose in the yard of a junk deal- 
er. Some have been purchased by 
a blacksmith, who is repairing 
them to meet the present big de- 
mand for shovels. 

Earlier in the week it was re- 
ported that 300 wheelbarrows and 
many rubber boots and water car- 
riers had been mutilated and tossed 
onto the Independence scrap pile. 
A resident of that city read about 
it in the Independence Examiner 
and told the editor: “I saw a bunch 
of WPA shovels in a junk yard 
the other day.” 

A reporter went to the yard and 
reported that he saw about 30 
shovels from which the handles 
had been cut. “WPA” was stamped 
on some of the shovels. It was as- 
sumed that the shovels were 
junked on the same order from a 
Washington survey official that

Listed as War Casualties | 


Due to Increased Size 


of Crews, Stimson Aid 
Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The War Department reported to- 
day that the accident rate for 
Army planes in the United States 
is lower now than in the 10-year 
peacetime period between 1930 and 
1940.

Maybank said he 
had received many communica- 
tions calling attention to fatal air 
accidents and had asked the War 
Department for data. 


Lovett reported that activities 
fn the Army Air Forces had been 
expanded in the last year “beyond 
the realization of even the best 
informed public,” adding: 

“In the first eight months of 
1942 (the latest completely tabu- 
lated figures available), 74.3 per 
cent more hours were flown than 
in the whole 10-year period from 
1930 to 1940; 98.5 per cent more 
miles were flown from January 
through August, 1942, than in the 
entire 10 years, This eight months’ 
mileage was equivalent to 48,000 
trips around the world. (That 
would be approximately one billion 
200 million miles at the equator. 

“In spite of this extraordinary 
expansion, the rate of accidents 
per 1000 hours flown was lower 
in the 1942 period than the 10-year 
peacetime average. 

Accidents Down I11 Pct. 

“Accident rates fluctuate from 
month to month and from year to 
year. Hence an average is used 
to obtain a reliable comparison. 
The figures for the eight months 
of 1942 show that the accident 
rate per 1000 hours was actually 
11 per cent lower than the rate 
for the 10-year peacetime period. 
The rate for fatal accidents is up 
only 0.014 per cent. 

Lovett explained that the slight 
increase in percentage of fatalities 
resulted from two factors, the in- 
crease in speed and weight of mod- 
ern planes and the increase in the 
size of the crews. 

“Since a larger number of men 
are frequently involved in a single 
accident today,” he noted, “the 
rate of fatalities per 1000 hours 
had increased 0.05 per cent com- 
pared with the 10-year average. 
Cites Training Under Pressure. 

“These figures are striking, and 
especially so when it is realized 
that our training schools and op- 
erational training units are oper- 
ating under pressure of war. Fur- 
thermore, before sending combat 
crews into combat theaters in 
varying climatic conditions com- 
pletely around the world, it is 
necessary to train them in a va- 
riety of weather conditions so that, 
when they meet the enemy in life 
and death combat, they will: not 
have the added hazard of running 
into flying conditions and weather 
with which they are not experi- 
enced.” 


ST. LOUIS LEADS IN NUMBER 
OF WOMAN AIR RAID WARDENS 


With 1000 women enrolled as 
air-raid wardens, St. Louis has 
more than any other city in the 
Seventh Defense Region, Joseph 
D. Scholtz, regional OCD director, 
announced yesterday in Omaha, 
Neb. 

Denver has 938 woman wardens, 
and Omaha is third with 655. 
About 13 per cent of all air-raid 
wardens in the region are women. 

Scholtz urged further expansion 
fim the enrollment and training of 
women, many of whom are avail- 
able for civilian defense work at 
hours when men cannot serve. 
Denver has 368 in training, and 
Omaha and St. Louis each has 
about 200 in training, he said. 
There are now 5236 air-raid war- 
dens, men and women, in St. Louis.

‘V HOMES’ IN THEIR DISTRICTS 


The city’s air-raid wardens will 
undertake next week a house-to- 
house canvass of their districts to 
determine which homes are par- 
ticipating fully in the war effort. 


Stickers for display in windows 
will be left at those homes which 
qualify for designation as “V 
Homes.” 

To qualify the occupants must 
show that they have made prepara- 
tion for protection against air 
raids, that they are buying war 
bonds and stamps, and participat- 
ing in salvage and conservation 
efforts.

“As a result of the deal with 
Great Britain, involving exchange 
of United States destroyers for 
bases in the West Indies, army 
and naval forces were stationed in 
the Trinidad area. 

Met By Commanders. 

“Top-ranking officers of this 
command were waiting to receive 
the presidential party at Waller 
Field when the two Army trans- 
port command planes eased down 
onto the runway. 

“The President was especially 
pleased to see his personal chief 
of staff, Admiral William D. 
Leahy, who was waiting at the air- 
port, when the big plane arrived 
there. Admiral Leahy had started 
with the President for the Casa- 
blanca conference but was forced 
by an attack of influenza to re- 
main in Trinidad until the Presi- 
dent returned. 

“After assuring himself that 
the former United States Ambas- 
sador to France was well, the 
President expressed regret that 
Admiral Leahy had not been able 
to attend the Casablanca cofer- 
ence. 

“The commander of the Trini- 
dad naval operating base, Rear 
Admiral J. B. Oldendorf; the com- 
manding general of the Trinidad 
base command, Maj. Gen. Conger 
Pratt; the commanding general of 
the Trinidad mobile forces, Brig. 
Summers; and the 
commanding officer of Waller 
Field, Col. Baird Johnson, along 
with, Admiral Leahy, joined in 
welcoming the President. 

“A motorcade was standing by, 
and Mr. Roosevelt was taken on 
a tour to inspect the military 
reservation at Fort Read. The 
group then drove -.over the 
Churchill-Roosevelt highway to 
Port of Spain. 

“The ‘grapevine’ had obviously 
passed the word along that there 
was a distinguished visitor present. 
Americans, English and natives 
were on hand and gave enthusi- 
astic notice that the visit of the 
President was welcome. 

“Smilingly, Mr. Roosevelt ac- 
knowledged the tribute. 

“The official party next examined 
the large naval base, but not be- 
fore the Chief Executive paused 
at its entrance and congratulated 
the Police Commissioner, Mr. Muel- 
ler, on the efficient arrangements.

North Germany in Day- 
light. 


LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—While 
plywood Mosquito bombers carried 
out two daylight raids on Berlin 
today, the R. A. F. sent a force of 
Wellington bombers against the 
shipyards and harbor works of 
Emden and other targets in 
Northwest Germany. 

An Air Ministry communique 
said one Mosquito and four Well- 
ingtons were lost during “several 


offensive operations” over Ger- 
many. 

Last night, the R. A. F. again 
bombed the German = submarine 
base of Lorient, France. Four 
bombers were lost. 

A heavy tonnage of high explo- 
sive and incendiary bombs was 
dropped on Lorient, the Air Minis- 
try said, but the damage was not 
learned immediately because of 
heavy clouds and poor visibility. 

The returning crews described 
the anti-aircraft fire over the tar- 
get area as much heavier than 
usual. Although no searchlights 
were seen, the flyers said the 
ground defenses sent up a heavy 
barrage. 

In an early morning retaliatory 
raid, a flight of four German 
planes bombed a town on the 
southeast coast of England, demol- 
ishing two private dwellings. . 

The United States Eighth Air 
Force headquarters announced to- 
day that the Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators which bombed Wil- 
helmshaven and Emden destroyed 
22 German fighter planes out of a 
force of about 25 that rose to op- 
pose them. Three American bomb- 
ers were lost. 

American-built Boston bombers 
taking part in a*big daylight sweep 
over occupied territory yesterday 
struck at the railway running 
across France to the German sub- 
marine base at Brest. 

Their target was the 300-foot 
high viaduct at Morlaix in Brit- 
tany. An Air Ministry communique 
did not disclose the results of the 
raid. 

In other daylight sweeps—which 
cost Britain one bomber and three 
fighters and the Germans five 
fighters, including two junkers 88s 
in the Bay of Biscay—American 
medium bombers smashed at ob- 
jectives in Ijmuiden, Holland; Spit- 
fires kept up attacks on communi- 
cations in Northern France and 
Belgium, shooting up trains and 
barges; and torpedo bombers sank 
a large German supply ship off 
Norway.

SOMERVELL SAYS 
BIGGEST ITEM 1S 
TO SUPPLY RUSSIA 


General Inspects Iran 

. Route Which He Calls 
Most Favorable to Move 
Aid to Reds. 


TEHERAN, Iran, Jan. 30 (AP). 
—Lieut. Gen. Brehon B. Somervell, 
Commanding General of the United 
States Army Services of Supply, 
declared today that the “top item 
is to get maximum = supplies 
through to Russia,” and said the 
Persian Gulf route was the most 
favorable approach although it is 
“so far from home and port facili- 
ties are a considerable problem.” 

He stopped here on an air in- 
spection of the Persian Gulf Serv- 
ice Command, 

Supply forces here are being 
built up, he said in an interview. 
“Another contingent has just ar- 
rived and we hope to lick the local 
situation. I want to emphasize 
that it is almost the cardinal point 
to keep maximum supplies going 
into Russia. The ‘Russians seem 
very much pleased, but they would 
like to get more than they have 
been getting. They seem satisfied 
with the means of increasing ca- 
pacity (of the Persian Gulf Serv- 
ice Command) as we have ex- 
plained to them.” 

Somervell discussed the recent 
Casablanca conference with Rus- 
sian supply representatives at Iran 
at the home of Maj. Gen. D. H. 
Connoly, commanding the service 
command, 

“On this trip I have had an 
opportunity to look over the in- 
stallations in the Middle East,” 
Somervell said. “Everyone seems 
inspired to do an American job of 
it—right up to the hilt they seem 
to be very successful. Our rela- 
tions with our partners seem to 
be excellent.” 

Somervell’s party included Brig. 
Gen. R. W. Crawford, chief of the 
service of supply in the Middle 
East; Brig. Gen. A. C. Wedemeyer 
of the war plans division, General 
Staff Corps in Washington, and 
Maj. Frederick Wildman, Air 
Force supply expert.

Hitler’s Intuition Warned Him = 
To Attack Russia, Goering Says 


HE top ranking Nazis—Hitler, 
their say to the German people in swift succession today. 
The gist of their utterances follow: 


LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP). 
Goering and Goebbels—had 


know that when the sun is high- 
er in the sky German troops 
will again attack, just as they 
did last year.” 


Goebbels: “The word capitu- 
late has never existed in our 
vocabulary and it never will. 

. Attempts to sabotage the 
German war effort will be sup- 
pressed by the severest penal- 
ties. Defense regulations we 
shall make binding on everyone. 

. National Socialism will 
fight on fanatically.” 


A wholly unscheduled German 
pronouncement was that of a 
radio announcer, after the first 
daytime bombing of Berlin had 
delayed Goering’s speech an 
hour. He said: 

“Three British planes pene- 
trated into Germany under the 
cover of thick clouds today. 
This operation was carried out 
for propaganda purposes only.” 


Hitler devoted a large part of 
his proclamation to Nazi party his- 
tory, picturing himself and the 
party as the saviors of Germany, 
He ranted against the Versailles 
treaty, against Russia, the democ- 
racies, and “international Jewry,’ 
in the familiar pattern. 

With Germany in the midst of 
mobilizing all males fromi 16 to 65 
and all females from 17 to 45, Hit- 
ler threatened death to all shirkers 
in a total war effort that he said 
must be further increased. 

“Each one,” he said, “who at- 
tempts to evade his duty will be 
destroyed.” 

Sets No Victory Date. 


Hitler touched only briefly on 
the staggering German losses at 
Stalingrad, which not long ago he 
vowed would be taken, and he did 
not promise any victory dates. 

' “We must not expect Providence 
to give victory without cost,” he 
said. 

His only references to Stalingrad 
were these: 

“The heroic struggle of our sol- 
diers on the Volga should inspire 
everybody to do their utmost. 

“From the Far North to the Afri- 
can coast, from the Atlantic to 
the vast spaces of the East, from 
the Aegean to Stalingrad, rings 
the epic story which will survice 
for thousands of years.” 


As did Goebbels and Goering, 
Hitler stressed the win-or-perish 
theme. He said: 

“People will go on waging this 
war until a new Jan. 30 merges

Russia’s Great Deception. 


Goering’s speech was a mixture 
of explanation for Nazi reverses, 


,jan appeal for German unity, an 


indirect supplication to battered 
Axis allies and neutral countries 
for aid, a threat of retaliation for 
R,. A. F. raids, and a hope that 
Russian energy and reserves had 
been spent on the eastern front. 

He recounted the hardships en- 
countered in the Russian cam- 
paign. a year ago—when “the 
Fuehrer, with his display of tough- 
ness, held the whole German 
front himself.” 


At another point he said Russian 
losses were so huge that “icy-cold 
shudders run down one’s back if 
one sees these losses.” 


He did not mention German casu- 
alties. 


Goering said the Russians had 
been enslaved and plunged into ut- 
ter misery to equip the Red Army. 

“Russia hardly had pencils for 
the people in general,” he said. 
“The whole industry worked with 
the single aim and Russia placed 
emphasis only on the four branches 
of her arms, namely tanks, anti- 
tank guns, airplanes and anti- 
aircraft defense. 

“In the newly occupied Polish ter- 
ritory alone, the Soviets had start- 
ed construction of almost 1000 air- 
dromes. 

“Looking at the gigantic empire 
extending to the Pacific Ocean, if 
one compares this with Europe one 
must ask if we were justified in 


wreckage of that town — heroes 
fought and are still fighting. 

“And even if there are only a 
few of them, as long as one single 
one remains the fight goes on and 
the Russians know it.” 

“This law everyone must obey,” 
he added, “the law to die for Ger- 
many whenever the life of Ger- 
many makes this demand upon 
you.” 

Goering did not explain what the 
Russian objective was, nor where 
the Germans were organizing new 
defenses. 

Reds “Making Last Effort.” 

“Now we are witnessing how the 
enemy is making his last effort— 
a gigantic effort we must admit,” 
he said. 

“New divisions are being formed. 
Others are being replenished. How- 
ever, these are not new classes 
flocking to colors with jubilation. 
Not only tired old men but boys 
of 16 are being absorbed into most 
advanced battalions. 

“Behind these battalions, the 
number of machine guns and 
groups and commissars is .being 
trebled and quadrupled. Thus the 
Russian soldier is being driven to 
death. 

“And with these huge masses 


which he has now got together he 
managed to break in here and 
there. And it is difficult to fight 
in Russia and more difficult still 
in the Russian winter. 


“Few Able To Wrestle” Russia. 


“But we may be inspired by a 
wonderful feeling — the German 
fighter can resist and he has in 
fact resisted. It is perhaps given 
only to a few to be able to wrestle 
with such an adversary. 


“However, we alone shall decide. 
It all depends on us; with greatest 
respect to other nations there is 
no nation in Europe able to break 
Russia and to destroy Bolshevism 
—only Germany can do that. 

“But I am convinced that this 
is his last fling. 


“His last reserves could only be 
squeezed out because this hard- 
ness is no longer hardness but 
barbarism, because Russians just 
no longer respect their own human 
lives. For them’ they represent 
just so much human material that 
they need to carry out their plans.” 


“I know that when the sun is 
higher in the sky,” Goering said, 
“German troops will again attack, 
just as they did last year.

Here is what one old timer, 
Elliott R. Couden, who has “been 
everywhere and seen everything” 
from Sullivan and Kilrain to 
present-day big shots writes, in 
commenting on the death of Joe 
Choynski: 

“I noted the news item about 
the passing of that magnificent 
boxer and athlete Joe Choyn- 
ski. ... They mentioned 
among others that he had 


beaten “Jim” Creedon, but they 
use to call him “Young Dan 
Creedon” of New Zealand, back 
in the Nineties, when the sport 
of boxing was really the ‘manly 
art of self defense.’ 

“Among the many great fights 
I witnessed was the vicious bout 
at Philadelphia between Choyn- 
ski and Gus Ruhlin, then at his 
peak, in 1898 . . Gus owned 
a really pile-driver left which 
won him the bout over Choynski. 


“Joe toured the country with 
Peter Jackson—who was appear- 
ing in “Uncle Tom’s Cabin”—as 
Peter’s sparring partner #, : 
Peter towered over Joe an&® han- 
died Choynski just about as a 
cat would a mouse, despite Joe’s 
undoubted quality. 


“I always have regarded Jack- 
son as the peer of any Negro 
fighter that ever lIjved . . He 
was powerful, possessed a mag- 
nificent physique and probably 
was the cleverest heavyweight of 
all time, with the exception of 
Jim Corbett.” 
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He Caused John L., to 
Draw the Color Line. 


T was Jackson who caused he 

great John L. Sullivan, when 

challenged by the West Indies 
Negro, to draw the color line 
. « » That probably did more to 
enhance Jackson’s reputation 
than anything else ... This 
writer did not see Jackson fight 
. - » But his record gives no in- 
dication of the greatness at- 
tributed to him. 

At 28 he was knocked out by 
Billi Farnon ... Joe Goddard 
fought a draw with him... 
He battled the youthful Jim 
Corbett 61 rounds and it was 
such a bad fight that it was 
stopped and called “no contest” 
after 61 rounds... He beat 
Frank Slavin, but was knocked 
out by Jim Jeffries and Jim 
Jeffords. 

To this writer the all-time 
Negro championship lies be- 
tween Louis and Jack John- 
son... . And this writer would 


find it hard to choose Louis.

Office Opened Here to Enroll 
Officer-Specialists in 
Many Fields. 


An office of Marine Officer 
Procurement has been established 


for the St. Louls area on the sixth 
floor of the Missouri Pacific 
Building, 210 North Thirteenth 
street, for the purpose of obtain- 
ing officer personnel for the 
United States Marine Corps, Capt. 
Peter J. Morrison, officer in 
charge, announced yesterday. 


Specialists in many branches of 
civilian life— lawyers, accountants, 
architects, landscape architects, 
linguists, all types of engineers, 
meteorolgists, astronomers, chem- 
ists, gas and explosives experts— 
may now qualify for commissions 
and combat service, Capt. Mor- 
rison said, due to rapid expansion 


of the Marine Corps to its greatest 
strength,

Linguists, 
particularly those familiar with 
Japanese, Javanese and Malayan,

RESTORING RAIL 


RATE INGREASE 


Public Service Commis- 


sion Tells I. C. C. That 


Carriers Lost Right to 


Attack Reduction. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, opposing a petition of rail- 
roads for restoration of increases 
in intrastate rates, fares and 
charges, told the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in a brief today 
that the carriers had forfeited 
their right to attack the State 
commission’s decision ending the 
increases last Dec. 31. 

A year ago the Missouri Com- 
mission authorized the increases, 
on an experimental basis, effec- 
tive until the end of 1942. In Octo- 
ber, the carriers asked the com- 


mission to extend the life of the|™ 


increases. 


After hearing arguments, the e 


Missouri Commission denied that 
request on the ground the ,rail- 
roads had failed to show how their 
passenger expenses, had increased 
in relation to the increase in reve- 
-nues. The railroads then petitioned 
the Federal commission for an or- 
der increasing the intrastate rates 
on the ground that -the present 
level was unreasonable and preju- 
dicial. 

The Missouri Commission told 
the L C. C. it was a matter of com- 
mon knowledge in Missouri that 
the service provided by the rail- 
roads “in the transportation of 
passengers in the State of Mis- 
souri was openly and notoriously 
inadequate, unsafe and unsatisfac- 
tory for the reason that the peti- 
tioners were attempting to handle 
this extraordinary increase in pas- 
senger traveling without a sub- 
stantial increase in facilities and 
equipment for a corresponding in- 
crease in cost and expense.” 

The Missouri commission said 
also that the carriers, after the 
petition for the extension had been 
denied, failed to file within the 
legal time any application for re- 
hearing and had not appealed to 
the Missouri courts, but instead 
had filed appropriate tariffs in 
compliance with the order denying 
extension of the increases.

Grossenheider, now attached to 
the office of an Assistant Chief of 
Staff of the Third Army, is a son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Richard Grossen- 
heider, 5415 Gilmore avenue He 
was employed for seven years by 


the St. Louis Zoo in Forest Park 
as a bird keeper, and it was there 
he began painting, using the birds 
and animals as models.

MISSOURIAN DESCRIBES 
RESWUE OF 24 ON REET 


Wounded From Guadalcanal 
Marooned 10 Days After 
Forced Landing. 


The experiences of 24 Army and 
Navy men whose plane was forced 
down in the South Pacific, leaving 
them marooned for 10 days on a 
tiny coral reef, were related here 
yesterday by Lieut. (j. g.) Marvin 
Herbst, of Farmington, Mo., who 
served as assistant to the naviga- 
tor on the ill-fated transport plane. 

Lieut. Herbst, who is on leave 


and visiting his brother, Leonard 
Herbst, 4940A Wise avenue, said 
19 men aboard the plane were 
wounded or sick soldiers being 
taken by air from the battle on 
Guadalcanal to a hospital base. 
Despite hardships suffered by the 
plane’s crew and ailing passengers, 
all survived, he said. 

“We took off from Henderson 
Field on Guadalcanal last Oct. 21 
while Japanese artillery was shell- 
ing the field,” Herbst told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “Shrapnel 
destroyed our compass and radio, 
we learned after we were aloft and 
had run into a violent storm that 
lasted several hours.” 


Hairbreadth Landing. 
Herbst said that when the storm 
abated, the plane, a converted 
commercial air liner, was hopeless- 
ly lost over the Pacific, and was 


on the point of running out of gas 
when the pilot, Lieut. C. L. Petty, 
who comes from Central. Illinois, 
made a hairbreadth landing on a 
narrow strip of coral reef. No other 
land was in sight, and the 24 men 
sat in their plane 10 days with lit- 
tle to eat or drink and no means 
of summoning aid. 

“The only food aboard was Army 
emergency field rations,” Herbst 
said, “and we lived on half a bar 
of chocolate and a glass of water 
a day foreach man. We passed the 
time by talking of the steaks and 
pies we would eat when and if 
we were ever rescued.” 

On the tenth day, Herbst relat- 
ed, three PBY Catalina patrol fly- 
ing boats sighted the castaways 
and landed neaf the reef in waves 
that Herbst estimated to have 
been 30 feet high. Although the 


jlanding was successful, the rescue 


planes were unable to take off in 
the heavy sea, and it was decided 
to the pianes away from the 
reef to keep the sea from smash- 
ing them. 

Herbst said some of the wound- 
ed were placed in rubber rafts, to 
be towed behind the planes, but a 
wave overturned one raft, and one 
of the Catalinas was wrecked 
while its crew was getting the 
men from the raft out of the 
water, 

Met by Destroyer. 
‘Finally, the two Catalinas still 
usable were filled with men, and 
those who could not get in were 


lashed to the wings. The two 
planes then cruised away on the 
sea’s surface until they met a 
United States destroyer coming to 
the rescue in response to signals 
sent out by the Catalinas. The de- 
stroyer and planes met at night, 
and one of the Catalinas was 
wrecked when it collided with the 
rescue ship in the dark. 

Despite everything, no one was 
seriously hurt, Herbst said. 

A son of Mr. and Mrs. Will H. 
Herbst of Farmington, Lieut. 
Herbst enlisted in the Navy Air 
Corps in March, 1941, and was 
commissioned about a year later. 
He attended high school at Farm- 
ington and junior college at Fiat 
River, Mo. His regular duty is 
pilot of a Navy Catalina flying 
boat, similar to the three that aid- 
ed in the rescue, 


MRS. MARY AMES CUSHMAN, 
EX-ST, LOUISAN, DIES IN WEST 


Mrs. Mary Ames Cushman, 
former St. Louisan, died yester- 
day following an operation at La 
Jolla, Cal., where she lived for the 
past five years. She was 78 years 
old. Her son, Henry S. Cushman, 
of 4967 Pershing avenue, vice- 
president of the Lumaghi Coal Co. 
and operator of an _ insurance 
agency bearing his name, was with 
her at the time of her death. 

Mrs. Cushman was the wife of 
the late Wayman Crow Cushman 
and the daughter of Edgar Ames, 
St. Louis meat packer. She was 
educated at Mary Institute and 
later studied music and languages 
in France and Germany. 

Also surviving are another son, 
Robert A. Cushman of Andover, 
Mass.; a daughter, Mrs. Sidney Al- 
len of Beverly Farms, Mass., and 
a brother, Edgar Ames of Seattle, 
Wash.

SALES EFFECTIVE TOMORROW

‘| Tomorrow is the last day for mo- 


torists to buy gasoline and other 
petroleum products on credit at 
filling stations. 

An order by the Petroleum Ad- 
ministration, effective Monday, 
forbids retail marketers to “grant 
or accept or participate in the 
granting or accepting, directly or 
indirectly, of credit in connection 
with the sale of any petroleum 
product.” | 

Exceptions to the no-credit rule 
include commercial vehicles dis- 
playing T ration stickers, com- 
mercial motor boats and Federal, 
State, and local governmental op- 
erations. 

Purpose of the no-credit regula- 
tion is to reduce bookkeeping, thus 
saving man power and reducing 


costs to retailers. 


BLOOD DONORS GAVE 
100,000 PINTS IN YEAR 


Other Red Cross Activities 
Included Preparing 3,883,- 
233 Surgical Dressings. 


Reviewing work of the St. Louis 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross, during the last year, Dr. 
Borden S. Veeder, chairman, said 
at the annual meeting Friday that 
the war has brought many new 
problems which the local chapter 
has met ably. 

The Blood Donor Center pro- 
duced more than 100,000 pints of 
blood during its first year of oper- 
ation, he said, and the Home Serv- 
ice Department has handled 25,000 
requests for military service men 
and their families, including such 
matters as emergency furloughs, 
medical care for service men’s 
families and occasional financiai 
assistance until governmental al- 
lotments arrived. 

Messages and food packages to 
prisoners of war were transmitted 
‘to Americans in enemy countries 
through the facilities of Interna- 
tional Red Cross at Geneva, he 
pointed out. 

“Forty-five hundred women vol- 
unteers are making surgical dress- 
ings and garments, last year’s pro- 
duction of dressings being 3,883,- 
223, also 313,819 garments,” Dr. 
Veeder said. “In the Canteen Corps 
4449 women are trained and 
equipped to meet emergency feed- 
ings in time of disaster. Through 
the Red Cross, civic groups have 
assisted in furnishing 22 recreation 
rooms for service men, while a 
group of ‘Gray Ladies’ give friend- 
ly services to convalescents in mili- 
tary hospitals. 

“The Motor Corps of the St. 
Louis Chapter, with a personnel of 
175 women, made 19,000 trips last 
year, and Vocational Counseling 
and Employment service aided 3527 
persons. There are 513 nurse’s aids 
serving in 26 hospitals in St. Louis 
and 224 in training. Approximately 
2000 women have taken Red Cross 
Home Nursing, 4000 have com- 
pleted nutrition training and 50,000 
have completed first aid. The Jun- 
ior Red Cross has enrolled 150,000 
students, who have made 1816 arti- 
cles for the Allied Nations and 
37,269 for service men. The Staff 
Assistant’s Corps gave 101,097 vol- 
unteer hours.” 

Dr. Veeder was re-elected chair- 
man; other‘ officers are Alfred 
Fairbank, vice - chairman; James 
Carroll, secretary, and Oliver F. 
Richards, treasurer. 


U. $. NOW HIRES 2,750,101 
CIVIL EMPLOYES, 2.3 PCT. GAIN 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The number of civilian employes of 
the Federal Government continued 
to grow in November, but the net 
increase of 2.3 per cent was the 
smallest in recent months, the Civil 
Service Commission reported to- 
night. 

At the end of November, the 
Government had 2,750,101 civilian 
employes, compared with 2,687,093 
a month earlier and 1,545,131 in 
November, 1941. The increase of 
1,204,970 in the first 12 months of 
war was due chiefly to an expan- 


sion of civilian personnel of the 


military agencies, the Commission 
said. An increase of 1,048,019 dur- 
ing the year was shown by the 
Army and Navy Departments com- 
bined. 

Most of the November increase 
in Federal employment occurred 
outside Washington. Employes in 
the Washington area totaled 284,- 
158, a gain of 466 compared with 
the total in October. In this con- 
nection, Federal Works Adminis- 
trator Philip Fleming announced 
that during the last year the trans- 
fer Of Government departments to 
cities outside of Washington had 
made office space here for 37,076 
more employes of war agencies. 


$3,250,630 PAID AS SALES TAX 
IN DECEMBER SETS RECORD

tax on sales made in December 
totaled $3,250,630, a new record for 
monthly collections, State Sales 
Tax Supervisor G. Hubert Bates 
said today. 

This was an increase of $213,235 
over the previous high monthly 
collection of $3,037,395 on sales in 
December, 1941. 


Soldier Survived 
Crashes, 16-Day 


East St. Louisan Tells of 5 


6-Day Struggle Through 
Wilderness, 10-Day 


Wait on Beach to Get! ; 


Aid for Others. 


Staff Sergt. Charles William 
Michaelis Jr., a taciturn six-footer 
who has survived two plane crash- 
es in the Aleutian Islands, told a 


Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
how he and a companion traveled 
six days through the wilderness 
and waited 10 days more on a 
lonely beach to bring aid to their 
disabled companions in a wrecked 
bomber, 

Michaelis, who has been visiting 
his parents at their home, 636 
North Fifty-second street, East St. 
Louis, suffered a fracture of the 
nose and numerous cuts when the 
bomber on which he was a crew 
chief and gunner became lost in a 
storm and crashed in the moun- 
tains at the 7000-foot altitude. 

In this, the first accident, the 
pilot’s ankle was crushed, the co- 
pilot suffered a crushed leg, and 
the fourth member of the crew, 
Sergt. Don B. Harris, suffered a 
broken hand, 

“And as luck would have it,” 
said Michaelis, a soldier since Sep- 
tember, 1940, “we didn’t have any 
first aid materials with us. We had 
to cut up our parachutes for ban- 
dages. The ship pancaked when 
we hit and the cabin was pretty 
badly battered, so we patched that 
with parachute silk, too. As it was 
June and we had our summer 
clothes on, we wrapped our feet in 
silk when we went out into the 
snow.” 

Waited Three Days. 

Michaelis and Harris, who were 
knocked unconscious when their 
plane hit the mountain side, waited 
three days before it was decided 
they had better try to obtain help. 
They left Lieuts. Edward P. Clark 
and Joseph Donaldson, the pilot 
and co-pilot, with an automatic 
pistol and most of their rations and 
started out with one sleeping bag, 
a flare pistol, a light rifle, a length 
of rope and 18 cans of “beef and 
beans” rations. 

The men worked their way down 
the side of the mountain in snow 
that was often up to their arm- 
pits, covering only a few hundred 
yards an hour. When they came 
to slopes where the snow was hard 
they tied themselves to their sleep- 
ing bag and slid. 

Misjudged Steep Slope. 

Suffering from snow-blindness 
after the first few hours, they did 
not realize the length or steepness 
of one of the slopes, and tobog- 
ganed off into space, falling 20 feet 
at the end and losing their flares 
and most of their rations. 

“We knew we had to hurry 
then,” Michaelis related in a mat- 
ter-of-fact voice. “We kept on 
sliding whenever we could in spite 
of the danger. It took us two days 
to get down the mountain and 
reach a fast-running glacial 
stream. If it hadn't been so full of 
boulders we could have made a 
raft and reached the ocean in a 
day or so. As it was we hiked 
and swam for four days.” 

Michaelis, 22 years old, a gradu- 
ate of East St. Louis High School, 
who learned, to swim at Lake 
Park, East St. Louis, said the 
stream was so twisting that when- 
ever they came to a horseshoe 
bend they would swim the 50 feet 
or so to the other bank. 

Crossed Streams Singly. 

“The second time we tried it 
Harris went under and I had to 
haul him out” he continued, “so 
after that I would swim across 
through the ice-water wearing all 
my clothes and carrying the rifle, 
sleeping bag, and one end of the 
rope. When I landed I would 
signal to Harris, who had the other

tract the attention of distant fish- 
ing boats and high-flying planes. 
Signaled Clam Boat. 

They finally were able to at- 
tract the attention of a clam-fish- 
ing boat, which entered the cove. 
They were taken aboard and re- 
turned immediately to their base. 

“We hadn’t had a cigarette for 
19 days,” Michaelis said. “They 
gave me pack and I started to 
light one with our lighter, which 
had worked beautifully during the 
trip. It was out of fuel.” 


Michaelis said he and Harris 
were hospitalized on their return, 
but recovered within a few weeks. 
A rescue party carried out the two 
officers after obtaining maps from 
Michaelis, 


Second Crash. 

The second crash occurred in 
October, when Michaelis’ plane be- 
came lost in a fog and storm and 
struck flat against the face of a 
mountain as it rose to soar over 
the peak. 


The plane hit on its belly, lost 
both engines, bounced 100 yards, 
and came to rest upright. Michaelis 
struck his neck on the back of the 
pilot’s seat and was knocked un- 
conscious. Except that he was un- 
able to talk for eight days, he was 
uninjured. None of the other 
three crew members was seriously 
injured, with the exception of the 
pilot, whose ‘feet were broken. 

As their radio sending set was 
still in working order, the crew 
was able to send a message for aid 
and when a rescue party arrived 
they all hiked back over the tundra 
to the sea. The trip out took a 
week, and was memorable, Mich- 
aelis said, chiefly for the fine car- 
ibou steaks they prepared from 
animals shot along the way.

NO SPIGE SHORTAGE 
AT LEAST UNTIL 1945 


Dealers Say Stocks on Hand 
Will Last Unless House- 


wives Get Panicky. 


The war won't take the spice out 
of life, not for a couple of years, 
anyway, according to St. Louis — 
spice dealers. 

Japanese conquest of the Dutch 
East Indies and shortage of ship- 
ping to carry products from Africa 
and other spice-producing lands 


[\have greatly reduced the volume 


of American imports, but this 
country has large pre-war stocks 
of most varieties on hand, and the 
spice trade expects no acute short-. 
ages before 1945. 

To conserve available supplies 
and prevent hoarding, the Govern- 
ment has imposed dealers’ quarter- 
ly quotas based on 1941 sales as 
follows: Ginger, 115 per cent; 
cloves, 100 per cent; black pepper, 
90 per cent; white pepper, allspice 
and nutmegs, 75 per cent each, and 
cinnamon, 50 per cent. 

Ginger shipments coming through 
from Jamaica, British West Africa 
and India and clove imports from 
Madagascar and Zanzibar explain 
the generous quotas on these two 
spices. With cinnamon the scarcest 
of the important spices, chemists 
have developed a synthetic cinna- 
mon employing powdered pecan 
shells. Thus far this has reached 
the St. Louis market only through 
industrial users. 

Contrary to popular belief, all 
spices do not come from far away 
lands. Production of caraway seeds 
in Michigan and Wisconsin and 
sage on the West Coast is being 
stepped up. Chili powders come 
from Califo Grenada in the 
nearby British West Indies raises 
nutmegs, and Mexico, Guatemala 
and Jamaica produce allspice. 

With meat rationing imminent 
and plainer foods coming into 
wider use, spices and condiments 
are more important than ever, but 
dealers think that reduced con- 
sumption of meat under rationing 
will forestall any great increase in 
the over-all] demand for spices. 

The price of caraway seeds from 
Holland and sage from Dalmatia 
rose more than 600 per cent, but 
imposition of price ceilings has 
halted the advance. . 

In the words of one dealer: 
“There is no reason to fear any 
acute shortage of spices unless 
housewives get panicky and rush 
out to buy up several years’ sup- 
ply.”

Some Private Colleges May Have 
to Close, McNutt Warns. 

HAVERFORD, Pa. Jan, 30 
(AP).—War Manpower Commis-

“It is not the business of the 
Federal Government to subsidize 
a privately owned college merely 
because its private income is in- 
sufficient for operating needs. And 
I assume that educators them- 
selves, traditionally suspicious of 
Federal support and Federal con- 
trol, would vigorously oppose such 
a movement from Washington.” 

McNutt said “the man power 
problem is critical. It is my heavy 
responsibility to do what is human- 
ly possible to solve it. We shall solve 
this problem . . but your Gov- 
ernment needs all the skilled as- 
sistance and all the _ intelligent 
good will attainable.”

ONE CONSCIENTIOUS 
OBJECTOR IN EVERY 
500 REGISTRANTS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The conscientious objectors in this 
war are fewer than in the last— 
about one in every 500 registrants 


—but their objections to fighting 
extend even to working for wages 
that might be spent in carrying on 
the war. 

This was disclosed today by Col. 
Lewis F. Kosch, 53-year-old artil- 
leryman from Continental, O., 
chief of the Selective Service sys- 
tem’s Camp Operations Division. 
This unit operates 78 camps, or 
work projects, for the approximate- 
ly 6000 men who have been ex- 
cused from military duty because 
of religious beliefs. 

A total of 114 religious groups 
are represented in the camps, the 
Mennonites being the largest. 
There are 28 different varieties of 
Mennonites, incidentally. 

Kosch said 60 per cent of the ob- 
jectors were farmers, but that his 
division has been prevented from 
expanding some farm work proj- 
ects for them because of a ruling 
by the Comptroller General that 
wages from such work must go 
into the Treasury’s general fund. 

The conscientious objectors, he 
added, take the position that since 
all Treasury money is available for 
the war effort they do not feel 
their work should involve earnings 
of that kind. 

The religious groups pay about 
$170,000 a month to feed, clothe 
and furnish light and heat for the 
objectors. The Government pro- 
vides only the buildings, tools and 


trucks.

STEP 10 AID TEXAS REFINERY 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 30 (AP) .-, 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey and Re- 
publican legislative leaders agreed 
today on immediate “lend-lease”’ 
legislation, involving New York 
State and private industry, to 
break a bottleneck holding up com- 
pletion of a Texas oil refinery.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30. 


EW of the general public had ever heard of Beardsley Ium! until 
a few months ago when he was disclosed as the man behind a plan 
for a “pay-as-you-go” income tax system, now so widely discussed 


as “The Rum! Plan” that his name virtually has become part of the 


language. 


His suggestion instantly inspired such intense debate that 


‘little opportunity was found for a pause to inquire: Who is Ruml? 


Beardsley Ruml, scheduled to 
speak next Tuesday before the 
Chamber of Commerce in St. Louis, 
is not just a one-plan man. At 49, 
he is an intimate of experts in 
the fields of science, finance, busi- 
hess economics, sociology and in 
the government at Washington. He 
is usually described as the treas- 
urer of R. H. Macy & Co., largest 
department store in New York City 
and probably in the world, a post 
he has held for eight years, and it 
also is generally known that he is 
chairman of the Board of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank in New York. 


Additional Posts. 


It is not common knowledge, 
however, that he is also  dviser 
to the National Resources Plan- 
ning Board; member of the Na- 
tional Advisory Council of the De- 
partment of Agriculture; of the Ad- 
visory Committee of the Co-ordina- 
tor of Inter-American Affairs (the 
Rockefeller Committee); and a 
member of the Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Division of Cultural Af- 
fairs of the Department of State. 


In bulk, Rum! is almost as big 
as the imposing list of his offices 
and duties. Well over six feet in 
height, his huge frame fails to con- 
ceal corpulence, and the delicately 
thin gold watch chain stretched 
from one lower vest pocket to the 
other is oddly conspicuous hecause 
of its incongruity with the size of 
the background. He does not mere- 
ly rest easily in his office chair 
when engaged in conversation, but 
actually reclines at full length, a 
posture made possible only by his 
ample length and a sturdy spring- 
backed chair. Frequently during 
discussion of subjects nearest to 
his heart, including the Ruml 
plan, he punctuates sentences with 
a rumble of hearty laughter ap- 
pearing to originate from some 
point in the region of the watch 
chain. 

When he does move, he moves 
with great rapidity for so large a 
man. At the end of a leisurely 
chat of an hour or so, in the course 
of which it would appear he had 
nothing of more importance on his 
mind, he will bid the visitor fare- 
well and be off to another appoint- 
ment so quickly, that it leaves the 
uncomfortable impression that he 
has disappeared into thin air. 


Born in Cedar Rapids. 


Ruml, born at Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
is the son of a physician whose 
parents emigrated from Bosnia 
and pioneered their way to the 
rich Iowa farm lands. His mother, 
a New Englander, was superin- 
tendent of nurses at the Cedar 
Rapids hospital before marriage. 
The youngest of four children, 
Beardsley attended public schools, 
completing the four-year high 
school course in three, and then 
matriculated at Dartmouth, major- 
ing in science and psychology. 

Planning to make science and 
education his career, he obtained 
a fellowship in the Department of 
Psychology at the University of 
Chicago and completed studies for 
his master’s degree and later his 
Ph.D. For his doctorate, his thesis 
was on the subject of psychometry, 
the study of measuring or deter- 
mining intelligence. 

After an interval as instructor in 
applied psychology at Carnegie In- 
stitute, Rum] in 1918 was attached 
to the Army for the duration of 
World War I as civilian director of 
the trade tests uivision in the Ad- 
jutant General's office. Under his 
direction a series of intelligence 
tests were devised to permit the 
classification of draftees accord- 
ing to their capabilities. At his re-

lease by the Army at the end of 
the war he joined Walter Dill 
Scott, formerly president of North- 
western University, in forming the 
Scott company engaged in provid- 
ing similar personnel placement 
advice in industry. 


The gradual transition of the 
Ruml mind from the academic to 
more earthly fields was expedited 
by his acceptance in 1920 of em- 
ployment as assistant to James 
Rowland Angell, later president of 
Yale University, then head of the 
Carnegie Corporation, an organiza- 
tion engaged in administering the 
endowment funds provided by the 
estate of the late Andrew Carnegie. 
This work led not only into the 
fields of sociology in determining 
the needs and efficiency of various 
applicants for donations, but also 
was largely administrative in that 
Ruml, who later succeeded Angell 
as president of the Carnegie Cor- 
poration, was charged with con- 
serving the fund as well as with 
disbursing it with minimum over- 
head expense. 


Rockefeller Foundation. 


In 1922, by now a recognized au- 
thority in the field, he was ap- 
pointed director of the Laura Spel- 
man Rockefeller Foundation. 
When, after seven years, this or- 
ganization and several other Rocke- 
feller funds were consolidated, he 
remained in charge of the new 
Spelman fund of New York, dedi- 
cated to effort toward the improve- 
ment of public administration 
throughout the United States. 


As a result of the work and re- 
search conducted by this organi- 
zation, Ruml was able to make 
what he believes is one of his most 
important contributions to public 
welfare. 


At his suggestion and through 
his offices, a permanent public 
administration exchange was es- 
tablished at Chicago, providing a 
means for the interchange of ideas 
on government practices by state, 
county and municipal office-hold- 
ers. 


In the opinion of many experts 
on the subject this exchange, little 
publicized but widely used, has 
been of more influence than any 
other single factor in providing 
reforms and improved policies of 
public administration in the United 
States. 

Meanwhile, however, Ruml’s im- 
agination had been fired by the 
tragedy of the farmer’s plight, and 
in 1928 the “farm problem” already 
had reared its ugly pre-depression 
head. Shortly after President Hoo- 
ver’s election, he outlined to the 
Department of Agriculture a do- 
mestic allotment plan which then 
failed of acceptance—perhaps even 
of consideration—Ruml does not 
know—but later, after President 
Roosevelt’s election, the Rum|l pro- 
posal, with the added feature of 
subsidy he had not contemplated, 
was used as the nucleus of New 
Deal farm policy. 


Hoover Appointment. 


President Hoover, whose atten- 
tion had been directed to this ad- 
ministrative master mind with cre- 
ative ideas, appointed him in 1931 
to serve under Col, Arthur Woods 
on the Federal Committee on Un- 
employment to wrestle with the 
most serious phase of the depres- 
sion. Here began for Ruml a series 
of many trips to Washington, of

Among the natural gas cases now pending 
before the FPC, is that of the Cities Service 
Gas Co., in hearing at Kansas City.

Regulation of Pipe Lines 
Dates From Act of June, 1938. 


Prior to an act of Congress in June, 1938, 
there was no effective regulation of natural 
gas pipe lines. The new law placed pipe lines 
engaged in interstate commerce under FPC 
control. The pipe lines are so lengthy and 
so interconnected that virtually all operate 
across state boundaries and the pipe lines had 
made use of this fact to avoid state or other 
Soon after the Federal law 
took effect, the FPC, on its own motion, 
and sometimes at the request of local com- 
munities, undertook a number of investiga- 
tions of the rate schedules of natural gas 
corporations. Rate-cutting orders followed 
expeditiously in 1941 and 1942. 


Out of these proceedings the FPC has 
evolved a very simple formula to take the 
place of “‘reproduction cost’’ and other in- 
tricate and involved methods of determining 
“fair value’ of the utility property.

Another principle seemingly established is 
that whenever the wholesale price for nat- 
ural gas delivered by a pipe line to dis- 
tributing companies is reduced to the point 
determined to be reasonable, the full benefit 
must be passed on to the general consuming 
public. This was done in the case of the 
Natural Gas Pipe Line Co. of America, which 
appealed from an FPC order reducing its 
annual rates by $3,750,000. 


Pending hearing, the Federal courts re- 
quired the amount of the reduction to be 
impounded; and after the Supreme Court 
had finally affirmed the order and sustained 
the Natural Gas Act as constitutional, the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals at 
Chicago supervised the distribution of the 
impounded fund so that it reached the con- 
suming customers of the distributing com- 
panies which purchased gas at the reduced 
rate from the pipe line. Among the bene- 
ficiaries were about 800,000 domestic con- 
sumers in the Chicago area, 


Similarly, in the Panhandle Eastern case, 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
at Kansas City has stayed the reduction 
pending decision on the appeal, but ordered 
that any reduction ultimately sustained must 
be passed on to the customers of the dis- 
tributing companies. Gas users in Detroit 
are among these customers. 


One Cut Upheld, Second 
Slapped On and Agreed To. 


A significant development of the Natural 
Gas Pipe Line proceeding was that after the 
Supreme Court had validated the FPC’s 
action and the company and affiliates had’ 
filed the required new rate schedule, effect- 
ing a reduction of $3,770,000, the FPC then 
reopened the case and ordered a further re- 
duction of $2,750,000, making a total of 
$6,520,000.

The reduction of $2,071,140 by the Lone 
Star Gas Co. was agreed to by the corpora- 
tion at conference last May 4 with FPC mem- 
bers. The commission had ordered a gen- 
eral investigation of rate schedules on com- 
plaint of the City of Dallas and had set a 
hearing to start June 8. The corporation 
agreed to a rate base of $37,774,368 ar- 
rived at by deducting $17,185,000 accrued 
depreciation from original cost, and adding 
working capital.

Instead, More Than Half Dozen Differ- 
ent Agencies, Assigned Parts of Whole 
Important Task, Are ‘Fighting Dirty’ 
Among Themselves.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30. 


ORE than a year after Pearl Harbor, the United Stateg is still 


a concerted program for psycho- 


logical warfare, the warfare against the enemy’s mind by which 


Germany so effectively circumvented or undermined the fighting 
power and morale of Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Denmark, Norway, Bel- 
gium, Holland and finally France, to say nothing of Austria, Hungary 


and Rumania. 

Instead of a united effort by 
more than a half dozen agencies 
to which have been assigned parts 
of the whole important task, sev- 
eral of the agencies, to use a cur- 
rent military phrase, are “fighting 
dirty” among themselves rather 
than pooling their energies against 
the Germans, the Italians and the 
Japanese, 


The reasons for this situation 
are numerous, Some are personal 
and some bureaucratic but most 
arise from quarrels over present 
and prospective jurisdictions. The 
effects are felt in Washington and, 
more importantly, in specific oper- 
ational fields throughout the world 


The agencies involved are the 
State and War Departments, the 
Office of War Information, the 
Bureau of Economic Warfare, the 
Office of Strategic Services, and 
to a lesser extent, the Lease-Lend 
Administration, the Office of Inter- 
American Affairs and the Office of 
Foreign Relief and Rehabilitation. 


No Over-all Strategy. 


No head supervises and co-ordl- 
nates the policies and activities of 
these agencies in the way a Gen- 
eral Staff plans and directs strat- 
egy for military war. Most of 
these departments and agencies re- 
port directly to the President— 
although the Office of Strategic 
Services, under Col. William J. 
Donovan, is responsible to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff of the Army, Navy 
and the Army Air Forces—and Mr. 
Roosevelt, with his many duties as 
President and Commander in Chief, 
can give only a small part of his 
attention to the world-wide yet at 
times particularly local problems 
of this new form of warfare. 


The confusion and battles among 
these groups, while deplorable, are 
understandable. Our Government 
was caught completely unprepared 
in this new form of warfare. The 
Nazis, Fascists and Japanese mill- 
tarists Mad been schooled in it 
for years and rose to power by un- 
remitting practice on their own 
peoples. 

Our Army. and Navy had no of- 
ficers trained for the new and im- 
portant task and even today there 
is no trained general staff officer 
assigned to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff to act as liaison officer be- 
tween the military and the civilian 
groups, informing them of the 
general strategies so they could 
co-ordinate on common tactics. 

Until a few weeks ago Col. 
Charles C, Blakeney was in charge 
of the psychological branch of G-2, 
military intelligence, This branch 
has been abolished and Col. Blak- 
eney has been transferred to the 
Office of Strategic Services. The 
Army Register states merely that 
Blakeney holds a B.S. degree in 
chemical engineering from Purdue 
University and is a graduate of 
the Field Artillery School and the 
Battery Officers’ Course. The 
Navy, according to an official 
spokesman, has had no psycholog- 
ical warfare branch of its Intelli- 
gence Office or an officer of func- 
tions comparable to Col. Blak- 
eney’s. 


Wide Field of Action. 


The term “psychological war- 
fare” itself is so broad in its con- 
notation that it almost defies def- 
inition. It spreads into military, 
economic and political warfare. In 
practice it ranges from posters 
warning against accidents in do- 
mestic industrial plants to the 
dropping of 8000-pound bombs on 
Berlin. It was in President Roose- 
velt’s address on the State of the 
Union and it was implicit in the 


hundred billion dollar war budget. 
When comprehensively applied, as 
Hitler applied it before and after 
the Nazi armies were victorious, 
it reached the home country, ene 
my countries, invaded countries, 
allied countries and neutral coun- 
tries. It has its offensive and de- 
fensive sides and, when unscru- 
pulously followed, it may pursue 
one policy in one country, a con- 
tradictory policy in another, or 
whatever the local situation de 
mands. 


Partial Definitio 


Joseph Bornstein, in his book, 
“Action Against the Enemy’s 
Mind,” had defined the offensive 
side in these words: 


“Psychological warfare is not an 
isolated engagement in which only 
specialized troupes of trained 
actors participate. ... It is the 
high art of impregnating the ene 
my with the conviction that he 
would do better to surrender vol- 
untarily—and preferably before the 
first shot is fired. It is the sys 
tematic transformation of the 
enemy's moral weaknesses into 
mortal wounds.” 


Our inexperience in this new 
form of warfare is patently dem- 
onstrated in North Africa. Robert 
Murphy of the State Department 
and Maj. Gen. Mark Clark of 
Eisenhower's staff were successful 
in the immediate political skir- 
mishes and Lieut. Gen. Eisenhower, 
from all reports, was prepared for 
the military battles which were 
eventually avoided; but, according 
to officials who have access to 
military information and reports 
withheld from the public, impor 
tant psychological factors were ig- 
nored and in some instances the 
American agencies were working, 
if not at cross purposes, at least 
along different policy lines. Oper- 
ational men who have returned 
from that area complain that no 
one knew what the American 
policy was. One reason for this 
was that in several instances pre- 
liminary reports on political condi- 
tions were completely misleading. 


Confusion in Africa. 


Many of the difficulties arose 
from the deal with Admiral Dar- 
lan which enabled American and 
British troops to land as allies in- 
stead of invaders. Radio stations 
in Morocco and Algiers continued 
to broadcast Axis propaganda until 
Darian, at the insistence of the 
military, changed personnel. Amer- 
ican radio transmitters did not am 
rive with the troops. Correspond- 
ents noted that the motion picture 
houses continued to show Axis 
films, and, as far as can be 
learned here, no American films 
were there to supplant them, Only 
small amounts of literature were 
available for. distribution among 
the natives and frantic calls had 
to be cabled for the texts of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s speeches.

THE FLYNN ISSUE. 

If Mr. Roosevelt will review the developments in 
the Boss Flynn case since he left the national capi- 
tal, if he will take an impersonal and realistic view 
of the situation as it exigts now, he may well de- 
cide that-his appointment of Boss Flynn as Minister 
to Australia should be withdrawn. 

What are the other courses? 

One is to permit the Senate to vote in the next 
few days on the nomination without any effort on 
the part of administration leaders to influence the 
outcome. 

That would be to walk into complete repudiation 
of the appointment on the floor. The 13-to-10 vote 
in the Foreign Relations Committee after public 
hearings and now the declarations of opposition 
which are coming from Democratic Senators make 
it plain that Flynn could not possibly be confirmed 
without strong administration pressure. 

A second course is to apply all the pressure the 
administration thinks is necessary to put over the 
confirmation. There are many sound objections 
to this course from the administration’s standpoint. 
We shall set out only two. 

First, it flies in the face of the whole ethical basis 
of our war against dictatorial rule; to jam Flynn 
through the Senate against its wishes is to mock 
the democratic process we fight to save. Second, 
there is no assurance that the administration can 
exert pressure enough to get a majority. It may 
well lose even though it puts the heat on Democrats 
who are opposed. 

One possibility is that the lines will be so nar- 
rowly drawn that Vice-President Wallace would be 
called on to cast the deciding vote. Then the man 
of ideals, who heralds the “century of the common 
man,” would be torn between standing by the Presi- 
dent and rejecting an obviously political and per- 
sonal appointment which never should have been 
made. What a circumstance that would be! 

The issue in the Flynn case is bigger than the 
controversy over the paving blocks in the boss’ pri- 
vate courtyard. It is bigger than his record as 
chairman of the Democratic National Committee. It 
is bigger even than the matter of his qualifications 
or lack of qualifications for a high diplomatic poat 
at a time when many experienced and proved diplo- 
mats, including Joseph C. Grew, are without foreign 
assignments. 

This larger issue is the public relations of the 
Roosevelt administration with the American people. 
We think it is a clear inference that the American 
people said Nov. 3 they had had enough of the ad- 
ministration’s “politics as usual.” They remembered 
that Mr. Roosevelt had undone his own plea for 
the country to adjourn politics for the duration by 
such things as the Meaney appointment. And so 
they wrote the returns of Nov. 3. 

A bitter fight in the Senate over Flynn can only 
make a bad situation worse. The appointment has 
already been almost unanimously condemned by edi- 
tors and Washington commentators, 
newspapers show that this disapproval reflects pub- 
lic opinion. 

The Flynn appointment was a sorry mistake. 
The way to correct it was specified long ago by 
none other than Mr. Roosevelt himself, who said 
at the outset of his first term that the New Deal 
would be quick to correct policies and acts shown 
by experience to be wrong. 

Will the President follow this course? 

Or will he arm his political enemies and em- 
barrass his loyal supporters by forcing a roll call 
which holds the distinct possibility of being a per- 
sonal defeat for him? 
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BEN ANDERSON’S CASE. 

A week from Wednesday, Gov. Sam Jones of 
Louisiana is going to preside over extradition hear- 
ings for Ben Anderson, a respected citizen of New 
Iberia, La., who, so far as the letter of the law is 
concerned, has been a fugitive from the Missouri 
penitentiary for 23 years. 

In July, 1919, he escaped from a road gang after 
having served half of a five-year sentence imposed 
for forging a check when he and some other oil 
field workers ran out of money in the course of an 
evening in a saloon. 

Since then he has been a good worker. He has 
become the father of five fine children. He has 
become a man who feels the mental burden of be- 
ing hunted, one who has the respect of a com- 
munity which came to his aid thé minute his fin- 
gerprints ona Coast Guard identification card once 
more set the law at his heels. His full story is 
printed today in the Everyday Magazine. 

His case is a little like that of. Frank Murphy 
of Anderson, Ind., who, as Alfred Mathews, escaped 
from Missouri in 1920, and with whom the author- 
ities caught up last year. This State couldn't do 
the obviously humane thing in Murphy’s case, so 
Gov. Schricker of Indiana refused to extradite him. 
Perhaps Gov. Jones of Louisiana will have to act in 
the same way in Ben Anderson’s behalf. 
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MR. STETTINIUS REPORTS. 

“There is only one war,” Edward R. Stettinius Jr., 
Lease-Lend Administrator, told the House Military 
Affairs Committee the other day. And, in pointing 
out that the fighting in Russia, China, the Southwest 
Pacific and Northern Africa is all part of a single 
great effort against the Axis, he made the best pos- 
sible defense of his program. 

It represents, as he said, “the principle of total 
co-operation” to win a total war. As such, it ig sure 
to be continued by Congress for at least another 
year, even if there may be further questions about 
the way in which it has been applied. 

Stettinius made no claim that the program had 
reached its full potential. Up to December, 1942, we 
extended aid to our partners-in-arms only to the 
value of a little more than eight billion dollars— 
and it is apparent that this by no means met all 
needs. China, especially, would have been glad to 
receive much more than was sent. But, in all fair- 
ness, it must be acknowledged that almost insuper- 
able difficulties stood in the way of larger ship- 
ments. The cheering fact is that this aid is now 
being stepped up. 

Russia, in its titanic battle with the Nazi Army, 
also could have used more, However, it is no small 
thing that Stettinius was able to say that we sent 
the Red Army almost 2600 planes and more than 
3200 tanks—many, many more than we sent to any 
other country. We also sent more than 81,000 jeeps 
and other motor vehicles to the Soviets. And the 
tempo of our help to them, too, is an accelerating 
one. 

Lease-lend not only made England virtually inva- 
sion-proof, but turned it into an armory and arsenal 
for fighting in Africé and on other fronts. And the 
English, like the Australians and the New Zealand-

ers, have demonstrated that the system works both 
ways by supplying our troops with food and shelter, 
not to mention repair shops and other facilities. 

No one has ever suggested that what we send is 
balanced by what we get. In the case of China and 
Russia, any such tit-for-tat is obviously out of the 
question. Lease-lend was not intended to operate 
that way. It is, rather, a contribution of the United 
Nations to a vast pool of materials to be used against 
the Axis, each according to its means. 
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TENTH ANNIVERSARY OF HITLER. 

“Beat the Russians or perish” was the theme song 
of the Nazis’ Big Three—Goering, Goebbels and Hit- 
ler—in their utterances yesterday on the tenth an- 
niversary of the Fuehrer’s rise to power. 

In past years, this anniversary has been a day 
for uninhibited boasting and confident promises. 
“Where we meet the enemy we will beat him,” said 
Hitler a year ago. And in 1941: “To all intents and 
purposes, the year just ended decided this war.” 
There was none of this cocksureness in the cere- 
monies yesterday. The emphasis was all on grim 
warnings that loss of the war would mean the de- 
struction of Germany, and on savage threats against 
slackers and saboteurs. 

The whole altered status of Nazi hopes was 
dramatized by the first daylight raid on Berlin, a 
perfectly timed stab by a fleet of British light bomb- 
ers. It delayed for an hour the start of Goering’s 
speech, and from the strange noises heard on the 
Berlin radio, listeners in London reconstructed a 
picture of Hermann der Grosse scrambling for the 
air-raid shelter. 

Also of high significance was the fact that Hitler 
himself, for the second time since he became Fuebhrer, 
failed to speak in person. Instead, Goebbels read 
his long proclamation, with the customary preamble 
reciting all the events since World War I and wind- 
ing up on the day’s note of victory’ or doom. 

“The blows we may suffer are nothing in com- 
parison to-what they would be if barbarism swept 
across Europe,” said Hitler’s proclamation. Similarly, 
Goering declared: “The issue at stake is whether the 
German people will be annihilated or whether the 
future will belong to it.” 

Hitler used the Bolshevik bugaboo in his march 
to power within Germany. He used it again in re- 
arming and consolidating his strength in Burope by 
portraying Germany as the only force that could 
hold back Moscow's hordes. Now he confronts the 
tiring German people with the same specter as a 
means of wringing the last ounce of energy out of 
them. 
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A BILL FOR RELIEF OF NOTARIES. 

Federal income tax returns this year, for the first 
time, do not require the services of a notary public. 
The taxpayer merely signs hig name to a statement 
saying that it is a correct return and that he is 
aware of the penalties for perjury. The provision is 
welcome to the citizen, but undoubtedly many no- 
taries are annoyed by this reduction in their in- 
come from fees. | 

Perhaps the timing is just a coincidence, but the 
bill before the Missouri Legislature authorizing 
notaries to perform marriages has the appearance 
of a measure to tide them over the loss of the an- 
nual income-tax windfall. Needless to say, it is a 
wholly unnecessary and dangerous measure, Mis- 
souri needs more stringent marriage laws, not looser 
ones. Adding 14,718 notaries public to the thousands 
of Judges, Justices of the Peace and pastors already 
authorized to perform marriages is not the way to 
improve the State’s marriage code. 
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THE MUSEUM ACQUIRES A GREAT TREASURE. 

In the Holbein portrait of Lady Gudeford, the City 
Art Museum has acquired its richest treasure, a 
picture to be classed with the finest by any brush. 

In an immediate dollars-and-cents way, it is an 
expensive “bargain.” Nobody will argue that $85,000 
is not a lot of money. Yet how much wiser it is to 
spend a substantial sum for a real masterpiece than 
to pay lesser sums for things which do not add to 
the prestige of the museum. 

The timing of thig intelligent and far-sighted 
purchase is peculiarly appropriate. The Younger Hol- 
bein came out of times much like our own. Idealism 
had faded out of the Reformation. The mercenary 
wars of religion were blazing across Northern Eu- 
rope. Iconoclasts were destroying the works which 
had brought German painting to its loftiest peak. 
As Erasmus wrote to Sir Thomas More: “The bearer 
of this letter, Holbein, is the man who painted my 
portrait. Here the arts are shivering with cold, 
and he is going to England to pick up a few 
shillings.” 

Holbein has been called the last of the German 
painters, His English visits were very successful, 
but his methods were always those of the German 
engravers. He did not have the quick intuition of 
the Italians. He reached the heights the painstaking 
way. He was, in a sense, a scientist rather than a 
poet. 

He did not project himself into his works. He 
never generalized. He did not paint the ideal face. 
Instead, he caught every particularizing detail. In 
a world of tumult, he remained completely objective. 
But this did not remove him from the frame of his 
times. His famoug portrait of Henry VIII shows 
how completely he recorded their strengths and 
their pernicious vices. His portraits reflect, ac- 
cording to Faure, “the sensations of the mass of 
a living face, of the mind, and the muscles, of the 
bone, and the blood, and of the soul that hovers 
concentrated over all.” 

Holbein was a man who withstood the fury of 
the storm, a man who did not put out his candle 

when all around him the lights were going out. 
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A PRECEDENT FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 

A standard of procedure was set for the Missouri 
Legislature by the disposition of the Limerick bill 
which would have given the Circuit Courts control 
over the amounts of old-age pensions, It was intro- 
duced early in the week, and it was killed Wednes- 
day night by the House Social Security Committee. 

Although this is the third session at which the 
measure was introduced, there was never anything 
to say in its favor. It was an attempt to turn the 
pension funds over to the county politicians, even 
though this would have meant an end of the Federal 
Government’s dollar-for-dollar matching contribu- 
tions. 

As a result of the House committee’s prompt ac- 
tion, this session will waste no time on this particu- 
lar piece of nonsense. The politicians will not fish 
around for votes, and the pensioners will not be 
deluded by false hopes. Instead, the decks are clear 
for other business. All other indefensible proposals 
should get equally short shrift. 
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After he escaped to Switzerland from the 
German prison fortress of Koenigstein last 
year, Gen. Henri Giraud wrote a 17,000- 
word memorandum to Marshal Petain, an- 
alyzing the causes of the collapse of France. 
This memorandum, which is condensed be- 
low, reveals how the fall of France looked 
to the pro-Allied but strongly Rightist Gen- 
eral who is now High Commissioner of 


French North Africa. 
W seeable crash, unheard of in the his- 
tory of France? 

First, the primordial question, that of 
birth rate. France even without the war 
was on the slope of suicide. The family was 
disappearing, to give place to couples with- 
out children. 


Neither from the point of view of endur- 
ance nor of training was the soldier of 1940 
equal to that of 1914. Very limited ability 
in marching, even less capacity for work, 
insurmountable need of sleep—these were 
the characteristics of the soldier of 1940. 


Between 1914 and 1918 we made a super- 
human effort. We emerged from the test 
physically and morally exhausted. Our ideal 
wasn't to profit by the victory to make a 
better world; it was to enjoy ourselves, 
From the first to the last rank of society, 
people wanted to amuse themselves, or rath- 
er to daze themselves. 


What did the school teach these young- 
sters and these men? First, egoism, per- 
sonal interest and the cult of envy. After 
that, negation of everything spiritual, of 
everything divine, of everything ideal. 


Could the military service improve or 
correct this education? Certainly not at 
a time when the service of one year was 
practically reduced to four months. 

To sum up—youth insufficient in quanti- 
ty, insufficient in quality.

Lack of Authority in Nation. 


If from youth, which formed only a small 
part of the Army, we pass to the entire 
nation, .what were its characteristics? At 
the base, lack of authority. In the Govern- 
ment, under whatever label, we never saw 
anything but parties, we never saw France. 
The composition of every Ministry—and 
they were many—was a scandal. 


Our officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the reserve, who made up the enor- 
mous majority of our staff, did not dare 
to command, whether the simplest work or 
the gravest mission was in question. 


It was the same from the top to the 
bottom of the industrial ladder. The result 
was a weakening of output, a lack of meth- 
od, an increase in overhead, incompatible 
with any well-conducted business. 


But the damage was even more moral 
than material. Getting used to disobeying 
his chiefs, getting used to no commanding, 
the Frenchman from his earliest youth be- 
came used to doing as he pleased. 


The war of four years taught us how to 
die and to suffer. It did not teach us how 
to work. Until 1914, the French laborer and 
peasant were hard workers. Our country 
was a country of petite bourgeoisie, where 
the woolen stocking was a fact, where econ- 
omy, by certain people called miserliness, 
guided the French citizen.

tain this petit bourgeois spirit. The arrival 
of the Americans, their methods, their sup- 
plies, helped considerably to upset their 
ideas. They got into the habit of count- 
ing in billions or not at all, 


Spurious luxury increased. Perfumers 
made fortunes. The proprietor, the worker, 
the foreman, the subordinate, each one of 
them came to think of pleasure first and 
of reducing work to a minimum, 

The short English working week crept 
in on the Continent, and so the number of 
hours became the contract basis between 
employers and wage earners.*From 48 hours 
it went to 45, and then to 40. 


The employer had a hundred pretexts, a 
thousand occasions. In summer it was the 
seaside; in autumn, hunting; then winter 
sports. The employe looked on and drew 
his own conclusions, 


Intrigue Ruled in Politics. 


It was easier to succeed by intrigue than 
work. Politics became a career of com- 
promise, arrangement, betrayal. Ministries, 
commissions, prefectures, colonial admin- 
istration, etc., were filled with young men 
who, instead of using their brains for ex- 
aminations, used their shoe leather or their 
fathers’ gasoline to make useful contacts, 


Shortage of equipment, unfilled orders, 
airplanes that never materialized, obsolete 
tanks, munitions that never arrived—all 
this was the result of work inadequate in 
quantity and quality. 

From 1918 to 1940, Ministries fell like 
houses of cards, scandals accumulated, riots 
caused the spilling of French blood, even on 
the paving stones of the capital; but always 
the same men trod the boards. The ruin 
which the Popular Front caused France is 
immeasurable, but its greatest responsibility 
was to teach the people of France laziness 
under the grandiose name of “leisure.” 


Let us hope that those who were crushed 
on the Northern battlefields by the Luft- 
waffe, that those who had neither anti-tank 
guns nor anti-aircraft guns nor munitions 
will cry vengeance against the idlers who 
neglected to make these things, and above 


‘all against those whose criminal ideology 


and lack of responsibility have created this 
disorder and anarchy, 


“Moral Health” of Germany. 


To preach under-production at a time 
when Germany shouted that it was better 
to have cannons than butter was not only 
treason against the nation, but a crime 
against honesty. They gave the greatest 
success to the totalitarian regimes and the 
greatest assistance that those regimes could 
have desired, for sincere Frenchmen who 
have been in Germany as prisoners of war 
can bear witness to its prosperity and to its 
physical and moral health. 

Admittedly, the Germans do not perhaps 
have liberty, but there is certainly neither 
disorder nor anarchy. Everywhere it is 
work, the only fortune for a people which 
wishes to live and live happily. May France 
remember it and profit by it,

With a Collection of Trivia

“Italy From Within,” by Richard G. 

(Macmillan Co., New York.) 

HERE is practically nothing in the book 

that adds to our information about Italy, 
for we know“the Italian people very weil 
through the fact that they are well dis- 
seminated throughout the United States, and 
the newspaper headlines since 1924 tell all 
the rest. The book's merit is that it gives 
a connected summary of these headlines. 

One is amazed that a trained correspond- 
ent could live in Italy four years with ad- 
hesive tape over his lips, finally be freed 
from restraint and then have only trivia 
to report. The chief of the Rome Bureau 
of the Associated Press is almost as in- 
formative as our old friend, Calvin: Cool 
idge. At one place he mentions that “the 
Matteotti murder remains the darkest biot 
in the blood-stained book of Fascism.” We 
had already surmised something of the 
sort.

Massock declares that he kept well away 
from all natives likely to give him informa- 
tion about Italy-under-the-surface, living a 
sort of goldfish-bowl existance, but he 
picked up some gossip about the erotic life 
of the aging Mussolini. Ciano likes to ca- 
ress the blonde Venuses on the beach and 
dance cheek to cheek. And so on. 

Massock indicates that the bulk of the 
45,000,000 Italians are positively pro-Ameri- 
can, “They hate Mussolini, they loathe the 
German invaders, they are waiting for the 
United Nations to depose their despots. 
Amiable, industrious, easy-going, peace-lov- 
ing people.” 

Massock belongs to the “conceal the eco- 
nomic facts of social life” school. His Italy 
might as well be of the time of Romulus, 
Caesar or Urban V. For him events seem 
to depend on the whimsies of individuals. 
The underlying population is composed of 
barbers, bartenders and cabmen, sometimes 
in bread queues. He photographs the debris 
and eddies in the social flood. This dates 
his college education as of circa 1920.

Our Marquis Childs would notice and re- 
port on the sweeping transformation of the 
mass life in Italy, so we could understand 
the desperate chances the industrialists took 
with the windbag Mussolini, and the abject 
surrender to economically competent Ger 
many. 

In 1905, Italy was exporting human be- 
ings 40 per cent faster than the population 
increase, while Germany's emigration was 
only 3 per cent of its population increase, 
showing that the economic changes in Ger- 
many were absorbing labor, while the shift 
from agriculture to manufacturing was 
squeezing labor out of Italy, a sign of vast 
social misery, England had gone through 
this misery a full century earlier.

The answer to that question is not a simple one; the yellow 


and white races in these islands are divided over the problem and 


the whites are divided among themselves, 


down. 


As long as the war continues in 
the Pacific, with the Japanese 
Navy in possession of aircraft car- 
riers and other components of a 
big fleet plus such “unsinkable car- 
riers” as Truk and Wake Islands, 
the peril of invasion to Hawaii 
cannot be discounted. Both Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander in chief of our Pacific 
fleet, and Lieut. Gen. Delos C. 
Emmons, commander of the Army’s 
Hawaiian department, have sound- 
ed warnings against any relaxa- 
tion of vigilance. These warnings 
do hot apring from any lack of 
confidence, but from a determina- 
tion to avoid over-confidence and 
the lack of co-ordination § that 
brought disaster to.Pearl Harbor. 


More Than a Slogan. 

“Remember Pearl Harbor” is 
more than a slogan on automobile 
stickers out here; it is advice to 
the prudent and the wise. 

Admiral Nimitz and Gen. Em- 
mons have been working like 
beavers to bolster the defenses 
which the Japanese surprise attack 
penetrated all too easily. In 15 
months’ time Pearl Harbor has be- 
come the Gibraltar of the Pacific 
in reality, where once it was that 
merely in over-zealous propaganda. 
Once there was only a handful of 
airdromes where the Japanese 
caught our planes on the ground 
and destroyed them. Now we have 
airfields galore and in places where 
we hope the enemy cannot find 
them. 

In the course of a month’s stay 
here, I have been privileged to tour 
the guarded airdromes and to ex- 
plore the secret installations which 
have convinced me that Hawaii is 
ours to keep and that any Jap- 
anese attempt to seize it will be 
suicidal. Had we put 100 planes 
into the air on Dec. 7 we could 
have beaten off the assault; on 
the next such occasion, if it comes, 
we will put thousands of planes 
into the air and smash the foe’s 
carriers into smithereens. That is 
a sweeping statement, but I have 
come across material evidence to 
back it up. 


Disturbing Question. 

Nevertheless, there is one dis- 
turbing factor which is receiving 
the serious attention of the Army 
and the Navy, each in its own 
way. That i¢ the Japanese popu- 
lation, the largest racial group in 
the Hawaiian Islands, larger than 
the white Americans, the Filipinos, 
Chinese, Hawaiian natives and the 
Portuguese, who are the next 
largest groups. 

In the event of a Japanese in- 
wvasion effort where will the local 
Japanese take their stand? Will 
they fight side by side with the 
American armed forces, will they 
go over to the enemy, or will they 
stand aside arid cheer impartially? 
Are they with us, against us or 
indifferent as to a choice of mas- 
ters? 

It cannot be denied that the 
Japanese have carried a heavy 
share of the white man’s burden 
in Hawaii and have resented cere- 
tain social and economic discrim- 
inations against the efficient, 
well educated members of their 
race. It is not clear, however, that 
their lot would be better or as 
good under the heel of the Tokyo 
warlords. Very likely, they would 
begin to understand exploitation 
at its worst. While the slant-eyed 
Quislings and Seyss-Inquarts would 
rise to power, the masses would 
squirm under water cures and the 
bull whip. 

Puzzling to students of contem- 
porary history is the fact that the 
Japanese residents of Hawaii re- 
mained inactive when Rising Sun 
planes bombarded Pearl Harbor, 
Hickham, Wheeler and Bellow 
Fields on Dec. 7. One would think 
that the Tokyo strategists would 
have had a fifth column to back 
up the attackers and to help con- 
quer the overwhelmed defenders. 


Opportunity Missed. 

Responsible officials have said 
that as of Dec. 7 our defenses 
were battered wide open, our guard 
was down and had the Japanese 
been daring and _  foresighted 
enough to support their planes 
and carriers with landing units, 
they could have taken Pearl Har- 
bor and Honolulu, assisted by fifth 
columnists operating from the 
flanks. On that date Japan muffed 
a golden opportunity never to be 
offered again. It is a mystery to 
this day how the Japanese, who 
had been so clever at Hongkong, 
Manila and Singapore, were 80 
stupid at Pearl Harbor as to miss 
annexing a base which would have 
brought them within striking dis- 
tance of California. 


The most plausible explanation 
appears to be that, while Pearl 
Harbor was surprised by its mis- 
fortune, the Japanese were equally 
Surprised by their easy success. 
They had not expected to blast us 
off the base completely and hence 
they had not brought along any 
army of occupation to consolidate 
and clinch their cheap triumph.

Sabotage Discounted. 

Officials will tell you there was 
no substantial basis for reports 
published. at the time that fifth 
columnists wrecked motor trucks 
to block the highways, ignited bon- 
fires, opened fire hydrants and 
committed other acts of sabotage 
on the occasion of the local “blitz.” 
They will tell you the basis for 
such reports was as flimsy as the 
foundation for stories that enemy 
planes were manned by graduates 
from Honolulu’s McKinley High 
School, whose pockets held metal 
tokens good for rides on Hono- 
lulu’s bus lines. 

To sum up, there is no evidence 
that the Japanese residents were 
disloyal to their adopted land on 
Dec. 7. Neither can their loyalty 
be confirmed today any more than 
their disloyalty can. They are an 
inscrutable folk who do not wear 
their hearts and their flags on 
their sleeves. Their loyalties, pre- 
judices and resentments lie deep 
in their hearts, not to be exposed 
until the final showdown. The 
cynical opinion is that the loca) 
Japanese will join the winning 
side. 

And by and large the older Jap- 
anese are less loyal than their 
children and grandchildren, . who 
are citizens by reason of having 
been born under the American 
flag. These young Americans have 
thrown the fear of God and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
into their elders and made it plain 
that treason would not be tolerated 
and would be reported to the au- 
thorities. 

Common gossip out here was 
that not one Japanese had in- 
formed on another. On the highest 
authority I was assured the con- 
trary is true and that many pa- 
triotic Japanese have turned in 
suspects of their own race and 
even of their own families. 


Precautions Taken. 

Confideht of ultimate victory, 
yet awake to the dangers of today, 
Admiral Nimitz and Gén. Emmons 
taken precautions against 
The 
Navy realizing that the Japanese 
high command had been minutely 
informed as to the layout and 
operations at peacetime Pear! 
Harbor, has barred all Japanese 
from the vicinity of the greatly 
expanded base. 

Not a single Japanese, be he 
alien or Americanized, is employed 
on a naval project at Pearl Har- 
bor or elsewhere, The Navy is tak- 
ing no chances. 

At Fort Shafter, Schefield Bar- 
racks and other Army ‘posts, war 
correspondents must exhibit passes 
and gasmasks to enter, but Japa- 
nese workmen likewise get in and 
work day after day on defense 
projects about which one cannot 
write through fear of giving aid 
to the enemy. This daily author- 
ized presence of thousands of 
Japanese around our Army’s posts 
while we are in a life-and-death 
struggle with the Japanese empire 
is paradoxical indeed, but the 
Army has a ready explanation. 

The explanation I heard froém 
an Army spokesman is that one 
must utilize the tools one has, that 
the Army urgently needs labor to 
get vital work done in a hurry 
and that there ig a serious short- 
age of skilled and unskilled labor 
in these islands, as on the main. 
land, and that the Japanese popu- 
lace affords a reservoir of labor 
which cannot be ignored and 
wasted. If it is risky to employ 
Japanese on war projects where 
they might see or hear too much, 
it would be riskier still not to 
finish the projects in jigtime for 
lack of putting men to work, Thus 
runs the Army argument, and one 
must admit there is something to 
be said for both the Army and 
Navy positions. 


Gen. Emmons, an Associated 
Press dispatch from Honolulu dis- 
closes, hag been directed to induct 
1500 Americans of Japanese 
descent as volunteers’ in the 
United States Army. Gen. Emmons 
said the volunteers will be formed 
“into combat units on the main- 
land and will, when trained, be 
sent into an active theater of op- 
erations.”

AT A CASUALTY CLEARING 
STATION IN SOUTHERN 
TUNISIA, Jan. 25 (Delayed).— 
HE climax was reached this 
morning when an overworked 
man from the American Red 
Cross came in with a copy of Stars 
and Stripes, official publication of 
the American forces abroad. 
One front-page item chronicled 
the arrival in Algiers of another 
group of Hollywood beauties bent 
on entertaining the boys. This, 
said the men in our tent, all of 
whom had been wounded in action, 
was just a little bit too much. 


Little Entertainment. 

Up at the front they had been 

entertained by a Messerschmitt 
which had cannon-shelled them 
all into hospitals. In the hospital 
they had been entertained by a 
team of surgeons and a cook from 
the slums of Glasgow named 
“Blackie,” who, it must be ad- 
mitted, was a very bright spot in 
our lives. They had been visited 
once by a man from the Red 
Cross who had dished out a pack- 
age of cigarettes apiece, some 
toothbrushes and one razor for the 
lot of us. 
They had been beautifully 
treated medically and our Cock- 
ney and Scotch orderlies were 
wonderful, but the entertainment, 
except for “Blackie,” had been nil. 
There was one radio in the whole 
camp, too far away to be audible. 
There was no phonograph and 
there were no books or magazines 
until a friendly British officer lent 
us some. Some of our boys had 
given dimes to the USO back 
home and they wondered where 
it was up here at the front. 


Comments Bitter. 

The cigarettes we smoked were 
part of a batch which one of the 
boys had been foresighted enough 
to pinch owt of a ship and they 
wondered, and I wondered, why 
the Red Cross had to operate on 
such a small scale in one of our 
principal theaters of war. 

And so, when somebody read 
out the items from the Stars and 
Stripes, there were some pretty 
bitter comments. For the first 
time since they had been wounded, 
the boys began to talk as though 
they felt: sorry for themselves. 

If some audacious doll really 
wants to endear herself to the 
boys, I suggest that she come up 
here and hold a& few hands. She 
won't have to walk and it’s about 
as dangerous as going across the 
street. This advice ig free and it 
might really be worth following.

First Waacs in Africa sang Way 
Through Hardships, Perils at Sea

HE first feminine American Expeditionary Force has proved 


The pioneer overseas detachment of the Women’s Army Aux- 


iliary Corps didn’t have an easy trip. There were hardships and in- 
conveniences difficult for homefolks to comprehend, but the girls 


came through singing. 

This picked group of stenogra- 
phers, typists, bilingual telephone 
operators and girls capable of driv- 
ing staff cars and light trucks have 
just arrived to become part, of the 
headquarters staff. They were 
brought over at the request of 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, com- 
mander of the American forces in 
the European theater. 

Yes, some of the girls were 
scared when they started their 
journey to an unknown point, al- 
though many of them suspected 
that it would be in Africa. 

And before they reached here 
they knew what a real “alert” is 
like. They experienced that strange 
feeling that comes in the pit of 
the stomach with the whisper: 
“That signal means there’s a sub- 
marine off port.” They heard the 
dull thump of depth charges. 

But they came through the dis- 
comforts of a crowded Army trans- 
port, the wartime dangers, like 
good soldiers. Many got seasick; 
some were homesick, for there had 
been no “bon voyage” from their 
families. The girls had guarded 
carefully, even from their parents, 
the secret that they were going 
oversees, 

Their commanding officer is 
Capt. Frances Keegan Marquis, 46, 
wife of a New York business man. 
On her staff are Capts. Evelyn 
Nicholson, 29, of St. Louis; Lieut. 
Joan E, Joosten, 36, Houston, Tex.; 
Lieut. Sylvia Marsill, 25, Pitts- 
burgh, and Lieut, Margaret Jane- 
way, 46, New York, medical offi- 
cer, 


Cheered by Soldiers. 


There were cheers from the dock 
men and their brother soldiers as 
the girls boarded the ship at an 
East Coast port of embarkation. 
The Waacs wore helmets and car- 
ried gas maskse—in fact were out- 
fitted the same as the men except 
for weapons. 


Their ship was a former liner 
that has traveled more than 65,000 
miles carrying American fighting 
men to battlefronts. Many of the 
Waacs never had been on a boat 
before. 

Many, before joining the Waacs 
to draw $60 a month—the Auzxil- 
laries make the same as the Army 
privates—had had good jobs. Some 
had operated their own businesses. 
They wore soft, pretty clothes. 

But there was no hot water in 
the cabins where they bunked, nine 
to 14 of them in each. In fact, no 
fresh water, and the salt water 
soap that was issued wouldn't 
lather. The girls were allotted two 
canteens of fresh water a day and 
many saved one for a “bird bath” 
or to wash stockings. 

The Waacs slept without sheets 
or pillows, wrapped up in their 
wool army blankets, Philosophical- 
ly, one Waac’ said, “It simplifies 
bed making. Just fold up your 
blanket.” 


Romance on a Transport. 


The Waacs were carefully seg- 
regated from the men troops. Men 
and women military police stood 
guard around the clock, But it was 
not long until romance—hampered 


} 


somewhat restrictions—blos- 
somed, 

After the ship got well out to 
sea, the Waacs and troops were 
allowed on deck. A special deck— 
the one where shuffleboard once 
was played by sun-seeking tourists 
—was allotted to the girls and men 
crowded to the upper rails to call 
to them: “Any of you girls from 
Chicago — from Seattle — from 
Texas?” 

Later the men and girls met at 
the ship’s picture shows. 

The transport commander, who 
had nurses aboard on other trips, 
said he liked to have’ women on 
his ships. “It keeps the morale of 
the men much higher.” 

One feminine effect must not be 
overlooked. The afternoon the 
girls boarded ship, a member of 
the crew came out of the hatch to 
watch. It seemed to be his inten- 
tion to grow a long beard, but 
the next morning he was on deck 
freshly shaven. 

Community Sings. 

A characteristic of the trip was 
the singing of familiar American 
folk songs and songs of the first 
World War. In the afternoons as 
many WAACs and soldiers as the 
watchful M. P.s would allow to 
congregate, would crowd around a 
small portable organ, played by 
Auxiliary Dorothy Godley of Fort 
Worth, Tex., and sing.

A direct hit setting off a plane’s 
own bombs has never happened be- 
fore in the American or British 
forces, I think it must have hap- 
pened to the Germans, however, 
for I remember a British artillery 
officer telling me two years ago 
of a high-flying German bomber 
disappearing in a flash while he 
was looking at it through field 
glasses.

Travelers from Manchuria, from 
occupied China and even from 
Japaw iteelf have recently arrived 
in Chungking. They confirm the 
growing strain of day-to-day exist- 
ence in Japan and its adjacent re- 
gions. In general, however, it is 
probably not much worse than that 
of most warring European ocoun- 
tries. 

One would suppose that with 
food resources of all Hast Asia at 
her command, Japan would be well 
fixed for food; but that is far 
from the case. The two staples of 
the Japanese diet are rice and 
fish, Both are strictly rationed. 
No longer is pure Japanese rice 
obtainable. The Japanese are eat- 
ing a mixture of Japanese, Chi- 
nese and Indo-China rice which in 
the old days they would not have 
touched. 

- Sugar is a luxury obtainable only 
in very limited quantities, The 
great sugar surplus of -the con- 
quered southern territories is still 
an uncashable check as far as the 
Japanese people are concerned. 
Shipping is reserved for more vital 
cargo. 


Bread Seldom Seen. 

Bread is seldom seen in Japan 
now except by foreigners. Beef 
and chicken, prime constituan's of 
sukiyaki, are obtainable only at 
rare intervals. A Chinese student 
who has just arrived here from 
Japan said that he went into a 
Tokyo restaurant famous for its 
beefsteaks and ordered a steak. 
The waiter brought him a chunk 
of grilled whale meat. 

Food lines are new in Japan 
but Japanese housewives are 
rapidly getting used to them. They 
are obliged to stand in line to buy 
vegetables and other shortage com- 
modities, Japanese wine sippers 
are also hard put. Two bottles of 
beer and a small portion of sake 
is all they are allowed each month. 

The acute shortage of cotton and 
wool makes it necessary for Japa- 
nese textile mills to devote most 
of their capacity to producing uni- 
forms for the armed forces. For 
civillang clothing is strictly ra- 
tioned. It is of poor quality and 
contains a high content of staple 
fiber. Clothing sales are con- 
trolied under a point system. With 
100 points allotted to each person 
per year, a suit and a top coat eat 
up 82 points, leaving little for un- 
derwear, shirts and other essen- 
tials. In addition, every civilian 
is entitled to buy six pairs of 
stockings and six towels. As it is 
customary to take off the shoes 
when entering a Japanese house, 
the stockingless habit is growing. 
Better to be barefooted than ¢éx- 
pose a stocking full of holes. 


Little Oil for Civilians. 

If the Japanese Army is getting 
oil from the Dutch Bast Indies, 
the Japanese public do not see it. 
Oil and gasoline for civilian use 
are scarcer than ever. Most busses 
and automobiles are burning char- 
coal. 


Street life in Japanese cities is 
also taking on a more somber hue. 
Electric signs are taboo. All Eng- 
High signs have been painted out. 
American jazz is forbidden. Muni- 
tions workers swarm through the 
streets and theaters are invariably 
overcrowded, but entertainment 
generally has been severely cut 
down, 

A tremendous demand for man 
power for the army and for indus- 
try has brought about immense 
changes in the Japanese way of 
living, The rural areas have been 
stripped of their young men and 
only the women, the old men and 
the youths remain on the farms. 
The acute labor shortage has been 
aggravated by the drift of many 
country women into industry. This 
is reflected in the declining produc- 
tion of rice which in 1942 was 10 
million piculs short of the coun- 
try’s needs compared with the 
shortage of nine million piculs the

Prospects in Russia. 

Japan’s sole chance for victory— 
the collapse of Russia—is rapidly 
fading in the smoke of the Red 
Army’s magnificent successes in 
Europe. 

The Japanese militarists are now 
confronted with their most diffi- 
cult dilemma. Hitler needs their 
help desperately and must have it 
soon, but there is no surety that 
even a Japanese attack on Russia 
could bring about the Soviet Un- 
ion’s defeat. 

It is more probable that the 
Japanese Army would become 
bogged down and wasted in Si- 
beria and that Siberian bases 
would be available for American 
planes to bomb Tokyo and for 
American troops to attack the 
heart of the Japanese empire, 
Then Japan’s doom would be 
sealed. 

With spring coming, military ob- 
servers here are watching for 
some sign as to whether Tokyo is 
preparing to make the supreme 
gamble. There are no indications 
beyond the usual one that the bulk 
of Japan’s armed strength is con- 
centrated in regions adjacent to 
the Soviet Union. Temptation for 
the Japanese may be enhanced by 
the fact that considerable numbers 
of Siberian troops are fighting the 
Germans on the eastern front. 


New Push Certain. 

The Japanese, if the will is 
strong enough, will make another 
big offensive effort before the Al 
lies get around to dealing the 
death blow in this theater, The 
army has piled up big reserves of 
munitions and the Navy, despite - 
its losses, is still a powerful force, 
If an assault on Russia is vetoed,

These three things spell defeat. 

Drugged with propaganda and 
mystic traditions, the Japanese 
people will, of course, follow the 
army wherever it may lead, though 
the news from Russia and stories 
of their own returning wounded 
are giving them something toe 
think about. 

Communiques continue to with 
hold the truth of Japanese set 
backs from the public, admitting 
only that fighting in the Solomons 
and New Guinea is going on under 
extremely adverse conditions of 
geography and weather and 
against tenacious opposition. The 
Japanese public is still in the dark 
on what happened in Buna.

White Book Traces Aims 
of National Socialism, 
Tells of Attacks on Mar- 


lene Dietrich.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The State Department issued a 
White Book tonight on the basic 
principles and aims of National 


Socialism, with emphasis on the 
Nazi dogma that any person of 
German descent, regardless of his 
citizenship, owes allegiance to the 
Fuehrer. 


The 510-page treatise, released 
on the tenth anniversary of Adolf 
Hitler's rise to power, includes 
numerous documents ranging from 
a German newspaper’s disparaging 
account of Marlene Dietrich’s 
American naturalization to official 
Nazi writings and instructions. 


It describes in some detail the 
use of organized German minori- 
ties to further Germany’s war 
aims, as in Czecho-Slovakia, Po- 
land and Yugoslavia, and traces 
the history of organizations used 
abroad to mobilize all “racial” Ger- 
mans everywhere in the service of 
the Nazi state. 

Failure to Reclaim Americans. 


The book contains numerous ref- 
erences to Nazi efforts to reclaim 
for the German cause an estimat- 
ed 12 million racial Germans 
“drowned in the melting pot of the 
United States,” but does not deal 
specifically with the fiasco of the 
German-American Bund in which 
all these efforts culminated. Ina 
foreword, however, the authors 
atate that “it is clear that Nazi ef- 
forts to indoctrinate our loyal 
American citizens of German de- 
scent met with little response and 
that only a small fraction of our 
immigrants from Germany were 
receptive to Nazi ideas.” 

The appendix includes an “in- 
formation sheet of the comrade- 
ship U. S. 8S.” issued from Stutt- 
gart in January, 1941, complaining 
that the German-American Bund, 
“although it operates on a fully 
legal basis,” is “given exceptional 
legal treatment,” with its leaders 
kept under surveillance and “con- 
stantly called before the congres- 
sional committee for the investiga- 
tion of ‘un-American activities.’ ” 

“Police raids on the summer 
places of the bund, the so-called 
‘camps,’ are common,” the Nazi 
document continues, “although 
they are always without result, and 
in no case have the alleged stocks 
of weapons or other ‘war material’ 
imported from Germany for the 
purpose of a revolution by force 
been found.” 

Attack on Marlene Dietrich. 


The reference to Marlene Diet- 
rich was published in Der Sturmer, 
newspaper of Julius Streicher, at 
Nuremberg, in October, 1937. The 
actress is depicted leaning on the 
desk of a shirt-sleeved, bespecta- 
cled official whose arm is raised 
aloft as he administers the oath 
of American citizenship. The cap- 
tion reads: 

“The film actress Marlene Diet- 
rich, who hails from Germany, has 
spent so many years with the 
movie-Jews of Hollywood that she 
has now become an American citi- 
zen. Much association with Jews 
has made her entire nature un- 
German. In the picture we see her 
in an oath-scene in Los Angeles. 
What the Jewish ‘Judge’ thinks of 
the legally prescribed oath may 
be seen from his attitude: In shirt- 
sleeves (!) he administers to Mar- 
lene Dietrich the oath that she 
betray her fatherland!” 

What Rudolf Hess Said. 

One of the strongest statements 
of the Nazi attitude toward Ger- 
mans abroad is a passage from 
a speech by Rudolf Hess at the 
1936 party congress in Munich: 

“The Fuehrer had to come in 
order to hammer into all of us 
the fact that the German cannot 
choose and may not choose wheth- 
er or not he will be German but 
that he was sent into this world 
by God as a German and that God 
thereby had laid upon him as a 
German duties of which he cannot 
divest himself without committing 
treason to providence. Therefore 
we believe and we know that the 
German everywhere is a German 
—whether he lives in the Reich or 
in Japan, in France or in China, 
or anywhere else in the world. Not 
countries or continents, not cli- 
mate or environment but blood and 
race determine the world of ideas 
of the German. 

“The wonderful thing about our 
new Reich is that this Reich will 
not voluntarily release a single one 
of its citizens from his holy duties 
to his people.” 

(Hess is a prisoner in England, 
having flown there May 10, 1941, 
on a mission never fully ex- 
plained.) 

Attitude Toward Americans. 

The attitude of Nazi organizers 
and propagandists toward Ameri- 
cans of German descent is shown. 
The Nazi leaders apparently drew 
no distinction between Germans 
transferred to another sovereignty 
by the peace settlements of 1919 
and Germans or descendants 
of Germans who came to the 
United States voluntarily to seek 
a new life and new liberty under 
the American flag. 

“Indeed,” says the White Book, 
“it would appear, from the Nazi 
viewpoint, that the adoption of for- 
eign citizenship in a genuine way 
by a German is really inconceiv- 
able, unless the person in question 
acts as a renegade betraying his 
own nature and origin.” 

Alfred Rosenberg, philosopher- 
laureate of the Nazj fegime, is, 
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RIEFLY, the Rum! plan pro-

He is strictly “an idea man.” If 
Macy’s has a problem, it is thrown 
in Ruml’s lap.

“I just like to sit around doing 
what most people call nothing,” he 
said, between chuckles, “and once 
in awhile I think of something 
worth doing.”

who migrated to far countries and 
settled down there as “emigrants, 
bastardizing themselves in South 
America, China, Dutch East India, 
Africa.” 

Also quoted is Ernst Wilhelm 
Bohle, head of the foreign organ- 
ization of the Nazi party, who in 
1937 said: 

“We foreign German national so- 
cialists reject the conception of the 
universal German, whose prime en- 
deavor is to adapt himself every- 
where, because this universal Ger- 
man not only makes himself ridic- 
ulous among the foreigners but 
also consciously or unconsciously 
repudiates his Germanism with 
this self-abandonment.” 

On the other hand, Nazi citizen- 
ship laws left a convenient loop- 
hole for Germans who wished to 
acquire foreign citizenship for rea- 
sons of business convenience. 
Those, especially, who were willing 
to serve the Nazi party as citizens 
of another country were encour- 
aged to become naturalized, with 
the assurance that they could al- 
ways be repatriated as Germans 
later.

Book is devoted to tracing the or- 
igins of Nazi ideology in the polit- 
ical and philosophical literature of 
past generations. 

The idea of the totalitarian state, 
finally worked out in practice by 
the Nazis, “has always appealed 
strongly to the German mind,” 
with its “readiness to sacrifice the 
individual for the community and 
to accord dictatorial powers to the 
head of the state.” 

Emphasis on the nation as a ra- 
cial group (volk), the principle of 
blind obedience to a supreme lead- 
er, and the acceptance of war as 
a naturel instrument of policy, also 
are portrayed as ideas dating way 
back in German history. 

Gen, Friedrich von Bernhardi, 
whose “Germany and the Next 
War” (published in 1911) was wide- 
ly read during World War I, is 
quoted as one of those who helped 
to convince Germans that “war is 
a biological necessity.” Friedrich 
Wilhelm Nietsche, the philosopher 
who glorified ruthlessness, also is 
extensively quoted.

HARDY RUBBER 
TREE DEVELOPED 
AT FORD FARMS 


Disease - Resistant Com- 
binations Are Worked 
Out at Brazilian Planta- 
tions. 


By HENRY W. BAGLEY 
BELTERRA, Brazil, Jan. 30 


(AP).—New seedlings and flourish- 
ing new tops on bigger trees are 
putting a new chapter in the story 
of Henry Ford’s i4-year effort to 
produce plantation rubber in quan- 
tity on his Amazon Valley con- 
cessions, 


Despite browned and hole-riddled 
leaves from South American leaf 
disease and black spot in certain 
areas, Ford and his technica] men 
are convinced they now have de- 
veloped rubber trees which are 
growing successfully in Brazil and 
giving a high yield in latex. 

Jack Zilles of Detroit, 34-year- 
old plantation superintendent who 
has seen many experiments give 
promise and then fail during his 
years at the Belterra and Fordland 
plantations, says he is convinced 
that happy combinations have now 
been achieved. For two years, 
several particular types of high- 
producing trees have gone wun- 
touched by the fungus disease. 
The Ford people are pinning their 
faith on these while they con- 
tinue in their experiments with fur- 
ther crossings. 

With an estimated potential 
yield of 10,000 tons of rubber per 
year on the 20,000-acre plantations, 
Belterra and Fordlandia produced 
approximately 120 tons in 1942 and 
expect to produce 302 tons of dry 
rubber in 1943, 475 in 1944, 745 
in 1945, and increasing each year 
until they reach 10,000 tons in 1950. 
Should man power be made avail- 
able, further clearing would be 
done which would mean further 
production. 

One Disease Overcome. 

The leaf fungus, known as South 
American leaf disease (or scald) 
has been the principal factor in re- 
tarding the early rubber on the 
Ford plantations, but this now has 
been overcome and there is little 
danger that this disease ever again 
can wipe out rubber plantations 
as it did in Trinidad, Costa Rica, 
Dutch Guiana, and many other 
Latin American countries. 

Ford’s technicians have found 
no way to destroy the fungus, once 
started, but they have solved the 
problem by budding a resistant top 
onto a high-producing trunk, and 
by crossing native trees found to 
have immunity. 

Ford started in Brazil in 1928, 
when the Government of the State 
of Para sold him a 2,000,000-acre 
tract at the site which he named 
Fordlandia. It lies south of the 
Equator on the broad Tapajoz 
river, and some 110 miles up- 
stream from the Tapajoz’s inter- 
section with the Amazon at San- 
tarem. The grant was for 50 
years, exempt from State taxation 
and required to pay only 12 per 
cent of State import duties. 

The site is covered with steep 
hills, making plantation operations 
difficult and containing many 
pockets which form breeding places 
for lace bug and other insects 
injurious to rubber. So in 1933, the 
Para Government agreed to take 
back 703,000 acres from the rear 
of the property for an equal acre- 
age at Belterra, 80 miles down- 
river. 

Most of Tract Still Jungle. 

Since then, Ford has moved a 
major share of his operations to 
Belterra. Approximately 3,500,000 
trees are planted on 16,000 acres 
at Belterra and 685,000 trees on 
8000 acres at Fordlandia. Most of 
the rest of the immense properties, 
bigger than Delaware and Rhode 
Island combined, is still virgin 
jungle. 

Acreage under true production, 
however, is 3000 acres at Ford- 
landia and only 200 at Belterra. 
Since the leaf disease is con- 
quered, MBelterra—ideally suited 
with its flat terrain to plantation 
operations — eventually will be 
brought into heavy production, 

At both Fordlandia and Belterra, 
gangs of men working with axes, 
machetes and saws carved the 
plantations out of wild jungle. 

The 5000 living at Belterra and 
the 1500 at Fordlandia can buy 
necessities at plantation stores at 
prices far below those in the vicin- 
ity, and other articles at stores 
operated by concessionaires. Chil- 
dren receive six years of free 
schooling, which is about what the 
average child has im Brazil, and 
are provided with school uniforms. 
Mothers who wish to work can 
leave their infants at a day nurs- 
ery, where they are given lunch 
and cared for. 

There are well-equipped, modern 
hospitals at Belterra, with a staff 
of 72, and Fordlandia, with 31. 

The Americans and other for- 
eigners live in comfortable, one- 
story dwellings on shady roads; 
eat American-type cooking pro- 
duced by their Barbadian serv- 
ants; play golf on a completely 
flat nine-hole, par 36 course; enjoy 
beer, table tennis and billiards at 
their club house; go to the movies 
when films arrive, and share a 
10-party telephone line. The better 
paid Brazilians also make use of 
some of the facilities. 

Transportation Poor. 

Transportation shortage has kept 
them without cigarettes and pipe 
tobacco for months, and at times 
Brazilian brands have been ex- 
hausted. Hospital supplies sorhe- 
times have reached dangerous 
lows; in December, for example, 
there was only enough plaster of 
Paris at Belterra for one fracture.

Saved by FPC on

a large volume of evidence. On 
completion of the FPC case, the 
company waived further hearing 
and accepted the FPC view on rate 
base and return. 

Because it directly raises the 
question of reproduction cost as a 
proper element in determination 
of a fair rate base, the Panhandle 
Eastern case is being watched with 
intense interest both by utility 
groups and by regulatory authori- 
ties. 

Reproduction Cost Barred, 


The trial examiner who heard 
the case flatly excluded evidence 
offered on reproduction cost. The 
opinion, written by Commissioner 
Scott, held the trial examiner’s 
ruling was proper, 

Commissioner Scott said: 

“The record before us raises the 
question of the necessity, under 
the Natural Gas Act, for consider- 
ing evidence of the reproduction 
cost of respondent’s (Panhandle’s) 
property. Upon objection of com- 
mission counsel, such evidence was 
excluded by the trial examiner.” 

The Natural Gas Act, the Com- 
missioner pointed out, authorizes 
the commission to ascertain the 
“actual legitimate cost” of natural 
gas properties, and “when found 
necessary for rate making purpos- 
es, other facts which bear on the 
determination of such cost or de- 
preciation and the fair value of 
such property.” 

Because cost records were com- 
plete, it was easy to determine 
actual legitimate cost of the Pan- 
handle Eastern property, the opin- 
ion said. Therefore, it was not 
necessary to consider any estimate 
of cost, such as the estimated cost 
of reproducing the property. 

“We held in the Chicago District 
Electric Generating case,” Com- 
missioner Scott said, “that under 
section 208 (a) of the Federal 
Power Act, the provisions of which 
are identical with section 6 (a) (of 
the Natural Gas Act) /repro- 
duction cost evidence is inherently 
fallacious and should be disre- 
garded under that statute. 

“It is not deemed necessary to 
discuss at great length the defects 
and vagaries of reproduction cost 
evidence. The manifold reasons 
why such evidence is fallacious, 
and is obstructive of the regula- 
tory process, have been fully ex- 
pounded by members of the Su- 
preme Court and by this commis- 
sion.” 


Supreme Court Decision Cited. 


Supporting the view that repro- 
duction cost evidence was properly 
excluded, the commission quoted 
from the majority opinion of the 
Supreme Court in the Natural Gas 
Pipe Line case, as. follows: 

“The Constitution does not 
bind rate making bodies to the 
service of any single formula or 
combination of formulas. Agencies 
to whom this legislative power 
have been delegated are free, with- 
in the ambit of their statutory au- 
thority, to make the pragmatic ad- 
justments which may be called for 
by particular circumstances.” 

Then there was the concurring 
opinion of Justices Black, Douglas 
and Murphy saying that in their 
view the majority opinion, al- 
though it did not specifically say 
so, had freed the commission from 
the necessity of admitting evidence 
on reproduction cost, and had left 
it free, if it chooses, to adopt 
“prudent investment” as a rate 
base. Now the FPC, in the Pan- 
handle Eastern case, is choosing to 
adopt “prudent investment,” or to 
state in the statutory term, “actual 
legitimate cost.” 

If the Supreme Court, when this 
case comes before it, upholds the 
commission the result will be to 
effectuate the views of Justices 
Black, Douglas and Murphy when 
they said in the concurring (but 
not controlling) opinion previously 
referred to, that “this is an appro- 
priate occasion to lay the ghost of 
the 1898 decision (Smyth v. Ames) 
which has haunted utility regula- 
tion.”

Technically, civil authority is ad- 
ministered by the Santdrem Town- 
ship Government, but the company 
handles most of the civic admin- 
istration and policing. 

A Ford plantation worker re- 
ceives a minimum wage of seven 
cruzeiros daily for his assigned 
“task” (for example, the tapping of 
300 trees). Often he is able to do 
two “tasks” in a day, doubling his 
income. If he works every work- 
ing day in a given period, he earns 
two cruzeiros extra per day. 

(The cruzeiro is worth five cents 
in American money, but because 
of the difference in the standard of 
living it represents to a north Bra- 
Zilian worker what 20 or 25 cents 
means to'an American.) 

Prices for food and some other 
products easily obtainable are kept 
low. A kilo (2.2 pounds) of rice 
costs one cruzeiro; sugar, two 
cruzeiros; manioc meal, 40 centav- 
os. The employe can get 100 
grapefruit for 2% cruzeiros—but 
most northern workers don’t like 
grapefruit. 

Labor shortage is a major prob- 
lem, as it is throughout the Ama- 
zon, More latex could be produced 


and more experimental work done 
if there were more help.

Truth Sure to Leak Out. 

T IS impossible to keep bad 

news from any people for a 
very long time, by any censorship. 
Lincoln’s remark that “you can 
fool all of the people some of the 
time and some of the people all of 
the time, but you can never fool 
all of the people all of the time,” 
applies even in Nazi Germany. 

Nearly every family has a hus- 
band, brother, or son at the front. 
Every family is concentrated on 
finding out the truth. And so they 
find it out. 

Some things can be hidden, for 
instance the actual number of 
casualties. But even these can 
be estimated by a sort of private 
Gallup poll among neighbors. They 
will figure that, if 10 families have 
sustained so and so many deaths, 
the average for the nation must 
be such and such, 

And geography is a fact. One 
cannot pretend, for instance, that 
the Caucasian army is fighting 
before Grozny if, at the same 
time, it is fighting before Armavir.

‘Sticking Head in Sand.’ 

HEN, there is this: Where the 

facts are not officially revealed, 
rumor flourishes, and so does Al- 
lied propaganda, Last Dec. 3, the 
“Schwarze Korps,” official organ 
of the S. S. and the Gestapo, com- 
plained bitterly as follows: 

“It is sticking one’s head in the 
sand to pretend that the propa- 
ganda wave of the enemy, grandi- 
ose in its proportions, and using 
the slogan, ‘The tide has turned,’ 
can be annihilated outside the Ger- 
man frontiers. The ether has no 
frontiers, The only West Wall of the 
radiois_ the discipline of the listen- 
er... and we know that only a 
few radio criminals are sufficient 
to cover vast stretches of territory 
with rumors. Also our frontiers 
are not absolutely closed against 
former enemy countries and mil- 
lions of aliens (forced workers 
from the occupied territories) are 
running around in our midst who 
do not share our national morale. 
No news is so stupid but that 


fsomething of it will be believed. 


And stupidity has no class lines. 
A single conceited fool with a good 
name and appearance, spreading 
rumors in cafes and barber shops 
can create more trouble than a 
dozen enemy agents. 
“Thus the enemy accomplishes 
more with his radio war than he 
does on the battlefields, if our own 
news policy does not effectively 
counter him.” 
Now this is very interesting. It 
is a great tribute to the Allied 
propaganda; it reveals that dis- 
content knows no class lines; that 
persons of rank are among the 
“guilty” who spread our news. And 
it is testimony from the most qual- 
ified source—the Gestapo! 
. . . 

Stirring Up Germans. 

UT what complicates things for 

the Gestapo is that, when they 
decide to let out the news in order 
to counteract rumor, the news sus- 
tains the rumors, 

But there is another reason why 
they are telling the truth. They 
have got to squeeze the last drop 
of energy out of the German peo- 
ple, and the only squeezer still 
left to them is fear. The Ger- 
man radio ig playing funeral 
marches! The whole line is: Pull 
yourselves together or you are lost. 
The German domestic propaganda 
paints for the people the most 
hideous picture of defeat: re 
venge, national dismemberment, 
individual extermination, and per- 
manent relegation to a sub-human 
level. 

In view of the acknowledged suc- 
cess of the Allied propaganda to 
date, I think we ought to be able 
to counteract this, too. It is un- 
fortunate that the books and 
speeches of Lord Van Sittart and 
Kaufmann’s “Germany Must Per- 
ish” are reprinted by Dr. Goeb- 
bels as testimony to the horrid fate 
that awaits a defeated German na- 
tion. What gets under the German 
skin and counteracts the Nazi 
campaign are speeches like Henry 
Wallace’s, projecting a new and 
better world, with freedom, equal- 
ity, and justice for all. And state- 
ments like the President's discrim- 
inating between Nazi criminals 
and harmless people who have 
been forced into collaborating with 
their party masters.

But we might also learn some- 
thing from our enemies about the 
effectiveness of censorship. For 
they have certainly given censor- 
ship a good trial, They even have 
death sentences for listening to 
radio—and it doesn’t help. The 
old phrase “curiosity once killed a 
cat” reveals a profound truth. 
People want to know things. And 
where they don’t know, they spec- 
ulate, and the speculations become 
rumors, and rumors become po- 
litical facts. 

The motto on the Czech insignia 
is “Truth Prevaiis.” It does, if 
you give it half a chance. 


CHINA TO LET U.S. PUT 
ENVOY AT RED BORDER 


He Will Be Consul in Sinki- 
ang, Link in Last Land 
Route to China.

CHUNGKING, Jan. 30. —The 
disclosure that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has authorized the United 
States to establish a consulate in 
the far northwestern province of 
Sinkiang — Chinese Turkestan — 
marks a significant development 
in the colorful political and dip- 
lomatic history of that remote 
frontier region. 

Situated adjacent to the Soviet 
boundary, and possessing an area 
larger than that of France, Sin- 
kiang is an integral link in the 
U. S. S. R.—Chinese supply route 
which, as the last remaining high- 
way into China, is of great po- 
tential importance. 

At the beginning of last sum- 
mer, Sinkiang’s governor, Gen. 
Sheng Shih-tsai, began positive 
measures of great potential im- 
portance to strengthen. relations 
with the central government at 
Chungking to which he owes al- 
legiance. Since then Chungking 
has sent numerous emissaries to 
Sinkiang to confer with Gen. 
Sheng and a branch of the Chinese 
Foreign Office was established at 
Tihua, capital of Sinkiang. 

Gen. Sheng’s invitation to Chung- 
king to dispatch geologists, 
teachers and technicians to Sin- 
kiang was accepted. Some of these 
have already arrived and taken up 
residence. The geologists have 
made a preliminary survey of 
Sinkiang’s wealth. 

Gen. Sheng’s most recent ges- 
ture of co-operation was the es- 
tablishment of a provincial branch 
of the Kuomintang Party, with 
himself as its head. There has 
been a fundamental change in the 
Sinkiang provincial organization, 
with Gen. Sheng retaining all ex- 
isting authority under Chungking 
sovereignty. : 

Edmond Clubb, second secretary 
of the United States Embassy 
here, will become the first Ameri- 
can consul at Tihua. He is leav- 
ing next week for Lanchow, 
where he will remain a few weeks 
before proceeding to his post. The 
British, who long have had a con- 
sulate at Kashgar, in western 
Sinkiang, will also have consular 
representation in Tihua., 

Sinkiang has a population of 
severa] million, chiefly of Turkish 
and Moslem origin, but it has a 
central element of Chinese.

U. S. Still Lacks

democracy cannot lower itself to 
this level and the activities of the 
military are circumscribed. From 
all appearances, most of this work 
is now concentrated in the uSS, 
which, according to the executive 
order creating it has two func- 
tions: (1) “Collect and analyze 
such strategic information as may 
be required by the United States 
Joint Chiefs of Staff,” and (2) 
“plan and direct such special serv- 
ices as may be directed” by the 
Joint Chiefs. 

OSS Spent $17,876,000 in Year. 

OSS is supplied from the Presi- 
dent’s war emergency funds and 
reports on its expenditures to the 
Bureau of the Budget and not to 
Congress. The President’s budget 
message this month disclosed that 
OSS spent $17,876,000 in fiscal year 
1942 and had estimated expendi- 
tures of $17,718,000 for the current 
year. It hag not yet submitted its 
requirements for next fiscal year, 
and in view of reports that Dono- 
van is rapidly expanding opera- 
tions, the request will be for @ 
relatively large sum. The number 
of employes is not known but 
other agencies complain that OSS 
is trying to pirate some of their 
best men, especially those who 
know foreign languages. 

Donovan and his agents are 
often referred to as “the cloak and 
dagger boys,” because of their 
secret operations and general air

The tension between OWI and

council to supervise the so-called 
“defensive” psychological warfare. 
On this council were to be repre- 
sentatives of the State and War 
Departments, OSS, OWI, BEW, Of- 
fice of Inter-American Affairs, Of- 
fice of Foreign Relief and Re 
habilitation and the Lend-Lease 
Administration. 

The Catch in the Directive. 

The catch in the directive was 
that OSS, acting for the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, would have the 
final say on foreign propaganda. 
Elmer Davis of OWI and his top 
officials, including Robert E. Sher- 
wood and James Warburg, would 
have nothing to do with the direc- 
tive. They pointed out that OWI 
derived its authority over all prop- 
aganda directly from the President 
while the OSS was formally a crea- 
ture of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and that its executive order con- 
tained not one word about propa- 
ganda. 

Conflicts In the operational field 

preceded the controversies in 
Washington. For example, OSS 
had bought a newspaper in a neu- 
tral country and was issuing its 
own propaganda. OWI has no 
funds with which to buy newspa- 
pers but it thought it should di- 
rect propaganda from any newspa- 
per or radio station acquired by 
OSS. The main reason for the 
OWl’s adamant position was the 
belief that propaganda should be 
in charge of civilians who would 
not be dominated by the military 
mentality. 
“The inter-agency rows can be 
settled only by the President, who 
issued the original executive or- 
ders setting up the new agencies. 
The Committee for National Mo- 
rale, a voluntary group of civil- 
ians, offered a general solution 
based on a survey of German 
methods and American organiza- 
tions. The findings are in a 300- 
page book, “German Psychological 
Warfare,” published by Putnam 
This solution does not indicate how 
the ideal should be attained, nor 
has any responsible official in 
Washington offered a practical 
plan. But one must be found if 
the Allies are to make use of this 
new weapon of total warfare.

PARTY TO FRONT

Supervises Overpowering 
of Three Japs, Killing 
of Three Others En- 


countered on Way.

WITH ADVANCE UNITED 
STATES TROOPS AT GUADAI- 
CANAL FRONT LINES, Jan. 26 
(Delayed) (AP).—Maj. Gen. Joseph 
Collins of New Orleans showed to- 
day that he could supervise in- 
dividual hand-to-hand fighting as 
well as maneuver larger army 
units. : 

In so demonstrating he joined a 
growing number of Generals who 
aren't fighting this war in the tra- 
ditional manner, That is, they no 
longer sit at comfortable posts far 
from the front directing operations 
solely from maps and second-hand 
reports, 

In the dense jungle northwest 
of Kokumbona, Gen. Collins led a 
small party which captured three 
Japanese soldiers and killed three 
others. 

He originally set out with the 
object of contacting a forward 
Army unit. He was accompanied 
by Lieut. Col. J. K. Bush of 
Salem, Ind., Capt. Paul Melichamp 
of Summerville, S. C., the General’s 
aide, and two enlisted men. 

Japs Cowering in Hole. 

They saw the first Japanese 
cowering in a hole amid the tree 
roots. The General motioned to 
him to come out. The Japanese 
refused so Collins sent his men in 
to get him. The struggling Japa- 
nese was pulled out. 

Next they came upon a Japanese 
in a hole and armed with a bay- 
onet but no rifle. The Japanese 
drew the bayonet across in front 
of his throat. The Americans were 
mot sure whether his gesture 
meant he would cut his own 
throat or intended to cut theirs, 
so Collins ordered a “flanking” 
movement from both sides. Two 
men executed the movement with 
Col. Bush slipping in close with 
@ wooden club. Bush finally man- 
aged to hit the man’s arm, knock- 
ing the bayonet out of his hands, 
and then capture was easy. 

The next Japanese was found in 
a lean-to, resting and apparently 
unarmed. The Americans told him 
to come out, but he refused. The 
Japanese had his hands under a 
blanket and appeared to be con- 
cealing something. Gen. Collins 
told Bush to flip up the blanket. 

Three Enemies Killed. 

The Colonel.did so, and the Japa- 
mese reached to. the top of the 
lean-to where a hand grenade was 
fastened. Bush grabbed the man’s 
arm, got scratched but held on, 
and then the others rushed up to 
pin him down. 

In the other three cases—the 
fatal ones—the General’s party 
tried to capture the Japanese but 
they were obstinate. They were 
found in dugouts and holes and 
tried to fire rifles or throw hand 
grenades. As a result they were

Output; Man Power Biggest Problem 


Willow Run Hired 3900 Workers, Lost 2100 
in November, Many of Them to Armed 


Forces, WPB 


Report Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
Breaking some of the official si- 
lence about the Ford Motor Co.’s 
huge Willow Run bomber plant, 
the War Production Board sd to- 
day that “there have been: many 
disappointments in connection 
with the Willow Run operation, 
and the plant, even now, is far 
from peak production.” 

“Discussions about the reasons 
for its long lag have been many,” 
the report continued, without de- 
tailing them, “but bombers are 
being turned out and production 
is increasing.” 

Operations of ‘Villow Run and 
other big war plants in the Detroit 
area were reviewed in a statement 
issued through the Office of War 
Information and described as “an 
eye-witness account of war produc- 
tion in Detroit—the biggest arsenal 
in the arsenal of democracy.” 

Man Power Biggest Problem. 

The report listed man power as 
the most serious problem at Wil- 
low Run, which, it noted, was 30 
miles west of Detroit. 

“The plant is finding it difficult 
to get competent workers—and to 
hold those they hire,” WPB said. 
“The tooling job has proved to be 
more efficient than is generally 
believed—even in Detroit—and not 
more than half of the number of 
workers at first thought necessary 
will be required. But virtually all 
of the newcomers require training. 
Approximately 10,000 of those now 
in the plant are women. Officials 
speak well of their application and 
interest in the work, and their 
demonstration of intelligence.” 


In November the plant hired 


3900 workers and lost 2100, many 
of whom went into the armed 
forces, the report noted, 


Shortage of Housing. 
The plant’s man power problem, 
according to WPB, has been ag- 
gravated by the lack of adequate 


housing near Willow Run. The 
report continued: 

“Trailer camps cluster around 
nearby towns. Along the roads 
may be seen frame structures, 
some of them hardly better than 
shacks, being built by workers in 
their off hours. Controversies as 
to the selection of sites delayed 
construction of a large amount of 
housing which had been planned 
for workers.” 

“Some help will come soon, how- 
ever, when the first of 3000 dormi- 
tory units will be ready. Nearly 
a thousand trailers are also being 
brought in. In the spring 2500 
family dwelling units should be 
ready for workers and their fam- 
ilies. Several thousand additional 
houses are also under construction 
in nearby places. ... 

“Willow Run exemplifies the 
man power problems of Detroit— 
a shortage of highly skilled ma- 
chinists who are key men and a 
tremendous turnover of workers 
because of housing and transporta- 
tion congestion.” 

River Rouge Operations, 

The Ford River Rouge plant, the 
report continued, makes “iron and 
steel, chemicals, plastics, glass and 
many of the machines of war that 
are made from these materials. 
Here several times the number of 
workers as at Willow Run are 
busy night and day. Within the 
limits of this giant industrial op- 
eration huge ships unload their 
cargoes of ore, coal, metal scrap, 


‘to make 


rubber,, soya beans—to be loaded 
with armor plate, motors, tanks, 
airplane parts, trucks, and combat 
vehicles of various types.” 

General Motors, with 104 plants 
in 46 cities and 13 states, “is the 
largest producer of war materials 
in the country.” Within a 25-mile 
radius of Detroit it performs 17 
operations. 

“To the west,” the report con- 
tinued, “are tanks and Diesel en- 
gines, airplane instruments: and 
sub-assemblies, perts for guns, mil- 
itary trucks and aircraft engines. 
To the north, antiaircraft cannon 
of 20, 40 and 90 mm. dimensions, 
aerial torpedoes and parts for 
many other products. Off to the 
east, 3- and 5-inch naval gun hous- 
ings, bomber sub-assemblies, shells, 
military truck parts and tank 
transmissions. And to the south, 
even across the Detroit River in 
Canada, is to be found a G. M.-op- 
erated machine gun plant within 
the 25-mile radius.” 


Cannon on Conveyor Line. 
Engineers “have put even the 
big 90 mm. cannon on a conveyor 


line. They have made it possible 
10 Oerlikon antiaircraft 
guns today in the time it took to 
make five a year ago.” 

The report also mentioned oper- 
ation of a 66 million dollar tank 
arsenal by Chrysler Corporation, 
the Packard Motor Car Co.’s pro- 
duction of aircraft and marine en- 
gines and the making of airplane 
sub-assemblies by the Briggs Man- 
ufacturing Co., Murray Corpora- 
tion, Chrysler, Hudson and Wood- 
all Fisher. 

“Hudson’s main project is opera- 
tion of a gigantic Navy ordnance 
arsenal, the largest of the kind, in 
the mass production of antiair- 
craft cannon and other arma- 
ments,” the report added: “Gra- 
ham Paige, like Hudson, is mak- 
ing aircraft engine parts for 
Wright. Graham’s big job is am- 
phibian tanks—used by the Ma- 
rines in landing operations.” 


“Fantastic Picture.” 


Around the clock, WPB said, 
Detroit “lives with its labor-man- 
agement problems, its materials 
problems, its tussles with the Fed- 
eral Governmént. Night clubs are 
open until] the early hours and 
taxi drivers harvest fares by driv- 


ing long distances within the city.” 

Detroit’s rapid growth, “its ra- 
cial mixtures generating misunder- 
standings, its giant corporations, 
its strongly organized unions, its 
groups who advance various social 
and political ideas” all “mingle 
into a fantastic picture of war- 
time prosperity and social ten- 
sions,” WPB said. 

“Despite the fact that Detroit 
is very prosperous, it does not 
take easily to restraints on work 
or pleasure, 

“Another situation that has cre- 
ated difficulties is the growth of 
Negro population. One cannot 
travel in Detroit without discover- 
ing instances of tension between 
whites and Negroes. Negroes have 
contributed their share to the re- 
cent growth of the city and have 
spread into areas where they have 
not previously lived; and, although 
a survey indicates that they have 
been given jobs only in proportion 
of their percentage of their total 
population, the Negro’s improved 
status is sometimes resented.” 


PIERRE CHAUTEMPS ARRESTED 


LONDON, Jan. 30 (AP).—The 
German controlled Paris radio said 
tonight that French police had ar- 
rested Pierre Chautemps, brother 
of former Premier Camille Chau- 
temps, on a charge of having il- 
legal correspondence with his 
brother. 

(On Nov. 13 the former Premier 
offered to serve Gen. Henri Giraud 
as‘*a private in North Africa. He 
was living in Washington.)

No. 28 
Miscellaneous Income 


This series of articles, of which 
this is one, is based on the inter- 
nal revenue code and provides 
information for the millions of 
persons whose Federal income 
tax returns for 1942 must be filed 
not later than March 15. 

HE Federal income tax return 

T form 1040, used by individuals, 
is designed to show, by sepa- 
rate entries, the various kinds of 
income most commonly found. In- 
come from miscellaneous sources, 
including the net ,rofit (or loss) 
from partnerships, fiduciary in- 
come, and other income, is shown 
in item 10 of the return form. 
Where an individual is engaged 
in business or profession in part- 
nership with others, a partnership 
return (form 1065) must be filed 
for the partnership. This return 
is filed for information purposes 
only, as partnerships are not sub- 
ject to income tax as such, but 
the amount of net income (or loss) 
from the partnership is reported 
in the returns of the individual 
members of the partnership ac- 
cording to their shares. This net

income (or loss) is shown in item 
10, and an explanation, with ref- 
erence to the partnership, must 
be shown in schedule I of the re- 
turn. 


In the case of trust funds set up 
for beneficiaries, an income tax re- 
turn (form 1041) is required to be 
filed by the trustee or fiduciary; 
the distributable portion of income 
is, however, nontaxable to the fi- 
duciary, but must be reported in 
the individual income tax return 
of the beneficiary or beneficiaries, 
together with an explanation (in 
schedule I) of the source. Such 
beneficial income received under a 
trust would be shown in item 10 
of the return. 


Other income to be reported in 
item 10 might arise from _ inci- 
dental transactions, apart from the 
taxpayer’s regular business or pro- 
fession; but gains or losses from 
the sales of securities would be 
reported in item 8 (unless the tax- 
payer is a security dealer, in which 


case the results of the business are 
reported in item 9). 

In item 10 also would be includ- 
ed any income from gambling or 
other like winnings. Winnings 
from gambling, whatever’ the 
source or character, must, of 
course, be reported by the taxpay- 
er; he is allowed, however, to de- 
duct any gambling losses incurred 
during the year up to an amount 
equal to the winnings. A net loss 
from gambling is not an allowable 
deduction,

Expanding Program for St. Louis Women Producing | 


Supplies in Hospitals for World-Wide Use By 
Armed Forces —I7 Units Participating. 


© help in the war effort, one 

which 8000 St. Louis women 
have availed themselves of, is to 
work for the Red Cross in mak- 
ing surgical dressings. Ninety 
per cent of all dressings used by 
our armed forces all over the 
world are made by Red Cross 
volunteers. It doesn’t take much 
imagination to visualize the use 
that a surgical sponge, now in 
the process of being constructed 
at Barnes Hospital, or any one 
of the other 16 units engaged in 
the work, may be put to. The 
housewife who devotes no more 
than the minimum three hours 
a week to the service may well 
have the conviction that her 
work in some small measure will 
help the fighting men in her 
family, whether they are in 
North Africa or New Guinea. 


Commercially manufactured 
dressings, plentiful enough in 
peacetime, now constitute only 
one tenth of what is needed. 
Supplying the rest is the job 
undertaken by the Red Cross. 
The War Department furnishes 
the gauze and specifies the quan- 
tity and type of dressing. The 
Red Cross formerly assumed 
complete responsibility, from 
buying the gauze to estimating 
the quantity the workers could 
produce. Nowadays the expense 
is more than the Red Cross 
could undertake and the urgency 
is such that quotas are set by 
the Government, to be met some- 
how by the volunteers. 


With American troops being 
sent to more and more battle 
fronts, the demand for surgical 
dressings grows greater every 
day. The St. Louis chapter made 
slightly less than four million 
dressings in 1942, of which about 
three-fourths were made after 
Aug. 1. Local volunteers devoted 
72,000 hours to the work in De- 
cember. Figures are not yet 
available for January.

In addition to the 
above groups, the Altenheim 
makes small dressings for use 
at the Red Cross Blood Donor 
Service. 


Daily Sessions. 


HREE sessions, of three 
T hours each, are conducted 

daily at each hospital. 
The average number of work- 
ers present at each session 
is 45. A daily chairman, assisted 
by a co-chairman, is in charge, 
under the direction of the hos- 
pital chairman. Novices have the 
help of instructors. 

Materials — cotton and gauze 
which is already cut to size—are 
sent to the hospitals to be con- 
verted into a variety of dress- 
ings. Sponges two inches square, 
exactly measured with rulers, 
are made from large pieces of 
cloth by meticulous folding. Cot- 
ton pads, measuring eight by 10 
inches, are made from pieces of 
cotton, cut at the hospital, and 
gauze wrapped to specification. 
Abdominal packs, requiring bast- 
ing and machine stitching; sur- 
geons’ masks and four-by-four 
sponges are other categories 
manufactured in quantities. The 
layman’s term for this Red 
Cross service, “bandage rolling,” 
may be attributed to the rolled 
dressings which the Red Cross 
made for the French in 1939. 
Nowadays the Red Cross makes 
only the more complicated dress- 
ings those requiring measuring, 
folding and stitching. 

Once the dressings are packed 
in paper sacks at the hospital, 
they are not inspected until 
they are used. The necessity 
for, extreme care in removing 
all ravelings and making cer- 
tain that no foreign matter 
clings to the gauze is obvious. 

The volunteer, reporting for 
the first time, wears a _ white 
uniform, which may be a 
simple button-down-the-front cot- 
ton dress, a coronet which she 
buys from the Red Cross, and a 
hair net. She must wear neither 
lipstick nor nail polish. She 
washes her hands carefully at 
the hospital and then sits down 
to work at an oil cloth-covered 
table which has been cleaned 
before the session begins. At 
first her work is supervised by 
an instructor who demonstrates 
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the work the group is doing. At 
one table several workers count 
the completed dressings and 
tie them in bundles of the re- 
quired size. The packers, among 
the most. skilled volunteers, 
place the bundles into paper 
sacks, always in the same pat- 
tern, seal the sacks and affix 
to them Red Cross labels stat- 
ing the kind and quantity of 
dressings. The filled sacks are 
collected by the Red Cross Mo- 
tor Corps and delivered to the 
Production Center, 482 North 
Kingshighway, where they are 
packed in moisture-proof car- 
tons. From the Production 
Center the cartons are sent to 
medical depots for distribution 
all over the world. 

Immediately under Mrs. Bliss, 
in the technical phase of the 
work, are four area supervisors 
for the St. Louis Chapter, who 
are responsible for the hospitals 
in their district, The area super- 
visors keep in close touch with 
the various hospital chairmen, 
who may be on duty all day for 
several consecutive days if a 
new dressing is introduced. 


Institute for Leaders. 


N order to train women to 
| instruct at the various hos- 

pitals, the Red Cross has 
organized a training school 
called the Institute. Since No- 
vember, Mrs. Lee W. Van Cleave 
has been teaching at the Insti- 
tute in the Beaumont Building. 
At present she has three classes 
a week, with 20 to 35 pupils in 
each class. Promising volun- 
teers, picked by the chairman of 
the day at the hospital, are sent 
to the Institute for additional 
instruction so that they in turn 
may become chairmen or in- 
structors, 


Registration for surgical 
dressings may be made in per- 
son or by telephone at Head- 
quarters, 3414 Lindell boulevard, 
the Production Center or the 
county branch. Mrs. William C. 
D’Arcy and Mrs. J, Wesley Mc- 
Afee take the majority of regis- 
trations and assign volunteers to 
hospitals that are convenient to 
them and where they are 
needed. Registration cannot be 
made at the hospital room. The 
volunteer must enroll through 
one of the three Red Cross of- 
fices.

@ THE SEWING on of buttons is a woman’s job. Some men 
are adept at it, but they are as scarce as Republicans in Mis- 
sissippi.

needie, for instance. No matter how good his eyes are with a 
gun, no matter how correctly he is able to time his punches in 
a fight, the process of poking thread through a needle’s eye re- 
duces him to a shaking, cussing, helpless shambles.

Most men sew buttons on too tight. The standard 
procedure after sewing one on too tight is to grab the 
button and pull it in an effort to stretch the thread. 
Unfortunately, thread is not made of rubber or lastex. 
The result of this pulling is always the same. Either 
you yank the button from its moorings and have to start 
all over again, or get the front of the shirt so dirty and 
rumpled from this unfair tug of war that the shirt has 
to be sent to the laundry before it can be worn. 
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@ TOO, FEW MEN can sew ona button without drawing blood 
—their own blood. A goodly share of the stitches are taken in 
the thumb, and the thumb always manages to see to it that 
the blood drops on the shirt front. We have seen men whose 
shirts, after they had put buttons on it, looked more like a ban- 
dage than a standard bit of wearing apparel.

DEC. 18, 1942—In the quiet and 
prosperous town of New Iberia, in 
the lush Bayou Teche country of 
Louisiana, a respected, hard-work- 
ing man of 62 sits at the supper 
table with his wife and five chil- 
dren. There is a knock at the 
door. Rising from: the table, the 
gray, slightly stooped man says 
quietly to his wife, “Well, Mom, I 
guess it’s here.” 

After 23 years, Ben Anderson 
was at last faced with the pay- 
ment date of the balance due on 
the price assessed by the State of 
Missouri for an indiscretion of his 
youth, 

“When the ‘law came,” Ben An- 
derson said calmly yesterday when 
this reporter found him at his 
weather-beaten, five-room home at 
the edge of this little town of New 
Iberia, “it was like someone took 
a big load off my back. For 23 
years, I knew I was a hunted man. 
It was never out of my mind. It 
is a good thing now to have it 
over. The only thing I hated was 
that they had to pick me up in 
front of my kids.” 

Now out on parole to the fore- 
man of the tank construction crew 
in which he works, Ben spent two 
weeks in the city jail of New 
Iberia. While he was in jail—to 
comply with the formalities—the 
housewives of New Iberia took bas- 
kets of food and gifts of clothing 
to his family. Mayor William Lourd 
of New Iberia issued a statement 
describing Ben as “an ideal father, 
husband and citizen,” and promptly 
set Ben’s case before Louisiana’s 
Governor, Sam ‘Jones, The Gov- 
ernor has granted Ben an opportu- 
nity to resist Missouri’s request for 
extradition and has set Feb. 9 as 
the date for the hearing on the 
demand for his return. At the 
hearing in Louisiana’s capital, Ba- 
ton Rouge, Mayor Lourd of New 
Iberia -will himself present testi- 
monial letters from people who are 
eager and willing to testify that 
for 23 years Ben Anderson has led 
an exemplary life.

TOLID and taciturn, Ben is a 

man who wastes no words. The 

secret with which he was 
weighed down for 23 years made 
him, he says, “an unnaturally quiet 
man,” 

“And since last July, I guess I 
got even quieter,” he explains, “It 
was then that we all had to get 
Coast Guard identification papers 
for traveling by water to' get back 
and forth to our work. When I 
had to have my picture taken and 
get fingerprinted, I knew then that 
it wouldn’t be long before they 
found me. Now if I have to go 
back and serve out my term, I’m 
ready. My enly worry is what'll 
happen to my wife and kids.” 

The story of Ben Anderson’s life 
réads like the invention of a movie 
script writer. 

Born in Vinita, Ok., Ben was 
only six years old when his father 
died. His mother took in washing 
and ironing and baked light bread 
for sale to support her family. 

“I can remember her a stand- 
ing over an ironin’ board at two 
and three o’clock in the morning,” 
Ben says. “And ‘when I got old 
enough I used to deliver the wash- 
in’ and ironin’ and peddle the light 
bread. Then I used to get odd jobs 
around to help out, too.” 

At the age of 12, Ben went to 
work in the oi] fields. At 14 he 
was holding down a man’s job 
as a rig builder. His education 
consisted of only a few day’s 
schooling. To this day he cannot 
read. His writing is limited to the 
signing of his name, 

“IT took my first man’s job at 
Bartlesville; Ok.,” Ben says in go- 
ing back to the days before a few 
too many drinks of whisky changed 
the pattern of his whole life, “And 
from then on I follered the booms 
right on through. There was 10 
years in there when I made big 
money and maybe I was kinda 
wild. But I learned my lesson, I 
guess today I’m harder against 
likker than anything else in the 
world,” 

Raised and educated in the 
rough and tough life of the oil 
boom towns, Ben was a strapping, 
six-foot devil-may-care young man 
of 26 when he and a bunch of 
roughnecks from the Oklahoma oil

fields took over a Joplin saloon on 
an August evening in 1916. 


“We were all drunk,” Ben says 
simply, “and when we was picked 
up for forgery, I wanted to plead 
not guilty. But the judge says 
there my name was on that check 
whether I remembered puttin’ it 
there or not, and that the best 
thing to do was to throw myself 
on the mercy of the court. He said 
if I stood trial I’d get from five to 
10 years, but that if I asked the 
mercy of the court I’d get two 
years. I wouldn’t say it was a 
very fair trial. I pleaded guilty, 
but instead of the two years the 
judge promised me, I got five.” 


During the two and one-half 
years he spent in prison before 
his escape, Ben, used to the rough 
and active life of the oll fields, 
chafed at the periods of inactivity. 
He welcomed work on the convict 
road gangs. And then one day in 
July of 1919, swinging a pick on a 
road job near the Arkansas border, 
he suddenly found himself present- 
ed with an opportunity to escape. 

“There wasn’t nobody watchin’ 
and I just walked off into the 
swamp,” Ben says undramatically. 
“I made my way to Jonesboro, 
Ark., and then to Oil City, La., 
and then to West Texas. I'd pick 
out boomin’ towns where strangers 


wasn’t nothin’ out of the ordinary. 
But I couldn’t get rid of the feelin’ 
that the next day or the next day 
would be the day when they’d pick 
me up.” 

In his simple way, Ben did not 
even bother to change his name. 

“I didn’t do nothing to get me 
a police record in any of them 
towns,” he says. “And I couldn’t 
see how changin’ my name would 
help any.” 

Fifteen years ago in Blackwell, 
Ok., Ben visited his mother, There 
he met a i17-year-old girl, a di- 
vorcee and the mother of a year- 
old baby. That girl is today the 
mother of his five children, 

“IT was out in the yard hanging 
up washing,” Mrs. sAnderson says, 
“and Ben come over and asked 
me how I'd like to have a pair of 
shoes. We got married soon after 
that and Ben’s been as good a man 
ever since as you could find for a 
husband.” 

Still guarding the secret that he 
was a hunted man, Ben and his 
wife traveled from oil field to oil 
field, wherever there was work to 
be had for an expert tank builder. 
Five years ago he joined the tank 
construction crew of the National 
Tank Co., and settled down in New 
Iberia. 

“There couldn’t be a _ better, 


harder-working man,” P. V. Wor- 
bington, crew foreman to whom 
Ben is paroled, told this reporter. 
“When the police picked him up, 
none of us could imagine what it 
was for. I’ve known Ben for five 
years and right now he’s the only 
experienced man I’ve got left on 
the job. Why the Sunday after 
they took Ben to jail was the first 
Sunday he’s had off in six 
months.” 
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ROUND New Iberia, folks have

Anderson. They point out that 
in addition to his own five chil- 
dren he has reared a 16-year-old 
stepdaughter. His home is poor 
and ramshackle, but it is sur- 


rounded by a good garden which’ 


Ben tends carefully in his little 
time off from work. His chil- 
dren worship him, 

“When the police came and took 
their daddy away,” Mrs. Ander- 
son says, “I couldn’t get the kids 
to eat. Of course the youngest 
ones don’t quite understand, but 
June and Betty, they understood 
and they got right sick.” 

On the day that this reporter 
visited the Anderson home all five 
of the children were at home. 
June,. 13; Betty, 11; John, 9, and

Marguerite, 7, were having a day’s 
vacation between school terms. 
Kathleen, 3, was making the most 
of her sisters’ and brother’s holi- 
day. The stepdaughter, Irene, 16, 
was at work in a New Iberia cafe. 
“I make good money,” Ben said 
in apologizing for the condition of 
the Anderson home, barely fur- 
nished and topsy-turvy from hav- 
ing five children home on a holi- 
day, “but it takes a lot to feed 
this big a family. But I keep them 
in school and if they let me go 
back to work after the hearing 
I’m going to see that these kids 
get the education I never got.” 
If, on Feb. 9, Missouri’s request 
for the return of Anderson to 
serve out the remaining two and 
one-half years of his sentence for 
second-degree forgery is refused, 
he may be promoted to foreman 
of his tank construction crew, 


“T want to go back home to 
Texas and open up a plumbing 
shop,” the present foreman, P. V. 
Worbington, explains. “Ben’s the 
logical man to take my place. 
He’s a good man and he’s going to 
be a lot more use to his family 
and to the country right here, than 
he’s ever going to be in the peni- 
tentiary.” 

“And,” says Mrs. Worbington, 
“T hate to think of what will hap- 
pen to those kids. When the 
police took their daddy away, 
those kids screamed and took on 
worse than if somebody was dead.” 

Ben Anderson did his quiet 
share of “takin’ on”, too. 

“IT cried,” he says, simply. “I 
cried like a baby. When you 
dread something for 23 years and 
it finally happens, I guess you 
can’t help it. Maybe them tears 
was just relief.”

Officer Tells of Work Waves Are Doing to Help Release U. S. Navy Men for Sea Duty

é6é HIS is no time,” bumbled 
T Representative Beverly M. 
Vincent of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee early last sum- 
mer, “to put butterflies in “the 
Navy.” 


But the” Waves sailed into effi- 
cient being despite such apron- 
flapping interference and Vincent 
since has had to eat his words 
without benefit of sugar. Meeting 
Lieut. (j. g.) Frances Rich gives 
you a pretty good idea why. She’s 
as representative of the “Women 
Accepted for Volunteer Emergency 
Service” as their natty Mainbocher 
uniforms and about as  butter- 
flighty as a 21-gun salute. 


Daughter of actress Irene Rich, 
Frances gave up a bright future 
as a sculptor for a purposeful 
present as a lady tar when the 
first bugle sounded for recruits 
last August; entered the WAVE 
Midshipmen’s Training Station at 
Smith College for innoculations, 
indoctrination and a month of in- 
tense training with the first class 
of 120; spent four months there 
as regional subcommander in 
charge of discipline and drilling 
and now is stumping the country 
for V-Mail with a Wartime address 
that reads “Naval Postal Commit 
nications, Navy Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C.” It was to tell St. 
Louisans about microfilmed V-Mail 
and to check on the progress of 
local recruiting, that she put in 
here last week, keeping just one 
jump ahead of a speaking sched- 
ule that would have intimidated 
W. J. Bryan, | 


“We all work hard,” she said 
cheerily, flashing a bright. smile. 
“In Washington, at the training 
schools, at recruiting stations, it’s 
thrilling to find that amazing 
esprit de corps that never ques- 
tions long hours and fascinating, 
but sometimes tiring work. I was 
so worried about some of the gifs 
coming into Washington from the 
class that graduated at Northamp- 
ton early this month. There were so 
many problems connected with get- 
ting settled, finding a place to live, 
and walking endless miles through 
those Government building corri- 
dors. But you know—” she arched 
her brows and gave her shoulders 
a quick, continental shrug—“they 
weren't at all concerned. ‘We love 
it,’ they said. And they do.” 


The war came home to Frances 
Rich when that venturesome Jap 
sub shelled the California coast 
last February. The war came 
right through the shrubbery and 
fruit trees in her yard, knocked at 
the door of her pleasant, secluded 
studio-home, and asked to use her 
telephone, 


“There was an Army observation 
post stationed on my place,” she 
explained. “They reported the 
shelling from there. The studio I 
had designed at Santa Barbara was 
finished in October. I lived in it 
six months. 


“There isn’t must in the way ef 
contributing to a war effort when 
you're comfortably shut away in a 
world of your own,” she went on 
matter-of-factly, “so I went to 
work doing artist-drafting at the 
Lockheed plant in Burbank—mak- 
ing engineering illustrations for 
parts and service manuals.”

“I went East by plane,” Frances 
explained, laughing, “and thought 
it would be simpler to take them 
along than to have them sent later. 
But I took a terrific ribbing, arriv- 
ing in the midst of a heat wave 
with a mink coat.”

the sort of occupational humor that 
eases the rigors of training in 
other branches of naval and mili- 
tary service, set the good-natured 
pace for the first Waves—archi-

all as keenly individualistic as 
capable, independent women can 
be. No one, not even Lieut. Com. 
Mildred McAfee, who left the 
presidency of Wellesley College to 
head the Waves, expected adjust- 
ments from civilian life to be easy. 

“But they were,” said Lieut. 
Rich. “It was remarkable, and 
rather wonderful, to see women 
liberally educated to be original 
and individualistic fit themselves 
into a scheduled day, becoming 
rigid conformists and loving it.”

Wave's day at the Northamp- 
A ton Training Station for Mid- 
shipmen begins at 5:45 when 
a fire bell that sounds like an 
enormous alarm clock goes brrrrrr, 
tumbling the students out of bed. 

“Usually,” recalled Lieut. Rich, 
“you forgot you were in the upper 
bunk and landed on the floor with 
acrash. They’re softies back there 
now,” she twinkled. “They have 
ladders.” 

In 40 minutes, middy maidens 
dress, “police” their rooms, make 
beds with neat Dutch corners, 
leave everything ship-shape and se- 
cured, and fal into columns of 
fours for the march to breakfast. 
Fifty-minute classes begin at 8 a. 
m., and these are marched to, 
Annapolis fashion, with back-to- 
sschoolers standing at attention un- 
til the command “Seats” puts them 
at alert ease for the lecture. 

Classes are in ships and aircraft; 
naval administration, organization 
and procedure, history, traditions 
and customs, personnel and eti- 
quette. These are interrupted for 
noon lunch, resumed in the after- 
noon, with another interruption for 
drill.

There is an hour's liberty before 
dinner, study hall from 7:30 to 
9:30, lights out at 10 p. m. “We 
laughed a lot about that. The 
Smith girls, much younger than 
most of us, could stay up until 11.” 


Navy “regs” that answer such 
questions as “What is a flag offi- 
cer? What is a courts-martial?” 
and “Bluejacket’s Manual” are 
Bible and dictionary in all WAVE 
schools—the Lakehurst (N. J.), 
Memphis, Atlanta and Norman

Training for officership comes later 
for those chosen for it, with further 
work at Northampton, “gradua- 
tion” from the rank of probation- 
ary midshipman to officer and 
specialist. Non-commissioned pay 
may run as high as the $126 a 
month, plus subsistance and rental 
allowance, of a chief petty officer. 
“It’s the enlisted girls who'll be

“There’s too much studying to 
be done to take many _ shore 
leaves,” said Lieut. Rich, “but now 
and then the girls run over to Bos- 
ton or New York after Captain’s 
inspection on Saturday.” 

Two of the brightest memories 
of her training, and of the four 
months she spent as subcomman- 
der to Lieut. Elizabeth Bolard 
Crandall, former assistant dean at 
Leland Stanford and commanding 
officer at Northampton, are of 
“singing in the ranks” and the day 
the uniforms came. 

“We made up our own songs, 
and so did the class of 900 that 
came in after us. It’s beautiful to 
watch the columns, students lead- 
ing their own platgons, march 
down the hill to mess on a dim, 
wet night and to hear them sing- 
ing—This Is the Navy, Mr. Jones,”

Rich, the 
proposal to release Waves for 
overseas duty still is pending in 
Congress, “but first we must re- 
lease, at home, as many Navy 
men as possible. That’s.a big 
enough job for right now.”

plications and may so lower the 
body’s resistance that other ail- 
ments are invited. 

If you are in good condition 
you won’t be so likely to catch a 
cold, so don’t let yourself get run- 
down, or over-tired, or go way 
past mealtime without eating. Ex- 
posure to dampness, wet and cold, 
lowers the resistance to this ail- 
ment, too. It’s not a fable that 
wet feet may lead to a cold— 
there’s plenty of truth in that; it 
causes the blood vessels in the 
nose and air passages to clamp 
down and thus deprives the tis- 
sues of food and defensive ma- 
terials needed to combat the in- 
vading germs. Keep out of the 
way of blasts from sneezers and 
coughers; droplets sprayed out in 
this fashion spread the ultra-tiny 
cold germs from one person to an- 
other. 

Keep away from colds, even 
if it’s your best friend who has 
one. You may feel healthy but 
you can still catch a cold, 

Once you have caught a cold, 
the best thing to do is to go to 
bed. Drink lots of fluids, includ- 
ing plenty of orange juice, and 
take what pills or laxative or nose 
spray or drops that your doctor 
orders. If you can’t get a doctor, 
then do very little if any self- 
dosing; just stay in bed and force 
yourself to drink fluids. A cold 
weakens the body’s defense and 
makes it an easy prey for pneu- 
monia germs.

Persons who 
appear healthy may harbor these 
dangerous germs, so play safe and 
stay away from the movies and 
other crowded places until your 
cold clears up. 
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DO YOU GET in a stew and 
worry about small things, or do 
you take disappointments and an- 
noyances with a_ philosophical 
calm? 

Jittery nerves may be both the 


cause and result of disturbed 
health. Thyroid trouble, or over- 
activity of this gland, may be pre- 
cipitated by worry. And the more 
this gland works overtime, the 
more jittery you get. 


The stomach may be directly af- 
fected by “nerves,” too; an emo- 
tional stress may stop the normal 
movements of the stomach and 
make food lie there longer than it 
should, causing dyspeptic symp- 
toms. High blood pressure, as well 
as some forms of heart disease, 
are thought to have some connec- 
tion with worry and mental strain. 
Nervousness may produce many 
vague symptoms of il] health, such 
as headaches, tiredness, poor elim- 
ination, dizziness and inability to 
concentrate, 


As a result of mental strain, 
there may be nervous habits which

COUPLE of days ago we 
A called up the Hollywood Vic- 

tory Committee and told the 
girl at the switchboard we'd like 
to speak to Ed Lowry.

“There’s a major and two 
captains ahead of you. If you’re 
higher than a major I might be 
able to put you through. Mr. 
Lowry is a busy man!” 

We had heard that Lowry was a 
busy man and as a consequence 
had decided to check up on him 
and see what he had been doing 
since he left St. Louis ten years 
ago after a record-breaking four- 
year run as master of ceremonies 
at the Ambassador Theater. 

That run still stands as a record 
in show business, for Lowry gave 
more than 5000 performances, a 
mark not touched or even ap- 
proached by Paul Ash and other 
top m. c.’s of that or any other day. 

Memory is short, but even so

URING his record run in St. 

Louis he was instrumental in

The story goes that some of the 
people Eddie helped develop gave 
him the well-known go-by when 
his star in show business began 
to fade several years ago, but if 
so, Lowry says nothing about it. 
As of this writing he gives every 
indication of being solid with 
everybody, and nobody in Holly- 
wood apparently is any busier. 


As indicated, it took us more 
than five minutes to convince the 
girl on the switchboard that we 
even rated a telephone conversa- 
tion with him. Once we got him 
on the line, Lowry told us to drop 
out and see him the following day 
at the Beverly Hills office of the

behind the Ambassador footlights. 

Eddie’s job as liaison man be- 
tween the USO and the Victory 
Committee is one of those 24-hour 
a day tasks which garners him 
very little recognition or apprecia- 
tion from the outside world, but 
it puts him at the top of the list 
of the many Hollywood people who 
are lending their talents to the en- 
tertainment field in the war effort. 


From nine o’clock in the morn- 
ing until all hours of the night 
Lowry handles a thousand and 
one miscellaneous details which 
surround the building up of an 
entertainment unit to send to 
army and navy posts all over the 
west coast. In the manner of a 
producer he “builds” a show—as- 
sembling the talent, writing the 
continuity and the gags, arranging 
the transportation and the props, 
rehearsing the orchestra and 
finally getting it out on the road 
where it begins its tour of the 
camps. 

These units may consist of a 
piano player and a singer or 
dancer or embrace a crew of some 
60 persons including hairdressers, 
makeup men and schoolteachers 
for the under-age _ entertainers. 
Lowry’s job is to build them, book 
them and keep them moving—a 
task which would ordinarily be as- 
signed to three or four men in 
civilian show business. 

Despite the long hours and the 
headaches of playing nursemaid to 
a bunch of movie stars giving out 
free entertainment, Lowry loves the 
job. It puts him back in show 
business after a fling at the real- 
estate game, during which time he 
was pretty unhappy. 

Eddie broke into the popular 
Southern California sport of real 
estate after selling his North Holly- 
wood home to one of the Marx 
brothers, who liked it so much he 
told Lowry he was going to move 
in—and if Lowry didn’t like it he 


knew what he could do. Lowry 
sold him the house at a profit 
and moved into another which he 
sold in a few months to a pro- 
ducer at Paramount, 


“From then on,” says Eddie, “I 
was a real estate broker. I moved 
in and out of more homes in a 
month than a draft dodger. Then 
the war came along and put me 
back in show business where I 
belong.” 
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NCE or twice a week Lowry 

manages to get away from the 

office long enough to go on the 
road for a one-night stand with 
one of his units. Here he goes 
back into his old job of master 
of ceremonies—singing a song, 
cracking a joke or two and an- 
nouncing the other entertainers on 
the program, 


“T haven’t played an army camp 
yet,” he says, “where a soldier 
hasn’t hunted me up after the 
show and said: ‘Hey, Eddie, re- 
member me? I’m the guy who 
used to sit in the front row center 
every Friday afternoon back in St. 
Louis.’ Then I really feel reward- 
ed. Once I even heard this from 
a major-general.” 

Eddie lives a few blocks from his 
office in Beverly Hills with his 
wife, Teddy, and their son, Eddie 
Jr. Young Eddie is 15 now and 
it is a great source of pride to 
Lowry that the boy stands six 
feet, three inches in his stocking 
feet and can’t wait to get out 
of Beverly Hills High School so 
he can become an aviation cadet. 

After the war is over, Lowry 
plans to leave the real estate busi- 
ness to the talents of the native 
Californians who have always had 
an option on it anyway and go into 
stage producing on a large scale. 
If the job he’s doing for the Vic- 
tory Committee at this time is any 
criterion, he’ll be one of the best.

Preparing Meat for Thrifty Meals

T than a piping hot, perfectly 

cooked stew. The toughest and 
cheapest cuts of meat make excel- 
lent stews. Also, many small pieces 
of tender meat are just right for 
stewing. 

Some stews are made of all meat, 
some are part meat and part vege- 
tables. For five or six generous 
servings, two pounds of lean raw 
meat without bone makes a good 
all-meat stew. Browning the meat 
gives it richer flavor. For meat 
and vegetable stew, combine meat 
and vegetables in any desired pro- 
portion, Vegetables are at their 
best when cooked quickly, so do 
not add them until the meat is 
almost if not altogether tender. 


Once a stew is made there are 
many simple attractive ways to 
serve it. For variety, try a savory 
stew in a border of riced potatoes, 
flaky rice, or with dumplings; as 
filling for hot biscuits in meat 
shortcake; scalloped with macaroni 
or spaghetti; or as meat pie under 
a lid of biscuits, pastry, or mashed 
potatoes. 

In the recipes that follow, the 
quantities of lean, raw meat called 
for do not include bone or excess 
Jat. 

For a stew, select beef or veal 
neck, plate, brisket, flank, or 
shank; or lamb shoulder, neck, 
flank, or shank. Cut about two 
pounds of lean raw meat into inch 
cubes and sprinkle with salt, pep- 
per, and flour. Brown in two to 
three tablespoons of fat and add a 
sliced onion, Add water to cover, 
put a lid on partly, and cook slowly 
until the meat is tender. Lamb or 
veal will probably cook tender in 
one and one-half to two hours; 
beef may need two and one-half to 
three hours. If the stew is not 
thick enough by the time the meat 
is tender, mix one to two table- 
spoons flour to a smooth paste 
with an equal quantity of cold

water. To the paste add several 
spoonfuls of the stew, then stir the 
mixture into the rest of the stew 
and cook until smooth and thick- 
ened. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper, and add chopped pars- 
ley if available. 


BEEFSTEAK PIE. 

One pound lean raw beef, salt, 
pepper, flour. fat, two or three 
onions, slicea; two cups cooked to- 
matoes, one cup cooked snap beans, 
one cup liquor from beans, chopped 
parsley, if available; pastry. 

Select lean beef from _ round, 
chuck, flank, shank, neck or bris- 
ket. Cut the meat in inch cubes, 
sprinkle with salt, pepper and 
flour and brown in two or three 
tablespoons of fat. Add the onions 
and brown them. Then add the 
tomatoes and one cup of the liquor 
in which the beans cooked. Sim- 
mer two and one-half to three 
hours, or until the meat is tender. 
If the stew needs to be thickened, 
mix one or two tablespoons of flour 
to a smooth paste with an equal 
quantity of cold water. To the 
paste add several spoonfuls of the 
stew, then stir the mixture into the 
rest of the stew and cook until 
smooth and thickened. Season to 
taste. Add the beans and also 
the parsley if available. Put the 
stew into a shallow pan or baking 
dish. 

The pastry crust for a meat pie 
is made in the same way as biscuit 
dough but with twice as much fat. 
Roll the dough about one-half inch 
thick to the size of the baking 
dish, place on top of the meat fill- 


ee 


ing and bake in a hot oven (425 
degrees Fahrenheit). The crust 
bakes better if the filling is hot 
at the start. 


SHEPHERD'S PIE. 


One and one-half pounds lean 
raw lamb, salt, pepper, flour, fat, 
one onion, sliced; three cups diced 
turnips, one green pepper, chopped; 
mashed potatoes. 

Shoulder, neck, flank and shank 
all are good for shepherd’s pie. 
Cut the meat in inch cubes; sprin- 
kle with salt, pepper and flour 
and brown in two to three table- 
spoons fat. Add the onion and 
water to cover. Simmer for one 
and one-half hours, or until the 
meat is tender. Then add the tur- 
nips and green pepper and cook 
until they are tender. If the stew 
is not thick enough, mix one or two 
tablespoons of flour to a smooth 
paste with an equal quantity of 
cold water. To the paste add sev- 
eral spoonfuls of the stew, then 
stir the mixture into the rest of the 
stew and cook until smooth and 
thickened. Season to taste. 

When the stew is done, put it 
into one large baking dish or in- 
dividual baking dishes. Put on a 
“lid” of seasoned fluffy mashed 
potatoes and baké until the pie is 
hot throughout and browned on 
top. A small quantity of baking 
powder or a well-beaten egg adds 
to the lightness of the mashed 
potato. 


HUNGARIAN GOULASH. 


One-fourth pound mild salt pork; 
three-fourths pound lean raw beef 


or veal; three-fourths pound lean 
raw pork; salt and pepper; flour; 
one onion, sliced; one green pepper, 
sliced; one bay leaf; several whole 


cloves; three potatoes, diced; 


three carrots, diced. 


Dice the salt pork and fry until 
crisp. Cut the lean raw meat in 
inch cubes, sprinkle with salt, pep- 
per, and flour, and brown in two 
or three tablespoons of the salt 
pork drippings. Add the onion and 
green pepper and cook for a few 
minutes. Add water to cover and 
the bay leaf and cloves, put on a 
lid, and cook slowly for two or 
three hours or until the meat is 
tender. Then add the diced po- 
tatoes and carrots, and cook until 
tender.

Off the Records

HE Seventh Symphony of Si- 

belius, which was recorded by 

the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra under its director, Viadimir 
Golschmann, last spring, has just 
been released to the public by the 
Victor company (three records). 
The delay in its publication is due 
to the absence of any recording ac- 
tivity during the last several 
months. Mr. Petrillo’s hostility to- 
ward the radio and the juke box 
is directed primarily against popu- 
lar music, but all recorded music 
has been affected, and unless some 
sort of arrangement is made be- 
tween the Musicians’ Union and 
the recording companies, the issu- 
ance of records of any kind will 
cease altogether. 

Meanwhile the two major com- 
panies are drawing on their back- 
logs. The Sibelius Seventh comes 
from this source and it is one of 
the best of all recent issues, both 
acoustically and artistically. In this 
connection it is interesting to note 
that the recording was made at 
the Municipal Auditorium and not 
in. the Victor studios. I am also 
informed that this and other re- 
cordings made at the same time 
were played through virtually 
without interruptions, except for 
the necessary breaks at the end of 
each side. This suggests that there 
was a certain amount of good for- 
tune as well as good playing that 
went into the process, for the 
sound of the orchestra is amazing- 
ly good in its tone quality and per- 
spective.

@ MR. GOLSCHMANN’S interpre- 
tation is eminently just to the fine, 
cool, classic atmosphere of this re- 
markable work, and the continuity 
of musical thought is preserved by 
keeping the line in a healthy state 
of tension, from first to last.

They are fa- 
vorably affected, not by its dark 
coloring, or its wild spasms alone, 
but by the mental attitude which 
determines the use of these de- 
vices. 

One cannot dispose of Sibelius 
by saying that he is effective only 
because of a grandiose manner. 
There are plenty of composers who 
have attempted to conceal a pov- 
erty of thought behind a spate of 
musical rhetoric, without any suc- 
cess either with the lay public or 
the more critical listeners. One 
must assume therefore, that in the 
long run, character will tell, in mu- 
sic as well as in other things. 

x * * 

THE CHARACTER of Sibelius 
as expressed in his larger works 
and in some of his songs is heroic 
and objective. He has not founded 
a new school and he has not identi- 
fied himself with any particular 
device or style such as the 12-tone 
scnie or linear counterpoint. His 
special contribution to music is 
that of a new type of experience 
and it is because of this latter 
fact that his symphonies fall upon 
the ear with such arresting fresh- 
ness. Sibelius is a true original. 
Even the early similarities to 
Tschaikowsky were purely super- 
ficial for actually the two compos- 
ers are poles apart, the one being 
subjective and neurotic and the 
other wholly -impersonal. 

To cite the special character of 
Sibelius is not to claim that he 
is the greatest symphonic master 
since Beethoven. But it does pro- 
vide a reason for the exalted emo- 
tions which his music produces in 
#20 many listeners,

M years and may be either male or female. They are commonly 
identified by their expressions of distress and resignation.

Under the second are sitting in the most comfortable chair, taking 
hot baths, eating the marrow bone in the veal cutlet, going to bed 
with the only hot water bottle or using the family automobile. Some 
body has to yield, and that is where the martyrs go to bat. 

Martyrdom usually begins in childhood, when a child who isn’t 
the least bit sleepy goes to bed early to gratify the whim of a parent. 
It continues until the same child, now grown to young womanhood 
and still not the least bit sleepy, sacrifices a nickel to call up from 
a night club to say she won't be home until 2 a. m. 

Conspicuous in the household is the maternal martyr. She is 
a martyr because the others bring friends home to meals without 
giving her warning, or they wait until the last minute to notify her 
they won't be home themselves, so she is in a perpetual state of hav- 
ing too little food or too much food. Or they hand her a sock to be 
darned as she is starting off to bed. The maternal martyr is continu- 
ally suffering because she sees her high standards declining and can 
do nothing about it because nobody loves her. 

Prominent also is the paternal martyr. He is martyred because 
the others seem to imagine he is made of money. They make fun of 
his clothes, too, and laugh at his lumbago. They have no regard for 
how tired he is and suggest going to pay duty calls; And they merely 
shrug their shoulders when he calls attention to the numerical su- 
periority of widows to surviving widowers and hints broadly that they 
are making him burn the candle at both ends and he won't be with 
them long. 

The seeds of martyrdom lie in every physical feature of the house, 
from the furnace that has to be fed coal to the attic which has to 
be set to rights after someone has been rummaging there. In a house- 
hold, martyrdom is anybody’s for the asking. 

To the martyrs themselves martyrdom is not the joke the other 
members of the family consider it. Bound to the stake they can feel 


the flames leaping up to devour them. And, my, how they enjoy it.

Vegetable Croquettes 


Small quantities of cooked left- 
over vegetables often present a 
problem to the housewife, especial- 
ly if she is of an economical na- 
ture and feels that all foods should 
be utilized. Croquettes or hash 
seem to be the natural outlet for 
such food, and even though a re- 
heat, there is an appeal to the ap- 
petite. To make vegetable cro- 
quettes, use one cup cooked string 
beans; one cup cooked carrots, 
finely chopped; one cup mashed 
potatoes; one cup cooked onions, 
finely chopped; one-third cup thick 
white sauce; one teaspoon salt;

bread crumbs. 

Add vegetables and seasonings 
to thick hot white sauce.

Fry in deep hot 
fat (370 degrees) until lightly 
browned. Drain on unglazed pa- 
per and serve with a cream sauce 
to which a small quantity of fine- 
ly minced pimiento has been added.

No production bed of roses, either, is “This Is the Army,” 
which Irving Berlin will actively supervise.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (AP) 
UST as every other major in- 
J austry, the theater has had, and 
is still having, some rough 
traveling because so many young 
playwrights, actors and other 
artisans of the stage have set aside 
their lucrative footlight careers to 
become buck privates or colonels. 
Broadway directors look now 
very favorably upon plays about 
ancients because they, mostly, call 
for actors in the golden anniver- 
sary ages. That is why such a play 
as the newly arrived “The Pa- 
triots” is a popular subject. Its 
leading character is that of George 
Washington, with Cecil Humphreys 
in that role, and the other parts 
are Hamilton and Jefferson. Sidney 
Kingsley, now an Army Sergeant, 
is the author. 

“The Patriots” is 
acter of drama that Robert E. 
Sherwood brought forth in his 
“Abe Lincoln in Illinois” and simi- 
lar dramas about historical figures. 
Playwright Kingsley has done the 
same thing that Sherwood did with 
Lincoln—he has used a few tricks 
of the theater, but mostly he has 
presented Washington and the 
other figures of an earlier day in 
the truthful sense of a newspaper 
reporter. 

Washington, Hamilton and Jef- 
ferson are leading figures in those 
turbulent times of 1776 who had 
widely different characters; but, 
under the stress of a young nation 
fighting for its life they adjusted 
their personalities and ambitions 
to fit the program that was needed 
for a united nation. 

It is an exciting, patriotic play 
and especially so in that it comes 
from the proven pen of such an 
able dramatist as Kingsley.

Music Critic 
To Conduct 
Own Works 


[IRGIL THOMSON, music critie 
\.: the New York Herald Trib- 

une and a noted composer of 
opera, symphonic works, choral 
and chamber music, will be guest 
conductor of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra on Friday after- 
noon and Saturday night at the 
Opera House.

Thomson, a native of Kansas 
City, won much of his fame as « 
composer in 1934 with his sensa- 
tional score for “Four Saints in 
Three Acts,” for which Gertrude 
Stein wrote the book. Hearers of 
the opera may or may not have 
understood Miss Stein's libretto but 
they did understand, and wel- 
comed, Thomson's composition. 


The composer is a graduate of 
Harvard University, served in the 
first World War and was for five 
years instructor in music at Har- 
vard, conductor of the Harvard 
glee club, organist and choirmas- 
ter at King’s Chapel,, Boston. His 
musical education at Harvard was 
with a number of masters, two of 
whom were Archibald T. Davison 
and Edward Burlingame Hill. 
Thomson also studied in Paris on 
scholarships from the university 
and lived abroad from 1925 to 1933. 
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IT WAS WHILE HE WAS IN 
PARIS that he became acquainted 
with Miss Stein and after making 
musical settings of several of her 
verses, asked her to write an opera 
libretto, which she did. Thomson 
is noted also as composer of mu- 
sical scores for two films which 
Pare Lorenz made for the Gov- 
ernment—“The Plow That Broke 
the Plains” and “The River.” 

The symphony which he will 
conduct here was composed in 
Paris in November, 1930 and heard 
for the first time a year later. He 
completely  re-orchestrated the 


_|symphony in the summer of 1941, 


and the newer version, to be played 
here, received its first performance 
by Sir Thomas Beecham and the 
Seattle Symphony Orchestra in 
November of the same year. Of 
his symphony, Thomson has writ- 
en: “My Second Symphony is 
what the Germans call a ‘through- 
composed’ work, which means that 
there is no repetition in it. There 
is no formal exposition and no 
recapitulation in any of the move- 
ments, nothing but continuous var- 
lations and transformation of the 
musical material with which it 
starts. Its emotional substance, 
its meaning, like that of most 
symphonies, is introspective and 
personal. Its musical language, 
like that of all symphonies, is the 
musical language of Romanticism, 
though its harmonic syntax is«not 
exactly that of 1830. 


“It can thus be called with ac- 
curacy a neo-Romantic piece, which 
aims neither to unify mass audi- 
ences nor to impress the special- 
ists of intellectual objectivity. Its 
guiding motive is the wish to ex- 
press sincere personal sentiments 
with a maximum of directness and 
of spontaneity. It tends, conse- 
quently, to avoid impersonal ora- 
tory and it is wary about the con- 
ventionalistic tendencies bound up 
with consistent and obligatory dis- 
sonance.”

Toscanini to Conduct Verdi Music at 4:00 on KSD 
—Rudolf Serkin to Play Beethoven's ‘Emperor 
Concerto With N. Y. Philharmonic. 


RTURO TOSCANINI will conduct a program of music by Verdi 
sl A at 4 o’clock this afternoon on KSD, and will conclude the con- 
cert with “Hymn of the Nations.” The Italian composer wrote 
the music for “Hymn of the Nations” to verses by Arrigo Boito, his 
close friend and librettist for his operas, “Otello” and “Falstaff.” The 


work was designed as a direct po- 
litical attack on oppressors in 
Italy. When played this afternoon 
by the NBC Symphony Orchestra, 
the score for “Hymn of the Na- 
tions” will include Toscanini’s own 
orchestration of “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner” in the key of D Ma- 
jor instead of B Fiat. Jan Peerce, 
the tenor, and the Westminster 
Choir will assist in the  perfor- 
mance, 

When Toscanini expressed a de- 
sire to broadcast the hymn, which 
is known to Italians as “Inno Della 
Nazioni,” NBC was able to locate 
only the piano part in this coun- 
try. However, it developed that 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion owned a complete score and 
parts. The pages were photo- 
graphed on microfilm, which was 
flown to New York, where the 
score was blown up to original 
sheet-music size. 

Toscanini will begin today’s con- 
cert with the overture to “La Forza 
del Destino,” and then will present 
the chorus from “Nabucco,” sung 
by the Westminster Choir; the 
Terzetto from “I Lombardi alla 
Prima Crociata” with Vivian Della 
Chiesa, soprano; Nicola Moscona, 
basso, and Peerce as soloists; the 
prelude to the third act of “La 
Traviata;” dances from “Otello,”

To help women achieve the LE sical fitness which will aid them in 
carrying on in wartime, Dr. C. H. McCloy of the University of lowa, 
adviser to the United States Armed Forces on physical conditioning, 
has prepared a series of tests and exercises designed, first, to test one’s 
physical condition and, second, to provide proper exercises to im- 
prove that condition. The tests are pictured above, as demonstrated 
by Miss Edith Kern, physical instructor at the Y.W.C. A. For the first 
test, called the “sit-ups,” lie on back with feet about two feet apart, 
elbows flexed, finger tips touching the shoulders. Holding the feet 
down, sit up, turning trunk to left, touching right elbow to left knee. 
Lie back and repeat, alternating sides. One’s rating depends on the 
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number of times one is able to do any one of these four test exercises. 


. The rate table at the bottom of the page gives the rating. Prospective 


exercisers should be sure they are physically sound and should start 
exercising easily, gradually increasing the work. They are also ad- 
vised to stop short of being winded or exhausted. The second test is 
called "floor-dips.” Lie on the floor, knees bent to a right angle, hands 
on the floor under the shoulders and body straight from the knees to 
the shoulders. Push up to a position where arms are straight, repeat- 
ing. When lowering body to floor, touch chest to floor. Do not bend 
hips or sway backward. One who is in “superb” shape can do this 
60 times. One who is in “disgraceful shape can do it only three

times. For the third exercise, “chinning,” place a broomstick across 
the backs of two chairs, placed back to back. With the palms turned 
toward the face, grasp the broomstick, slide under so that the arms are 
vertical and the knees at right angle.
